Trudeau mending 
fences in the west 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
Liberal government would 
give more autonomy to the 
West Coast fishery and rein¬ 
state aid to Sidney’s Trident 
Aircraft, party leader 
Pierre Trudeau said Satur¬ 
day. 

Trudeau made the prom¬ 
ise in a speech to party work¬ 
ers in North Vancouver-Bur- 
naby riding, where former 
B.C. Liberal leader Gordon 
Gibson is making another 
bid for election to the Com¬ 
mons on Feb. 18. 


No ‘dumping’ 
loophole, 
Curtis insists 

VANCOUVER (CP) — There is no loophole in the 
province’s $200 million mortgage scheme which could 
lead to United States lumber and plywood products being 
dumped in B.C., Finance Minister Hugh Curtis said Satur¬ 
day. 

He denied statements by New Democratic leader David 
Barrett that the mortgage program regulations were 
changed to require that only 50 per cent of materials 
used in the new homes must originate and be manufac¬ 
tured in B.C., rather than 100 per cent. 

BARRETT SAID THIS WOULD defeat the program's 
purpose to stimulate housing starts and a demand for B.C. 
forest products and would lead to the dumping of U.S. prod¬ 
ucts. 

“I can’t understand what would have led Mr. Barrett 
to misunderstand this important fact," Curtis said. “It may 
be, being as fair as possible, that he came across some early 
drafts of material sent out by the B.C. Central Credit Union 
to various credit unions around the province." 

THE B.C. CENTRAL CREDIT’ Union was given respon¬ 
sibility for distributing the mortgage money which has 
an interest rate of 9% per cent in the first year. 

“The fact of the matter is that from the inception of the 
program, from the very first moment that we started put¬ 
ting it together until still now, it's quite clear that B.C. 
forest products must be used," Curtis said.

A later campaign appear¬ 
ance in support of Vancou¬ 
ver East candidate Art Lee 
was marred by a brief scuf¬ 
fle between a reporter and 
one of Trudeau’s body¬ 
guards and by pickets from a 
local of the Teamsters 
Union. 

In his speech in North Van- 
couver-Burnaby, Trudeau 
said operational control of 
the huge Vancouver port 
would be transferred from 
the National Harbors Board 
in Ottawa to a local harbor 
commission. 

Aides said the move would 
mean local municipalities 
and area representatives to 
be appointed to the commis¬ 
sion would be able to make 
major decisions on matters 
such as port expansion with¬ 
out having to seek approval 
from Ottawa. 

Trudeau said he would

Trudeau said the federal 
government would make $4 
million in direct loans avail¬ 
able to the project, promised

TORONTO (CP) — Canada is pulling out of a 
sports exchange agreement with the Soviet Union, in¬ 
cluding the Izvestia hockey tournament, wrestling, 
swimming and gymnastic competitions. 

The announcement came Saturday in a speech by 
Steve Paproski, federal minister of fitness and ama¬ 
teur sport to a Polish-Canadian group, who cited the 
Soviet Union’s recent military activities in Afghanis¬ 
tan as the reason for the decision. 

As a prelude to the announcement. Paproski told 
ihis audience that “Canada is not at this time consider¬ 
ing withdrawing from the Olympic Games in Mos¬ 
cow.” 

Under the agreement, signed last Dec. 7, four 
Canadian wrestlers were to have competed in a 
freestyle tournament at Tbilisi, Jan. 25-27; six gym¬ 
nasts were to have entered meets in Moscow, March 
30-April 1, and Riga, April 3-5; five divers were to 
have travelled to Minsk for an international ev^nt 
March 15-16; and 30 per¬ 
sons were authorized to 
represent Canada at the 
annual Izvestia hockey 
tournament in Moscow, 

Dec. 14-23. 

In turn, 10 Soviet skaters 
were to compete in Skate 
Canada at Calgary. Russian 
hockey teams were to play 
Canadian amateur'clubs 
next December, 30 swim¬ 
mers were to compete in 
Vancouver in August and 10 
entries were slated to appear 
at the Canada Cup judo 
matches in Quebec City in 
October. 

“This sport exchange 
agreement was completed 
within the spirit and princi¬ 
ples of co-operation in sport 
that have previously existed 
between Canada and the 
U.S.S.R.,” Paproski said. 

"But the recent events in 
Afghanistan, caused by thhe 
Soviet Union, have under¬ 
mined the general spirit of 
friendship and co-operation 
between our two countries. 

"Because of those events, 

I have informed the U.S.S.R. 
ambassador in Ottawa that 
Canada is withdrawing from 
this protocol with immediate 
effect.”

Iran has moved reinforce¬ 
ments to its border with 
Afghanistan for fear of So¬ 
viet intervention. Western 
diplomatic sources in Kabul 
said Saturday. 

"We are Very worried and 
very alarmed over the pres¬ 
ence of Soviet tanks some 
kilometers from our border 
with Afghanistan,” Foreign 
Minister Sadegh GhotbzadCh 
told the French newspaper 
Le Figaro. (Related stories 
on Pages 2 and 3,) 

Some diplomats have ex¬ 
pressed concern that Mos¬ 
cow could be moving into 
position to take advantage of 
the chaos in Iran to control 
access to its oilfields or in¬ 
stall a leftist government if 
the Islamic regime of the 
Ayatollah Khomeini falls. 

“All we know is that (Iran 
has) moved troops with 
armor toward Herat (Af¬ 
ghanistan),” the source in 
Kabul said. 


In Washington, Pentagon 
sources said Saturday that 
the Soviet army divisions 
facing Iran's northern fron¬ 
tier are well below war 
strength and would require 
several weeks to become 
ready to attack. 

The sources said there 
were no signs of any call-up 
of Soviet army reservists on 
a mass scale to prepare for 
any such attack into Iran or 
to lake advantage of any 
disarray in Yugoslavia in the 
event the ailing President 
Tito dies. 

Despite attention focused 
on two Soviet divisions 
operating in western Afgh¬ 
anistan some 120 kilometres 
from the Iranian border, the 
officials discounted the like¬ 
lihood of any major Soviet 
assault from that direction; 

Instead, they said, the 
area to watch closely for a 
possible threat to invade 
Iran is what they called the 


"natural corridor" from the 
Transcaucasus region of the 
Soviet Union north of Iran. 

In Tehran, Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr, a member of the 
Iranian Revolutionary Coun¬ 
cil who lastweek warned of a 
potential Soviet threat to 
Iran, rejected on Saturday 
any offer of an alliance with 
the United States to repel 
it. 

"My definition of indepen¬ 
dence is to be independent of 
both superpowers at the 
same time," Bani-Sadr, the 
leading candidate for the 
presidency in next Friday's 
election, told reporters. 

Bani-Sadr was comment 
ing on a Washington state¬ 
ment Friday by U.S. state 
department spokesman 
Hodding Carter in which he 
suggested a co-ordinated 
American-Iranian response 
to the Soviet military inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan. 


No peril, Yugoslavs insist R “ ssian 

x 7 ° advisers 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (UPI) — 
Speculation that Yugoslavia will fall 
under Soviet domination after the 
death of President Josip Broz Tito has 
angered Yugoslav officials, who insist 
their country “is not another Afghan¬ 
istan.” 

The consensus among officials, 
commentators and foreign diplomats 
is that the considerations which 
prompted the Soviet Union to invade 
Hungary in 1956, Czechoslovakia in 
1968 and Afghanistan in 1979 are not 
applicable to Yugoslavia in 1980. 

“Why would the Soviets invade? 
They certainly would need a pretext of 
some kind to go in, and Tito’s death 
would not be that. If they did go in, it 
would be naked aggression, and far 
more naked than in Afghanistan,” 
said one Western diplomat stationed in 
Belgrade. 


But the fact the speculation persists 
underscores a fear that a generation of 
Yugoslavs have grown up with—a 
fear that, far from being dispelled by 
all manner of denials, gnaws deeper 
with every new medical bulletin on 
their ailing 87-year-old leader's 
health. 

Postwar independent Yugoslavia 
has never known any leader than Tito. 
The question of transition has no 
precedent and uneasy thoughts of the 
future are clouded by uncomfortable 
memories of the past, such as when 
Russia's Josef Stalin once boasted that 
he could “shake my little finger and 
there will be no more Tito.” 

Tito defied Stalin and broke with the 
Soviet bloc in 1948. He helped found the 
non-aligned movement in 1961, steer¬ 
ing not only Yugoslavia but other na¬ 
tions away from the Soviet orbit.

Relations between Belgrade and 
Moscow have had their ups and downs 
and the Yugoslavs strongly denounced 
the invasions of Hungary and Czecho¬ 
slovakia. 

It was after the Czech invasion that 
Tito instituted the “all-peoples" civil 
defence mechanism which involves 
every man, woman and child and 
bases itself on the guerrilla tactics 
Tito and his partisans successfully 
used against the Nazis. 

A senior Yugoslav government 
source said, “Yugoslavia is not Afgh¬ 
anistan. It is Europe and the stockpile 
of Weapons and strategic balance is 
much different.”. 

Still, Yugoslavs worried that the 
Kremlin still has designs on Yugosla¬ 
via, for its warm water Adriatic ports 
among the other reasons.

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‘Spying proof’laid out 


TEHRAN (CP) — Militant 
Moslems holding the U.S. 
embassy and some 50 
American hostages ap¬ 
peared on Iran’s state-owned 
television network Saturday 
night 1 brandishing embassy 
documents they alleged 
prove the U.S. government 
was out to spy on Iranian 
affairs. 

Militant student repre¬ 
sentatives produced three 
documents involving em¬ 
bassy communication with 
the U.S. state department 
and with Iranian Officials 
then in power. All of the 
documents are believed to 
have originated in the Fcb- 
ruary-March period of 1979. 

The live television broad¬ 
cast marked the return of 
the students to the airwaves 
after an absence of some two 
weeks. 


Worried NATO forms 
Yugoslav contingency

BRUSSELS (Reuter) - NATO diplo 
mats have long considered a Yugoslavia 
without President Tito as potentially the 
most dangerous East-West flash point in 
Europe. 

The 15-member Western alliance has 
drawn up contingency plans in case inter¬ 
nal strife there tempts Moscow to try to 
bring post-Tito Yugoslavia back to the So¬ 
viet fold. 

But NATO officials carefully avoid 
dramatizing the situation, saying there is 
no sign that the Kremlin is poised to inter¬ 
vene in Yugoslavia's internal affairs at 
the moment. 

NATO intelligence officers say they 
have not detected Warsaw pact troop 
movements near Yugoslavia except for 
some routine manoeuvres planned in Pecs 
area in Hungary. 

NATO has refrained from issuing any 
solemn warning partly because Yugosla¬ 
via is outside the Atlantic pact's boun 
daries and partly because it could give 
Moscow propaganda for a claim that 
the West is ready to interfere in a non- 
aligned country. 

The officials say that, if such a warn¬ 
ing were to be given, it would come better 
from individual Western governments and 
above all the United States. 

NATO political and military leaders do 
not foresee a Soviet action In Yugoslavia 
to be taken in isolation. Rather they see 
such a move in the context of heightened 
tension caused by a confrontation in the 
Third World. 

NATO’s top commander in Europe. 
U.S. Gen. Bernard Rogers, told a news 


conference earlier this month that he be¬ 
lieved a possible scenario for an East-West 
conflict would start with a confrontation 
outside NATO and then move into NATO. 

“But I do not believe that the Afghan 
crisis would activate such a scenario,” he 
said. 

However, NATO officials warn about 
the so-called multiplier effect of crisis. 

Nervousness about Yugoslavia comes 
on top of the Afghan crisis and (he gen¬ 
eral cooling of U.S.-Soviet relations al¬ 
ready noticeable even before the Soviet 
airlift to the Afghan capital of Kabul last 
month. 

They stress the serious danger to 
NATO’s southern flank of a Soviet push 
through Yugoslavia or even pressures 
strong enough on Belgrade to make it 
abandon its non-aligned stand. 

By acquiring bases on the Adriatic 
coast, the Soviet navy would be in a posi¬ 
tion to disrupt allied sealanes and commu¬ 
nications and to isolate Greece and Turkey 
from the rest of NATO, the diplomats 
say. 

Only the Gorizia Pass, between the 
Alps and the Mediterranean, would stand 
between Soviet troops stationed in western 
Yugoslavia and the rich plain of northern 
Italy 

A Soviet move also would bring in¬ 
creased pressure on Greece, which al¬ 
ready shares a long border with Bulgaria, 
the diplomats say. 

For this reason, NATO is redoubling 
efforts to find a solution to Greeo-Turkish 
differences and bring Greece back into the 
NATO integrated structure that it left in 
protest against the 197) Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus.

The students said one let¬ 
ter from the embassy to the 
state department warned 
that “more than 100 cases 
full of vitally important mili¬ 
tary maps and related docu¬ 
ments of the United States 
had been discovered” by 
customs officials at 
Tehran's Mehrabad airport. 

The alleged confidential 
information was confiscated 
by the Iranian government 
at the time. 

A second document re¬ 
vealed referred to an infor¬ 
mal note from the embassy 
to Amir Entezam, then depu¬

The students charged in 
the broadcast that the U.S.

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They said a third docu¬ 
ment mentioned how helpful 
Entezam had been in helping 
the U.S. embassy get back 
telecommunications equip¬ 
ment looted during the over¬ 
throw of the shah. 

The students said Ente¬ 
zam had expressed hope he 
could be the "contact chan¬ 
nel,” between the Iranian 
government and the U.S. 

Entezam was subsequent¬ 
ly arrested by the ruling 
revolutionary government 
headed by Ayatollah Kho¬ 
meini. 

The broadcasts were re¬ 
sumed after the students 
won the backing of the ma¬ 
jority of persons at almost 
all the anti-American dem¬ 
onstrations held since then. 

Before the students went 
on TV, a military plot to oust 
the central Khomeini regime 
was reported uncovered in 
northern Iran. 

And in a statement pub¬ 
lished in several Tehran 
newspapers, the embassy 
militants accused 
"anti-revolution elements” 


of trying to ruin the presi¬ 
dential election scheduled 
for next Friday by foment¬ 
ing dissent among the coun¬ 
try’s minorities, pushing for 
a general strike and promot- 
ing unrest in Iranian 
schools. 

In another development, 
Iranian Foreign Minister Sa- 
degh Gotbzadegh denied 
U.S. news reports that he 
had persuaded Khomeini to 
allow UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim to mediate 
the U.S.-Iran hostage crisis. 

The foreign minister 
called on Waldheim to "im¬ 
mediately deny” what he 
termed baseless reports 
which could escalate the 
current crisis.

American journalists re¬ 
ported after leaving war- 
torn Afghanistan on Satur¬ 
day that they saw Soviet 
tanks and armored person¬ 
nel carriers rolling back into 
Kabul and fresh troops 
transported into the Afghan 
capital by air from the So¬ 
viet Union. 

In Washington, the U.S. 
defence department offi¬ 
cials said thousands of Af¬ 
ghan army troops had de¬ 
fected to the Side of the 
Moslem Afghan rebels, who 
have been fighting against 
Soviet occupation troops. 

“The Soviets have their 
hands full,” one U.S. defence 
analyst said. U.S. reports 
have estimated Russian 
casualties at more than 1,000 
killed or wounded. 

The official Soviet news 
agency Tass said in a dis¬ 
patch from Kabul that 
“there is information" Mos¬ 
lem insurgents in the north¬ 
eastern province of Badakh- 
shan sfaged raids "with the 
direct participation of Chi¬ 
nese advisers.” The Tass re¬ 
port also claimed the Afghan 


army had routed rebels in 
nearby Takhar province. 
Defence analysts in Wash¬ 


ington said Saturday there 
are indications the Russians 
may have to commit as 


many as 4.000 to 5,000 troops 
against the rebels in the 
northeast.

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The trouble 
with Harry 


GOOD FOR “HARRY HAMMER.” Vancou¬ 
ver furniture dealer Bernie Cobin, who plies 
his trade under that alliterative handle, is 
what you might call a freedom fighter. He 
won his own battle this week, with the stuffed 
shirts at Vancouver City Hall. But he also 
struck a hammer blow for a much broader 
cause — the right of all merchants to practise 
their trade unfettered by stupid, archaic 
laws. 

Because he refused to close his two furni¬ 
ture stores on Sundays, Mr..Cobin had his 
business licence suspended for "gross mis¬ 
conduct” in violating provisions of the Lord’s 
Day Act. He resorted to legal action and suc¬ 
ceeded in having the city council resolution 
quashed by the B.C. Supreme Court. 

If Vancouver Mayor Jack Volrich wasn’t 
blushing apd feeling kind'of foolish when he 
read the judgment, he should have been. It 
was his worship, after all, with all the zeal of 
an ayatollah, who rallied the forces of purity 
and virtue against this sinner. 

In quashing the resolution, Mr. Justice 
J.G. Gould had some sarcastic words about 
the city’s clearly discriminatory approach in 
clobbering bigger businesses for opening on 
Sundays while allowing corner stores and 
drug stores to remain open. 

“Had the city attempted to close down 
any and all violators of the Lord’s Day Act. its 
corporate apparent indignation at the lawless 
conduct of the applicant might have been 
more convincing,” he drily noted. 

That comment evokes memories of the 
farcical debates which ensued more than four 
years ago at Victoria City Hall, when then- 
ntgyor F’eter Pollen was conducting his own 
Never-on-Sunday crusade. (What are basic 
necessities and what are not? Would you call 
shoes essential? If we’re banning the sale of 
building materials on Sundays, does that in¬ 
clude hardware and electrical items? And so 
on ad absurdum). 

The judge also pointed out that proceed¬ 
ing with prosecutions under the act requires 
the specific permission of the attorney-gen¬ 
eral’s department, which was not granted to 
the city of Vancouver. One wonders what 
Vancouver taxpayers will have to say about 
that, when the bill for legal costs comes in. 

There are differing opinions as to the full 
legal implications of the Hammer case. Some 
interpret the judgment as throwing Vancou¬ 
ver open to unrestricted Sunday retailing, 
although Mayor Volrich says that isn’t so. 

At any rate, the uncertainties will soon be 
dispelled because Attorney-General Allan 
Williams confirmed this week that the long- 
promised legislation dealing with Sunday 
opening wil) be introduced at the spring ses¬ 
sion of the legislature. 

Meanwhile, it’s encouraging to hear Mr. 
Williams say that the Gould ruling will not 
affect the direction that legislation will take. 
It’s about time we threw out the meaningless 
old statute we still have as a relic of colonial 
days. It’s also about time our laws recognized 
that the market place, not some holier-than- 
thou council, should dictate whether stores 
open on Sundays and whether the rest of us 
can buy what they have to offer -*- be it a 
modest toothbrush or one of Harry’s chester¬ 
fields.

A minnow’s defeat by cynical politics 


BOSTON — In our cautious system 
of government, change is usually In¬ 
cremental and mistakes can be cor¬ 
rected. But every once in a while we 
sense that a government decision has 
done permanent damage: to the coun¬ 
try, to faith in the system. The realiza¬ 
tion is painful. We find it hard to read 
about the event; we want to turn the 
page. 

An article by Peter Matthlessen, 
the naturalist, has just bad that effect 
on me. It told a story so painful that I 
wanted to escape, but 1 stayed and 
learned. The piece appeared in the 
current issue of The New York Review 
• zt Books. It concerns the decision, 
manoeuvred by Sen. Howard H. Baker 
Jr., to complete the Tellico Dam in 
Tennessee and destroy the Little Ten¬ 
nessee Valley. 

It ts only one dam, in a place un¬ 
known to most Americans — a paro¬ 
chial question, one might think. But it 
is not. The Tellico Dam is an extreme 
example of a widespread phenomenon 
in this country: the destruction of the 
land and the people who have worked 
it. What makes Tellico extreme is the 
way the thing was done. Logic, law and 
economics were overwhelmingly 
against it, but the facts availed noth¬ 
ing against the guile of cynical politi¬ 
cians. 

The valley drowned by this dam 
had 16,000 acres of the richest river- 
bottom farmland in the United States. 
Running through it was the last free- 
flowing stretch of the Little Tennes-

see. What had once been 2,300 miles of 
wild river — the Tennessee and its 
tributaries — had already been 
dammed by the Tennessee Valley Au¬ 
thority. 

The clean, swift water of that last 
unspoiled stretch was the best brown 
trout stream in the East. It also 
was the habitat of the snail darter, the 
tiny fish that for a time forced a halt in 
construction of the Tilllco Dam be¬ 
cause it would violate the Endangered 
Species Act. The snail darter at first 
attracted a kind of amused national 
sympathy — a fish fighting the inter¬ 
ests — but Baker and his cohorts 
turned the argument around. 

Proponents of the dam argued that 
a “useless minnow" should not be al¬ 
lowed to stand in the way of progress 
— to "waste” a $ 120 -million project 
that would produce energy vital to the 
area. The shoreline of the lake to be 
created by the dam would attract In¬ 
dustry, providing jobs foq, an eco¬ 
nomically depressed region. And any¬ 
way, the snail darter could be moved 
elsewhere. 

Those were the arguments. Every 
one of them wis a fake, as Matthies- 
sen devastatlngly showed. The com¬ 
pelling power of hts account can’t be

Justice on trial down under 
after wrong man is jailed 


WELLINGTON — The- 
pardoning of a convicted 
double murderer in New 
Zealand has raised questions 
about the traditional British 
judicial system, which 
forms the basis of law in 
many countries. 

Arthur Allan Thomas still 
proclaimed his innocence 
after his Supreme Court con¬ 
viction in 1970 for the murder 
of a woman that he once 
admired and her farmer hus¬ 
band. Thomas and his sup¬ 
porters continued to main¬ 
tain this innocence over nine- 
years, through two trials, 
two appeal court hearings, a 
special appeal court review, 
a special review by a Su¬ 
preme Court judge and a 
Privy Council hearing. The 
system continued to find 
Thomas guilty, although 
there was growing public 
outrage over some doubtful 
circumstantial evidence and 
the way it was used to obtain 
.a conviction. 

Jeanette and Harvey 
Crewe, both 30, were mur¬ 
dered in 1970 in the North 
Island farming district of 
I’ukekawa. An 18-month-old 
baby girl was found alone, 
but obviously fed and well 
cared for, In a blood-spat¬ 
tered farmhouse. 

He# parents' bodies, each 
with a .22 bullet wound to the 
head, were recovered weeks 
later from a nearby flood- 
swollen river, where they 
had been dumped after being 
wrapped in bed-clothes and 
weighted with a car axle. 

The identity of the woman 
who fed the baby in the five 
days before discovery — she 
was spotted at a distance by 
passing motorists but not 
traced — is still h mystery. 

The police ignored this as-

pect in their case against 
Thomas. They maintained 
he had been infatuated with 
Jeanette Crewe and killed 
her in an outbreak of jea¬ 
lousy and passion after slip¬ 
ping out of his house late at 
night, unseen by his sleeping 
wife and a relative staying 
with them. 

His rifle was produced as 
important evidence. Mark¬ 
ings on bullet fragments and 
a cartridge ease meant that 
it could not be excluded as 
the murder weapon, the 
court was told. The cartridge 
case, not found in the origi¬ 
nal search, was to prove the 
most controversial element 
in the police ease. They 
claimed the first shot was 
fired by the killer as he 
balanced precariously on a 
wall outside the house and 
aimed through open louvre 
windows. 

Why the windows would 
have been open, facing into a 
cold wind on a midwinter 
night, was never explained. 

Four months after the 
murder, and after the police 
had held Thomas’s rifle for 
testing, the vital cartridge 
case was found in a flower¬ 
bed 16 feet from the louvre 
windows. Police had ordered 
another search and it was 
discovered, filled with dry- 
earth, in a flower-bed of 
damp earth. 

Only after the trial was it 
found that other .22 rifles 
produced similar markings 
on cartridge cases and bul¬ 
lets.IMuch later, after pains¬ 
taking work by Thomas sup¬ 
porters, it was shown that 


neither of the fatal shots 
could have come from this 
cartridge case. 

The Attorney-General, Dr. 
Martyn Finlay, then dis¬ 
covered that police had 
dumped the cartridge case 
on a rubbish tip, even though 
they had earlier said the ex¬ 
hibit would be kept for the 
police museum and even 
though larger exhibits, such 
as the axle, had been re¬ 
tained. Dr. Finlay said he 
•was "desolate and deeply 
disturbed” by this. He was 
not the only one. 

A newspaper campaign 
and two books brought out 
details overlooked by the po¬ 
lice. 

Neighbors of the Crewes 
heard shots early in the eve¬ 
ning of the murder night of 
June 17, 1970 — at a time 
when Thomas had an alibi. 
Police maintained the mur¬ 
der was late at night, but had 
no evidence to substantiate 
this. 

The controversy dragged 
on until Prime Minister Ro¬ 
bert Muldoon, in late 1978, 
ordered an investigation by 
a leading lawyer, Mr. R. A. 
Adams-Smith. Concentrat¬ 
ing on the prosecution con¬ 
tention of timing, the lawyer 
concluded that “an injustice 
may have been done.” 

Thomas, now 41, was par¬ 
doned just before Christmas 
after wasting nine years in 
jail. A decision has yet to be 
made about compensation. 

Muldoon and his Justice 
Minister, Jim McLay, have 
dismissed suggestions that 
there should be an inquiry 
into the prosecution section 
of the police and justice de¬ 
partments. McLay claimed 
the pardon showed that the 
judicial system does work. 


reproduced in a brief newspaper col¬ 
umn. But these are some of his 
points: 

According to the TV A Itself, the 
annual cost of maintaining the dam 
will be greater than its income.

Industry does not need new lake¬ 
side sites for jojhs in the area. There 
are 24 existing major dams and lakes 
within 60 miles of the Tellico Dam, and 
most of them have long undeveloped 
stretebes of shoreline. The TVA found 
that the dam would cost the area more 
jobs than it would create. 


Three attempts have been made to 
transplant snail darters to other 
streams. In two places the fish died; in 
the third they are threatened. 

Baker, speaking for the local deve¬ 
lopers and labor unions and politi¬ 
cians, helped push through a bill 
amending the Endangered Species 
Act. It set up a review committee to 
consider exemptions from the Act for 
worthwhile projects. But the new com¬ 
mittee studied the Tellico Dam and 
decided unanimously that it was not 
worthwhile. 

Foiled by the new rules he bad 
helped to draft, Baker simply elimin¬ 
ated the rules. A House Republican 
colleague from Tennessee, in violation 
of House procedure, sneaked on to an 
appropriation bill an undebated 
amendment that exempted the Tellico 
project from all laws of any kind. 
Baker made the necessary deals to get 
It through the Senate. And President 
Carter, evidently afraid of retaliation 
from the Senate’s Republican leader, 
did not have the courage to do what he 
knew was right: veto the bill. 

In the Republican forum in Iowa 
the other day Baker said: “Politics is 
an important secular mechanism in 
this country. It’s not just a game. It's 
not beneath us, it's how we decide our 
future.” 

The sentiments are admirable. But 
Howard Baker's behavior in the affair 
of the Tellico Dam shows why mil¬ 
lions of Americans have come to de¬ 
spair of politics.

According to the annual 
report of the Canadian Inter- 
najional Development 
Agency, the answer is yes 
and no. The report says: 

“In virtually all develop¬ 
ing countries over the past 25 
years income has risen fas¬ 
ter than population, with a 
consequent rise in per capita 
income that has reached al¬ 
most 3 per cent a year. More- 
over, economic 
growth ... . has been accom¬ 
panied by expanded educa¬ 
tion systems, growing liter¬ 
acy, improved nutrition and 
health, increased technol¬ 
ogy, a growing industrial 
base and greater urbaniza¬ 
tion. 

“In stark contrast to this 
optimistic picture, however, 
the Bank points out that 
there are still 800 million 
people living in absolute pov¬ 
erty, deprived of the most 
basic needs. So there still 
remains much work to be 
.done.” 

To meet this condition, 
Canada has adopted a policy 
of concentrating as much aid 
as possible on the least de¬ 
veloped countries. Canada's' 
bilateral aid accounts for 48 
per cent of the total. Of this 
amount, 33 per cent went to 
the least developed coun¬ 
tries and, says the report, 
“since most of the world's 
poor live in rural areas,' 
agriculture will be a most 
important sector for the 
foreseeable future, account¬ 
ing for about one-third of 
bilateral aid.” 

The report doesn’t enter 
into the debate over the 
merits of bilateral as against 
multilateral aid. In the latter 
case, Canada gives money to 
international organizations 
such as the World Bank, 
which then spends it on pro¬ 
jects in the recipient coun¬ 
tries. Bilateral aid is given 
by Canada directly to the 
recipient country. 

Of this aid, the recipient 
country can spend 20 per 
cent shopping around for the 
best price it can get on 
the goods and services it 
wants. The remainder is 
“tied" — it has to be spent on 
Canadian goods and ser¬ 
vices. 

This policy has been critic¬ 
ized on the ground that our 
economic aid program is de- 
. signed to help the Canadian 
economy as much as the 
economics of the recipient 
countries. Yet the issue isn’t 
quite that simple. 

To begin with, shopping 
around in International mar¬ 
kets to receive the best pos-

sible tenders on locomotives, 
or tractors, or whatever, is 
both time-consuming and re¬ 
quires a highly sophisticated 
purchasing agency. Many of 
the developing countries 
have neither time nor the 
kind of agency needed. Sec¬ 
ond, Canadian goods and ser¬ 
vices are supplied by Canada 
after the Canadian govern¬ 
ment Itself has called tend¬ 
ers, ensuring satisfactory 
price and quality arrange¬ 
ments. Finally, the policy is 
essential if the Canadian 
taxpayer is to continue to 
support foreign aid. 

Most diplomats from de¬ 
veloping countries with 
whom I’ve talked agree. 
There’s a further point. A 


diplomat from a small Asian 
country — Sri Lanka — has 
told me: “In many instances, 
it’s not the actual money that 
we want, so much as the 
project itself. Canada agrees 
to build an airport, or a 
bridge, or a dam, or to estab¬ 
lish an agricultural college. 
Well, then, we don't need the 
money for the project, so 
much as the completed pro 
ject. If that can be done with 
Canadian goods and ser¬ 
vices, why not?” 

For the future, there is 
likely to be more emphasis 
on getting the private sector 
involved in joint ventures in 
the more developed coun¬ 
tries, slightly greater em¬ 
phasis on the work of volun¬ 
teer groups, especially in the 
social and education fields, 
and more emphasis on trade 
instead of aid. 


Smoke alarms 
can save lives

A smoke detector would not have prevented the 
recent tragic fire in a Mont Tremblant ski chalet from 
getting started. But it might well have saved the three 
iives the fire claimed. 

Fire can spread with terrifying speed, and when 
people are asleep, as was the ease at Mont Tremblant, 
the difference between safety and death is often a 
matter of seconds. In the face of so dangerous a foe. 
people need every edge they can muster. Smoke detec¬ 
tors are one of the best edges going. 

The installation of detectors in Quebec is growing 
fast; about a quarter of all dwellings in the province now 
have them. But the dark side of that statistic, of course, 
is that three-quarters do not. 

Last year, the provincial government launched a 
$ 200,000 campaign to persuade Quebecers of the virtues 
of smoke detectors. A follow-up survey this fall sug¬ 
gested that deaths from fire had declined 42 per cent 
since the start of the campaign, including a remarkable 
drop of 88 per cent in the Montreal region. 

Other jurisdictions report similar results. Bob Kos- 
tash, a fire marshal in Edmonton, credits the decline 
in fire-linked deaths there from 19 in 1977 to seven in 
1978 to the increased use of detectors. 

Starting Jan. 1, it has been mandatory in Laval for 
any new housing unit to be equipped with a smoke 
detector. Since last May, a change in the Manitoba 
building code hasirequired that smoke alarms be built 
into all new dwellings. 

Of course, simply installing the devices is not 
enough. They must be tested from time to time to 
ensure their batteries haven’t run down or their parts 
corroded. 

The false sense of security created by a detector 
that can never sound an alarm could prove just as fatal 
as having no detector at all. With the dangers of 
malfunctioning detectors in mind, the federal consumer 
and corporate affairs department last summer made 
the devices subject to the standards of the Underwriters 
Laboratories of Canada. 

Detectors are not expensive, often costing as little 
as $15 or $20. And some insurance companies give 
discounts on fire insurance premiums in buildings 
where they are installed. For value received, they may 
be the smartest investment that anyone living under a 
roof can make.

If suddenly it became all the rage for contestants to 
cut each other up with knives in front of spectators, 
would the city provide a suitable stage? 

I find no entertainment in watching two men attack 
one another in Neanderthal fashion, often inflicting 
serious injuries on the opponent. 

And the fact that many boxers look like they're out 
for lunch seems to back my hunch that this is 
one sport that’s dangerous to the participant’s health. 

That its popularity has survived for so long is an 
indication of man's rather slow evolution. 

Victoria has done without a boxing commission for 
some time and I don't think the citizens would have been 
deprived of anything if city council had decided to have 
no boxing events in the arena. 

Perhaps politics dulls the senses to life’s more 
offensive and tasteless offerings. 

A FIVE PER CENT return on investment is 
what's been ailing our economy for some lime, but 
that’s what the taxpayers’ return would be on the 
proposed solar heating system for the Crystal Pool. 

It will cost an estimated $100,000 to install solar 
panels on the roof of the building. Anticipated savings 
on heating fuel are in the neighborhood of $5,000 a 
year. 

Now if the installation is an investment, which it is, 
and if the annual savings are a return on that invest¬ 
ment, which, I believe, they are, we’re getting back a 
measly five per cent. 

Question: Should the idea be dropped like a hot solar 
panel? Not necessarily. 

First, there’s the question of whether public expen¬ 
ditures are subject to traditional economic consider¬ 
ations. If such were the case, where would that leave 
the construction and maintenance of roads, swimming 
pools, tennis courts and parks? 

Where is our return on the investment Beacon Hill 
Park or Thetis Lake Park represents? 


YOU MAY ARGUE that these investments pay . 
off in terms of the quality of life, and you would be 
right. 

In fact, by investing in social amenities, we prob¬ 
ably reduce the staggering cost of health care at the 
other end. 

All of which has not much to do with solar panels on 
the roof of the Crystal Pool, but I wanted to make a 
point: Public expenditures must not necessarily fit into 
the traditional economic molds. 

So while a $5,000 reduction in the city's heating bill 
may not represent a great return on the necessary 
$190,000 investment, it will save money. Public money. , 

And since the city wouldn’t invest that $100,000 in 
something more profitable over the next 20 years to get 
a higher return, the idea of spending it on solar panels 
may not be so crazy. 

At today’s oil prices, the savings would offset the 
cost in 20 years. Since oil prices will probably double or 
triple in a much shorter time, the amortization period 
would be considerably shorter. 

WHETHER WE’LL get a solar Crystal should, 
therefore, be a question of priority. By scrapping the 
proposed widening of Gorge Road, the city would save 
enough money to install the solar panels on the Crystal 
roof and a few other public buildings as well. 

I'll leave it to you which of the two projects would be 
the better investment. 

There seems to be no doubt in Aid. Robin Bleneoc's 
mind. He called the solar panel idea a fantastic deal 
even at today’s oil prices. 

I wouldn't go quite that far, but I'd agree that future 
increases in the price of heating oil, which are inevit¬ 
able, will move the proposal within generally accepted 
parameters of worthwhile projects, perhaps even from 
an investment point of view. 

It will be interesting to see how the individual 
aldermen react to the proposal. The left faction prob¬ 
ably won't find it too difficult to approve the scheme, 
but whether it will find favor with those members of 
council who would rather read a ledger than solar 
energy pamphlets, is another question.

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A few years ago, after writing a column trying 
to explain how the government fumbled a couple of 
key plays in the political game, Bill King accused 
me of being an apologist. 

I winced, went about my business, and now here 
I am back at the old stand trying to explain w hat the 
high-priced flacks-in the premier's camp have been 
unable to explain, what the premier hasn’t been able 
to explain, Evan Wolfe hasn’t been able to explain, 
Grace McCarthy hasn't been unable to explain, and 
Judge Larry Eckardt hasn't been able to explain. 

I'd like to think, if you don't mind, that I'm doing 
the explaining for the people who read this news 
paper, not for the government, although heaven 
knows it needs all the help it can get. 

So pour a fresh cup of coffee, gather the wife 
and children to your knee, and we'll have a basic 
lesson in the process of printing, a lesson that has 
been around since Gutenberg did his first number. A 
lesson which remains unchanged since Gutenberg 
cranked the first chapter of Genesis out, al¬ 
though the equipment used is beyond his wildest 
dreams. 

FIRST, A LITTLE background so that the 
children won't gel confused. 

We shall use as. the central example in our 
lesson in printing the now famous Interim Report on 
the Redefinition of Electoral Districts for the Prov¬ 
ince of British Columbia, author Judge L. S. 
Eckardt, Commissioner. 

For several months in early 1978. Judge Eck¬ 
ardt and a small support staff travelled the length 
and breadth of British Columbia talking to and 
listening to people with ideas on electoral reform. 
During that time they held It public hearings, 
received dozens of briefs and heard a thousand 
opinions. 

When all those opinions, written and verbal, 
were gathered and recorded Eckardt started to 
write his opinions, to put together his recommenda¬ 
tions for electoral reform. There is little doubt that 
while formulating those opinions Eckardt talked to 
his staff. But there is alsiiVio doubt that when the 
words went from Eckardt'sTmouth to a dictaphone 
or secretary, the opinions. The final decisions were 
his and his alone. 

He was a one-man commission. There would 
only be one signature on the final document. It 
would be known forever as The Eckardt Report on 
Electoral Reform. 

IT WAS THE signature on the official docu¬ 
ment. placed on the letter of transmittal, dated June 
17, 1978. which touched off the first growl of 
anticipation in CTV news reporters who should have 
known better. They noted that the report itself was 
not delivered to McCarthy until June 20 and they 
reported breathlessly that some commission 
staffers were still working on the report as late 
as June 19. 

And they wondered out loud if between the time 
of signing and the actual delivery, the report had 
been changed. They were specific in one regard 
only. They suggested that a bulge in the maplines 
bordering the Vancouver—Little Mountain riding 
may have been, may have not was. a last-minute 
change made after Eckardt signed the report. 

Provincial Secretary Evan Wolfe and Human 
Resources Minister Grace McCarthy represent Lit¬ 
tle Mountain. McCarthy received the final report 
from Eckardt. The implications were clear even

though CTV was far too careful to make an open 
accusation. 

It is significant that after its opening suggestion 
of "mysterious" changes to the Little Mountain 
map,CTV modified its stand. Confronted with the 
evidence of mapmaker E. C. McMinn, who staled 
categorically that no maps could have been changed 
in the three-day period under question; the “news¬ 
makers" (that’s their term not mine) quietly shift¬ 
ed to another gear: the suggestion now was the 
report, not the map, may have beenehanged. 

AFTER A WEEK of hurrying and scurrying 
Wolfe decided to enter the picture with a timetable 
of events. He only succeeded in raising other bogey¬ 
men for the electronic journalists who apparently 
have never stepped inside a print shop in their 
lives. 

Briefly, Wolfe said the typescript of the report 
was delivered to the Queen’s Printer on June 16. the 
cover was produeed June 19, the maps on June 20 
and the completed work run off and delivered June 
20, the day the report was tabled in the Legisla¬ 
ture. ^ 

Enter McCarthy, back from the wind-swept 
beaches of Maui, to add further confusion. Respond 
ing to questions she said she went to Laurel 
Point Inn for dinner on Monday, June 19, bumped 
into Eckardt who introduced her to his staff 
"who were still working on the report." 

The cathode tube bloodhounds sniffed the air 
again and moved in for the kill. If the report was 
signed on the 17th, why were the staff still 
working on it on June 19? The assumption: they were 
making last-minute changes. Wolfe had said a 
couple of days earlier, and Eckardt has confirmed, 
that no changes were made in the late going. 

Which brings us to the main portion of our lesson 
on the printing process, a lesson you can confirm by 
calling any printer in town or the world for that 
matter. 

FOR OUR EXPERT testimony we'll call Brian 
Hobbs to the front of the class. Hobbs is the man in 
charge of display advertising at Victoria Press. He 
spends his life worrying over advertisementsJarge 
and small, but never worries more than when he is 
charged with the responsibility of a legal adver¬ 
tisement carrying detailed information and legal 
descriptions of land boundaries. There were 50 legal 
descriptions in the Eckardt report and 50 maps to 
run alongside them. 

Friday morning I asked him to give me a 
rundown on Victoria Press procedures had he. on 
the morning of June 16, been requested to prepare 
such documents for publication. 

Step one is obviously the publisher to receive the 
original copy. Step two, to set it in type and pull a 
proof. Step three, the proof would be read by a staff 


proofreader. Step four, the people responsible for 
preparing the original document would be sent a 
proof for their viewing and careful reading. Step 
five, the corrected reports would be returned to the 
printer where the corrected reports would be re¬ 
turned to the printer where the corrections would 
be made. Step six, a corrected proof would be pulled 
and read by the staff proofreader. Step seven, a 
corrected proof would be delivered to those respon¬ 
sible for drawing up the document and the now. 
hopefully, letter perfect document would find its 
way to the press for printing. 

1 

HOBBS WARNED ME that the procedure 1 
have just spelled out would be followed only if 
everything went without the slightest hitch. If. for 
example, the corrected proof still showed an error it 
would be back to the printer, the staff proofreader, 
Ihe client's proofreader and so round the horn until 
the legal people were satisfied that all was well. 

How long would all that take? 

There was a long pause. "You would have to 
give us as long a lead time as possible," he finally 
answered. “You are talking about a very complicat¬ 
ed legal document which just has to be perfect when 
it comes off the press or it could lead to all 
sorts of difficulties later. 

“As an absolute minimum we would have to ask 
for at least a week.’’ 

The Queen's Printer had a three, maybe four, 
day challenge. 

1 asked Hobbs if there would be anything 
unusual in commission staff working on the docu¬ 
ments between the 16th of June and the 20th. "It 
would be strange if they didn't." he answered. 
“Proofs would be going back and forth, there would 
be type changes. I think they would be working on it 
right up to the time the final copy went on the 
press." 

THAT LEAVES two relatively minor ques¬ 
tions. 

Why did Eckardt sign the report on June 17 three 
days before he delivered it? Simple. His letter of 
transmittal had to be printed and proof read along 
with the rest of material. It is part of the report. 

Why weren’t the maps printed until June 20 
when the rest of the ma'terial was over at the 
printers four days earlier? Again, simple. The maps 
had already been checked for accuracy against the 
original legal descriptions. They had been prepared 
and approved for printing and just sat waiting for 
the final type proofs to come back. They were the 
last item to go on the press. 

Was the original copy delivered to the Queen s 
Printer on June 16? Yes. Was the commission staff 
still working on the document as late as June 19? 
Yes. Were changes made to the legal documents 
during that June weekend? Unless we had the 
genuine miracle of perfect copy first time off the 
machines, yes. Could the maps, any one nr all, have 
been changed during that same period? No. Was 
there any mystery? No. 

So what emerges from the week long search for 
a target never found? Only the incredible picture of 
the government, with all its muscle, being unable to 
defuse a media-created situation. Fumbling, hesi¬ 
tant, indecisive, on the defence when it should have 
been on the attack with a clear cut explanation as to 
how the process works. 

Another dismal showing, and a little scary.

Gas exports vital to Canada 


BOND WEEK: Deterioration 


By GARRY FAIRBAIRN 

CALGARY (CP) — Can¬ 
ada’s economic health and 
energy security depend on 
large new exports of natural 
gas to the United States, a 
spokesman for one of Can¬ 
ada's most successful ex¬ 
piration companies said 
this week. 

Jim Gray, vice-president 
of Canadian Hunter Ex¬ 
ploration Ltd. of Calgary, 
said huge gas resources, 
worth many billions of dol¬ 
lars in export markets, are 
ready to be developed. 

But to develop those re¬ 
sources, the petroleum in¬ 
dustry needs assurances it 
can sell the gas beyond the 
small Canadian market, 
Gray said in a speech pre¬ 
pared for the closing day of a 
national urban development 
conference. 

“We consume 1.6 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas a 
year in Canada and have 
hundreds of trillions of cubic 
feet of resources — potential 
reserves — of natural gas,” 
Gray said. 

Canadian Hunter became 
an overnight legend in the 
industry several years ago 
when the small Canadian- 
owned company discovered 
the huge Deep Basin gas- 
fields by re-examining old 
data. 

Drilling to date in just the 
Elmworth field within the 
area has proved that about 
1.4 trillion cubic metres (50 
trillion cubic feet) can be 
extracted from that field at 
today’s prices and technol¬ 
ogy, Gray said. The amount 
would triple with doubled 
prices. 

“I’m telling you flatly and 
frankly that this field is gi¬ 
gantic. Drilling indicates the 
field has the potential to pro¬ 
duce 6 billion cubic feet a 
day by 1985.” 

That production from just 
one field would provide the 
energy equivalent of seven 
latjge oil-sands plants." 

Wth,the U.S. market 
avauffle instead of being 
barred by Canadian regula¬ 
tory authorites, he said, the 
industry would spend the 
$13.2 billion necessary to 
reach by 1985 daily produc¬ 
tion of 170 million cubic 


metres (6 billion cubic 
feet). 

Emphasising that the 
Elmworth field is just one 
developing major gas re¬ 
source among several, Gray 
said there is no way the Ca¬ 
nadian market can absorb 
such supplies. 

Reserving such gas for 
long-term Canadian needs 
would cripple the combined 
oil-gas exploration program 
in Canada, he said. 

But in the U.S., where oil- 
import bills are running at 


$12 million an hour, pres¬ 
sures are building for a 
switch to natural gas. 

By 1990, U.S. demand 
could be 800 million cubic 
metres (28 billion cubic feet) 
above current demand of 1.5 
billion cubic, metres, he 
said. 

Already, four per cent of 
U.S. gas needs are met 
through imports, totalling 
about 62 million eubic 
metres a day (2.2 billion 
cubic feet). 

“There is no foreign 


source of energy actually or 
potentially available to the 
United States that is as at¬ 
tractive as energy from Can¬ 
ada,” Gray said. 

So closely are the two 
economies intertwined that 
U.S. energy-supply prob 
lems would have serious re¬ 
percussions on the Canadian 
economy, he said. 

Another consideration on 
exports, he said, is that the 
large U.S.-owned companies 
in Canada are the ones best 
able to ride out periods when 


there are no allowable mar¬ 
kets for gas. 

The Canadian companies, 
he said, can thrive and ex¬ 
pand in competition with 
U.S. subsidiaries “but most 
of us cannot survive capped 
wells and locked-in reve- 


TORONTO (CP) — The Canadian bond 
market deteriorated in active trading, 
as the price of gold and other precious 
metals rose sharply this week. Dealers 
said trading was largely professional with 
participants withholding accounts as they 
awaited news due Friday about the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada issue. It was worth $1.6 
billion. 

The short end of the market fell about 
one-half point. Mid-, long-term and provin¬ 
cial issues fell about two points. Corpo¬ 
rates were off about 1!A points. 

Day-to-day money was available at eight 


per cent. Three-month^N?hsury bills trad¬ 
ed at an average of 13.51 per cent, down 
from 13.59 per cent last week , and six- 
month bills at 13.47 per cent, down from 
13.58 per cent. A special one-year bill was 
traded at 12.93 per cent. 

The Canadian and U.S. markets contin¬ 
ued to be overshadowed by the events 
in Afghanistan and Iran. 

The market also softened as a result of 
U.S. weekly money figures, which were 
reported to be down $700-million, which 
was much less than expected

MONTREAL (CP) — From Indonesia to Zambia, from 
Algeria to Brazil, Canadians have been working on the 
railways. 

Wherever new railways are being built or old rail¬ 
ways rebuilt — or where existing railways are running 
into operating problems — there's a chance you’ll see 
Canadian consultants at work sharing their experience and 
their technical skills. 

One of the bigger Canadian-assisted projects is re¬ 
construction of a 106-kilometre line to speed banana 
shipments on the Coasta Rican railways in Central America. 
Canadian Pacific Consulting Services, a subsidiary of Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Ltd. of Montreal, holds a two-year contract to 
supervise the $16-million job. 

“CANADIAN RAILWAYS are highly regarded, and the 
name Canadian Pacific is known around the world," vice- 
president Glen Fisher said in a recent interview. 

The Costa Rican job involves laying new ballast, ties and 
track, as well as building a new 130-metre bridge across the 
Chirripo River. About $1 million in steel rail from the Sysco 
steel mill in Sydney, N.S., is going into tl\e project, and 
part of the financing is assured by the federal govern¬ 
ment’s Export Development Corp. 

Meanwhile, Canac Consultants Ltd., a Canadian Na¬ 
tional subsidiary, is about to sign a big contract for design 
and construction of a new railway to haul iron ore In 
northeastern Brazil- 

“We have a very large proven expertise," president 
Victor Cox said. “CN has probably built and designed 
more railways than any other railway company in the free 

world." 

CN AND CP EMPIAIYEES have brought North Ameri¬ 
can technology to railways on every continent. 

Sometimes their work involves overseeing all aspects of 
design and construction. Sometimes Canadians are sent to 
help administer railways and train local people in railway 
management, as in Canac's contract with Zambia Rail¬ 
ways in East Africa. And sometimes it’s just a case of 
serving as agent In equipment purchases. 

Cox said the North American angle is an important 
selling point. 

"After all, it was North Americans who walked on 
th'e moon. Internationally, CN has acquired a reputa¬ 
tion for the latest technology and a business-like way of 
operating. The fact that we run our railways at a profit 
here in Canada, despite the vagaries of our cold winters 
and so on, makes a terrific Impact." 

Canadian Pacific carried out more than $1 million in 
consulting work last year and Canac about $3 million. 

"Last year was one of the quieter years because we 


were focussing a lot of attention on the Venezuelan pro¬ 
ject,” Cox said. 

THAT VENEZUELAN PROJECT Involves building a new 
700-kilometre line, but a change of government In Venezuela 
has stalled it. 

Both Cox and Fisher said their main competition for 
contracts comes from the consulting arms of the French, 
German and British railways. American railways aren’t 
heavily Involved in international consulting work. 

Canadian Pacific has a good chance of winning a 
contract to build an Iron ore railway in Algeria, Fisher 
said Europeans were discouraged from bidding because 
they have less experience in hauling bulk commodities over 
long distances. 

Something else Canadian consultants have going for 
them is a reputation for setting specifications that don’t 
tie purchasers to Canadian-built equipment. But Cana¬ 
dian manufacturers often get the orders anyway be¬ 
cause they’re competitive. 

"Canada is very competitive in locomotives, some¬ 
what competitive in railway cars, and very competitive 
in telecommunications equipment," Fisher said. 

The number of Consultants working overseas varies 
from month to month, but most arc drawn from among 
regular employees of Canada’s two big railways. 

"It Is a constant source of amazement to us that a guy 
from the Prairies, maybe 50 years old, who’s never been 
overseas before, can go overseas for a long period and have a 
tremendously rewarding experience," Fisher said. 

"THEY SEEM ABLE to adjust without too much troubled) 
Bangladesh or Indonesia or wherever we happen to send 
them, but if anybody has a difficult time and has to 
come back, we arrange it. They are permanent CP em¬ 
ployees, and there are no hard feelings." 

Some employees return with funny stories about how 
the railways are operated In certain countries. For in¬ 
stance, CP Consulting Services had a contract to pro¬ 
vide management assistance to the Indonesian railways, 
helping them set rates and operate more efficiently. 

The railways there were generally well run before, 
Fisher said, but one of the things ihe CP consultants 
found was that freight trains ran even If they didn’t have 
any freight to carry, simply because they were on the 
timetable. And on a line which had been destroyed by 
an earthquake, crossing guards were still being paid 
to operate the crossing gates even though no trains ever 
passed. 

“But we have to be careful not to criticize the Indone¬ 
sians when we have similar problems here. In Alberta, 
for instance, there Is a four-lane highway paved over the 
rails of an unused line, and we still don’t have permis¬ 
sion to abandon the line officially.”

per cent, after tumbling to 
profit-takers Friday. The 
golds index reached 3061.97, 
the 11th consecutive weekly 
advance, and the metals and 
minerals index closed at 
■ 2071.15, an advance for the 
10th straight week. 

Th^ management com¬ 
panies stock group leaped 
148.76 points on the week to a 
record 2136.03. 

At Montreal, the compo¬ 
site index reached 350.27, up 
9.22 points or 2.70 per cent, 
and the industrial index 
climbed 9.63 points or 3.09 
per cent to 329.69. 

The Vancouver market, 
which lacks a composite 
index, saw prices rise in 
heavy trading every day ex¬ 
cept Tuesday, when prices 
were mixed. 

Paul Roberts, a mineral 
economist with Merrill 
Lynch Royal Securities Ltd. 
of Toronto, said the surge in 
gold mining stocks is “typi¬ 
cal cyclical behavior — 
there’s nothing particularly 
profound about it.” 

He said the stocks are gen¬ 
erally laggards which sel¬ 
dom perform well until late 
in a bull market. 

Roberts said copper prices 
in the post-war era have 
usually peaked in late Feb¬ 
ruary.

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Hog fuel could be Island energy key 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Hog fuel could be a 
vital source of energy in British Columbia 
where industry is struggling to trim its use 
of costly conventional supplies. 

A hodge-podge of sawdust, wood chips, 
shavings, bark and broken boards, hog fuel 
is derived from the waste of a lumber or 
chip mill. The machine used to mash it into 
fist-sized pieces is known as a hammer 
hog, hence the name hog fuel. 

A number of economists and forest in¬ 
dustry engineers maintain it could make 
Vancouver Island’s power-hungry pulp 
mills self-sufficient in energy. 

However, the fuel has unique problems 
and economists and engineers agree it 
will not be used widely as long as electric¬ 
ity continues to be cheap and readily 


available in the province. B.C. Hydro, 
which currently sells about 214 billion kilo¬ 
watt hours a year to the mills, Is forecast¬ 
ing sales will climb even higher. 

Industry simply isn't yet willing to invest 
big bucks to install the costly equipment 
needed to fully utilize forest wastes. And, 
engineering problems also exist in adapt¬ 
ing hog fuel to replace high grade fuel like 
oil. 


Its weaknesses aside, University of B.C. 
economists John Helliwell and Alan Cok 
estimate that Vancouver Island mills could 
generate an additional 180 megawatts 
from hog fuel. 

One factor that could make hog fuel an 
attractive energy source in future is the 
fact that Vancouver Island faces the possi¬ 


bility of serious power shortages In the 
1980s. 

Both hog fuel and slash, which consists 
of branches and foliage left in the forest, 
can be burned to produce heat for drying 
and chemical processing or to fire boilers 
to produce electricity. 

A recent study for the Canadian Forest 
Service says slash could produce another 
210 megawatts at a price cheaper than 
Hydro can ship power to the Island. At that 
level, the mills would be producing more 
energy than they could use themselves 
and could feed excess electricity back into 
Hydro’s lines.^ 

But to squeeze the most electricity out of 
a ton of hog, it is necessary to install high 
pressure boilers - something few mills 


have been willing to do. Most already have 
low pressure equipment and replacing it 
would be costly. 

However, some companies are taking 
the plunge. The last three boilers installed 
at MacMillan Bloedel’s huge Port Alberni 
mill are operating at low pressure but can 
be upgraded to high pressure. Crown Zel- 
lerbach is installing co-generating equip¬ 
ment at its Elk Falls mill in Campbell 
River. 

Transportation of the bulky fuel presents 
another problem. Already-planned expan¬ 
sions will use up much of the Island’s 
existing surplus of hog, making it neces- 
saTy to ship it in from other areas such as 
tflir central coast. That only adds to the 
cost.

EDMONTON (UPC) - 
Western Canada must act 
soon to dispose of dangerous 
chemical wastes, the presi- 
denfof a waste disposal com¬ 
pany warned recently. 

“We’ve almost reached a 
critical situation." Gerry 
Gerke, of Kinetics Contami¬ 
nants Ltd., said in an inter¬ 
view. "Arc we going to be 
looking at landfill problems 
like they have in the United 
States?" 

lie said his company has 
stored between 200.000 and 
100,000 pounds of the cancer- 
causing chemical polych¬ 
lorinated biphenyl (PCBs) 
awaiting disposal. 

Gerke said PCBs have tra¬ 
ditionally been shipped to 
the United States for dispos¬ 
al, but growing sensitivity to 
dangerous chemicals had 
made that route difficult. 

Kinetics Contaminants is 
proposing to huild a disposal 
plant at Two Hills. Alta., 110 
kilometers northeast of Ed¬ 
monton. 

The company was re¬ 
buffed in 1979 when it tried to 
have the plant built at Fort 
Saskatchewan, 20 kilome¬ 
ters northeast of Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Fort Saskatchewan resi¬ 
dent Dr. Geoff Marsh, who 
organized opposition to the 
proposal, said the town was 
already ringed by 
petro chemical plants and 
simply wasn’t willing to run 
further environmental 
risks. 

“Anyone could tell from 
the mood of the crowd that 
the issue was too hot of a 
political question for anyone 
to handle here.” he said. 

More than 3.000 of the 
town's 10,000 people signed a 
petition opposing the plant. 

Gerke, calling for govern¬ 
ment action, said the Alberta 
government released a study 
in 1972 w hich concluded that 
a disposal plant was urgently 
needed. 

“But nothing has been 
done since then, and if and 
when we get started, it'll 
take two years to gel roll¬ 
ing," he said. 

Kinetics officials met pri¬ 
vately in mid-December 
with Two Hills businessmen 
and other uommunity repre¬ 
sentatives. 

“We're still in the talking 
stages right now. The area 
needs some industry and we 
have their approval. Now, 
we’vp just got to convince 
the rest of the community,” 
Gerke said. 

The Two Hills chamber 
has endorsed the Kinetics 
proposal and is organizing a 
public meeting for Jan. 15 or 
Hi at which Kinetic officials 
will outline their plans. 

Steve Shybunka. the 
chamber’s past president, 
said he favored the move, 
which would create 139 jobs, 
lie said Kinetics would "be 
getting rid of contaminants, 
not creating pollution.” 

The Kinetics plant would 
dispose of about 31.000 tons 
of waste a year, including 
solvents, waste oils, acids 
and pathological wastes. 


Gulf buying 
Iraqi crude 


TORONTO (CP) — Gulf 
Canada Ltd. said Friday it 
has contracted with Iraq's 
national oil company for the 
supply of 25,000 barrels of 
crude oil daily beginning 
Feb. 1. 

Gulf said it believes the 
agreement is the first be¬ 
tween a Canadian oil com¬ 
pany and a Middle East pro 
ducer. 

Gulf said the crude is des¬ 
tined for the company's re¬ 
finery in Point Tupper, N.S., 
and the first shipment should 
arrive in late March. 

The company has been at- 
tempttingto replace imports 
of Iranian crude which have 
been cut off.

LONDON (AP) — Decca, 
the British music and elec¬ 
tronics company, announced 
Friday the sale of much of its 
record and music publishing 
business to Polygram, the 
German-Dutch conglomer¬ 
ate. 

Decca also said it was con¬ 
sidering a multi-million-dol- 
lar takeover bid from Racal 
Electronics, a British firm. 
The Polygram sale is effec¬ 
tive from Dec. 31, 1979, the 
announcement said. 

It brings the Decca and 
London record labels into the 
Polygram stable, which al¬ 
ready Includes Deutsche 
Grammophone, Philips, 
Mercury and Polydor. 

Famous Decca artists in¬ 
clude Joan Sutherland and 
Luciano Pavarotti. 

Polygram is an entertain¬ 
ments conglomerate jointly 
owned by Siemens of West 
Germany and Philips of the 
Netherlands. 

Decca said the complicat¬ 
ed Polygram deal involves a 
cash payment next month of 
9.5 million pounds, or about 
$21.7 million (U.S.), with a 
final price to be agreed later 
depending on interim profits 
and the valuation of assets. 

Decca retains certain 
music publishing and rec¬ 
ording rights. 

Racal’s takeover bid is for 
Decca’s radar and electron¬ 
ics business. 

Decca Chairman Sir Ed¬ 
ward Lewis said the firm lost 
nearly 2 million pounds, or 
about $4.5 million (U.S.), in 
the first half of this financial 
year and faces heavy losses 
in the second half.

The 
future seemed to lie with 
diamonds, so declarer led 
the diamond jack, covered 
by the queen, king and ace. 
East returned a heart which 
declarer finessed and anoth¬ 
er heart lead cleared the 
suit, East discarding a 
spade 

Declarer was Marion 
Weed of Lake Kiowa, Texas, 
and a simple path was clear. 
If she could finesse success¬ 
fully against a possible dia¬ 
mond nine with East, she 
would have had more than 
enough tricks for the game. 
On the other hand, if the dia¬ 
mond finesse lost. West 
would have more than 
enough heart tricks to make 
life painful. 

Here's how Marion solved 
her problems: 

After taking the heart 
ace. Marion led a spade to 
dummy's queen - had the 
finesse lost. Marion could 
still fall bark on the 
diamonds. Next, the dia¬ 
mond eight was led from 
dummy and. when East fol¬ 
lowed casually, Marion 
played her 10 and the dia¬ 
mond nine failed to drop. At 
this point. Marion felt sure 
that the high diamond was 
in West's hand.

William Douglas dies at 80 


EATON'S 




WASHINGTON (AP) — 
William Douglas, who dur¬ 
ing a record 36 years as a 
U S. Supreme Court justice 
maintained as his goal tak¬ 
ing "the government off the 
backs of the people,” died 
Saturday. He was 81. 

Douglas, who retired from 
the country’s highest court 
in 1975 following a paralys¬ 
ing stroke, entered hospital 
Christmas Eve with serious 
lung and kidney ailments. 

The outspoken and indi¬ 
vidualistic Douglas consis¬ 
tently championed the rights 
of all to speak their minds. 
He was praised as a legal 
giant and attacked as a dan¬ 
gerous radical. 

His personal life also 
aroused controversy. Hewas 
married four times. He 
spoke out on issues—par¬ 
ticularly the environment— 
rather than retreating be¬ 
hind the solemnity of the 
court. There were three 
separate attempt to impeach 
him. 

President Carter ordered 
flags at federal institutions 
to fly at half-mast in honor of 
Douglas, saying of the for¬ 
mer justice: "Individual 
freedom in this country had 
no mightier champion." 

Appointed by President 
Eranklin D. Roosevelt in 
1939. Douglas had by the 
time of his retirement 
served with more than a 
third of the 99 other justices 
who ever sat on the Supreme 
Court. 

For much of his career, he 
was an articulate and pro¬ 
lific dissenter as his views 
often differed from those of 
his more conservative 
peers. 

But in the 1960s. Douglas 
became a spiritual leader of 
the court’s then liberal ma¬ 
jority—and the rights of the 
individual often won over the 
concerns of government or 
big business. 

"The purpose of the Con¬ 
stitution and the Bill of 
Rights, unlike more recent 
models promoting a welfare 
state, was to take the govern¬ 
ment off the backs of the 
people," Douglas wrote. 

in his court career, Doug- 
»l&s wrote 532 dissents, 181 
during his last four years on 
the bench, when more con¬ 
servative judges had again 
been appointed to the court. 

He was the author of 21 
books, but saved his most 
fervent writing for court 
opinions on freedom of ex¬ 
pression, the right of privacy 
and the environment.

in 1923 to Mildred Riddle, a 
Latin teacher in Yakima. 
They had a son and a daugh¬ 
ter. That marriage ended in 
divorce in 1953, and was fol¬ 
lowed by marriages of 17 
months and three years. 


In 1966, the then 67-year- 
old Douglas married Cath- 
leen Curran Heffcrnan, 23, 
of Portland, Ore. A cocktail 
waitress when they met, she 
went on to become a success¬ 
ful Washington lawyer. 


Douglas's fourth marriage 
set off calls for an investiga¬ 
tion of his character and for 
his impeachment. There had 
also been an impeachment 
attempt in 1953, and Gerald 
Ford, then Republican lead¬ 
er of the House of Repre¬ 
sentative, pushed unsuc¬ 
cessfully for Douglas’ 
removal in 1970. 


Douglas 

.outspoken critic 


“A censor can always find 
what he’s looking for,” 
Douglas once wrote. In an¬ 
other opinion, he said: “The 
First Amendment (of the 
Constitution) says, ’Con¬ 
gress shall pass no law- 
abridging freedom of speech 
or press.’ I take it to mean 
what it says.’’ 

A court official said funer¬ 
al services for Douglas 
would be held Wednesday in 
the National Presbyterian 
Church here. Douglas will be 
buried in Arlington National 
Cemetery, close to the grave 
of another Supreme Court 
justice, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 

Born in Minnesota in 1898, 
Douglas grew up in Yakima, 
Wash., where he overcame 
the vestiges of childhood 
polio by hiking in the Cas¬ 
cade Mountains. He taught 
school in Yakima after gra¬ 
duating from Whitman Col¬ 
lege in Walla Walla. He then 
studied law at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, practised in New 
York City and taught law at 
Columbia and Yale. 

In 1934, he became a law¬ 
yer for the U.S. Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
in Washington, and later was 
SEC chairman. 

In 1944 and 1948. Douglas 
was considered as a vice- 
presidential nominee. He re¬ 
sisted efforts to run him as a 
Democratic candidate for 
president in 1952.

Rhinos scarce in this region 

Last chance to file for official party status 


When is a federal election returning officer like an 
African big game hunter? 

While he’s waiting for a rhinoceros to appear. 

However, local returning officers Saturday were more 
interested in meeting the two-legged political variety 
of Rhinoceros than the massive four-legged kind. 

Returning officer for Esquimalt-Saanich Malcolm 
Anderson didn’t hold much hope that any candidates 
from the Quebec-based zany Rhinoceros Party would file 
nomination papers in the Victoria area ridings. 

Rhinos, according to Anderson, are particularly scarce 
on southern Vancouver Island. 

The reason the Rhinoceros Party and any other obscure 
political party candidates had to file by midnight Sat¬ 
urday was to ensure recognition as an official party, 
donations to which are tax deductible. Anderson adds that 
at least 50 candidates must be found to qualify for that 
official party status. 

Candidates from the established — and, dare we say, 
less interesting? parties — have until Jan. 28 to file nomina¬ 
tion papers. Independent candidates face the same dead¬ 
line. / , 

WE’VE A NEW ONE for your parliamentary rules of 
order, developed especially to fit the occasion by the 
Greater Victoria school board. 

The board wrote the education ministry last month 
protesting the decision to increase the basic education 
levy, thus shifting more of the tax burden to local tax¬ 
payers, and got a letter back from Finance Minister Hugh 
Curtis observing that the basic mill rate is only one 
part of the eventual charge against taxpayers.

Explosive growth in com¬ 
munity college enrolment 
means the colleges will re¬ 
ceive high priority from 
B.C.’s new education minis¬ 
ter, Oak Bay MLA Brian 
Smith. 

In an interview with the 
Colonist, Smith said the de¬ 
mand at the college level 
is extremely high, with some 
enrolments up 15 per cent 
this year. 

“Ninety-five per cent of 
the students who attend the 
B.C. Institute of Technology 
have jobs before they gradu¬ 
ate. We could probably dou¬ 
ble the number going there, 
and they would have jobs.” 

The growth at the commu¬ 
nity college level is not just 
the result of the “bulge" of 
students moving through the 
system, Smith believes. Re¬ 
cent economic development 
ministry population esti¬ 
mates show that the 15-19 
age group peaked in 1979, 
promising a steady supply of 
students for the colleges for 
a few years at least. 

But demand is high for 
courses such as English as a 
second language, improved 
job skills, and adult educa¬ 
tion upgrading. 

"We have a lot of people 
coming back to school. Em¬ 
ployers are crying for people 
with special training. I don’t 
see that need being a bulge 
or a flash in the pan.” 

Smith has visited BCIT 
and Vancouver Community 
College and will shortly be 
visiting other community 
colleges, such as Douglas 
College, with campuses in 
the Vancouver suburbs; Ma- 
laspina and North Island 
Colleges on the Island, and 
interior colleges in Prince 
George, Cranbrook and 
Kamloops. 

“I’m starting with 
post-secondaries since I sec 
them as my primary chal¬ 
lenge. The education depart¬ 
ment from kindergarten to 
Grade 12 is in good shape” 
he said, crediting former 
education minister Dr. Pal 
McGeer, now minister of un 
iversities, science and com¬ 
munications, with good work 
in that area. 

While he has no specific 
criticisms, Smith does not 
believe that everything is 
fine in the public schools, in 
spite of his predecessor’s 
. work. 

A major overhaul of the 
Public Schools Act is under¬ 
way, but will not be ready for 
the next session of the legis¬ 
lature, he said. Before he 
charges off to make major 


which major public concerns 
about education will be 
heard, he said. 

One of the directions set by 
McGeer was major assess¬ 
ments of educational 
achievement in specific sub¬ 
ject areas, which many ob¬ 
servers viewed as the pre¬ 
lude to the re-establishment 
of provincial exams. 

“I haven’t made up my 
mind on provincial examina¬ 
tions," Smith said. “I don’t 
have a firm view on that one 
way or the other.” 

If Smith follows his in¬ 
stincts, school trustees can 
anticipate a raise in pay, 
which is currently limited to 
$2,000 a year. 

“I think the stipend is too 
niggardly for the hours that 
trustees put in. They must 
wonder when they see their 
municipal colleagues mak¬ 
ing a lot more. The amount 
should be reviewed.” 

Smith stepped into his 
portfolio in the middle of 
teacher salary arbitration, 


which has been condemned 
by some school trustees as 
not giving them enough lev¬ 
erage to control settlements, 
although teachers appear to 
be generally happy with it. 

Smith, a lawyer who has 
participated on some salary 
arbitration boards, is pot 
overly enthusiastic about the 
present process, but said ho 
can’t think of a better way to 
do it. 

On the plus side is the fixed 
time frame within which set¬ 
tlements must be bargained 
or arbitrated, insuring that 
schools will not close be¬ 
cause teachers are on 
strike. 

On the minus side is the 
waiting game as boards and 
teachers delay meaningful 
negotiations until they see 
the pattern of settlement 
across the province. 

“Some of the pre-arbitra¬ 
tion proceedings can get 
ritualistic, with one side or 
the other not attempting to 
bargain a settlement.” •

POWs pressing claims 
for German payments 


The Australian and New Zealand govern 
ments will take action on behalf of ser¬ 
vicemen who were in German concentra¬ 
tion camps during the Second World War. 

Norman Rubenstein, president of the 
B.C. chapter of the National Prisoners of 
War Association, European Theatre, said 
Friday that he had received 'word of this 
development from an Australian man liv¬ 
ing in England. Alex McClelland. 

McClelland was in Terczien concentra¬ 
tion camp with Rubenstein in Czecho¬ 
slovakia. 

Rubenstein said the governments would 
seek compensation for the men from 
the German government. 

Last August, the Australian ombudsman 


recommended that the Australian and New 
Zealand governments negotiate with the 
German government for compensation 

Both Rubenstein and the late Aircy 
Neave, the British MP who was assassin¬ 
ated last March, had applied pressure to 
have the men compensated. 

Rubenstein said he would provide the 
names of 11 Australian and New Zealand 
servicemen who were in Buchenwald dur¬ 
ing the war. He obtained the names from 
a former inmate who had kept a record of 
allied prisoners in the camp and minutes of 
secret meetings. 

Rubenstein said POWs who had been in 
concentration camps in the war could con¬ 
tact him in Victoria.

“I can think of all sorts of 
places where I lost two-hun¬ 
dredths of a second." Read 
said. “In the Minschkante. 
which I got perfectly yester¬ 
day and did well in training, I ' 
was a little bit off on the 
pre-jump and really flew. I 
was way up in the air and 
really had to get on the turn 
after that. Where I think I 
lost it was at the end here 
where I made all my time 
yesterday. I came in better 
to the first turn but in the 
second turn 1 wasn’t on it as 
much as I was yesterday. . 
That’s where the two-hun¬ 
dredths went." 

On Friday, Read was the 
best on the last 21 seconds of 
the 4,260-mclre long course 
by four-tenths of a second. 
Saturday he was only 
twenty-six one-hundredths 
of a second faster. 

At the first intermediate 
Podborski stood 2nd, 
Mueller 6th, and Read 11th.- 
At the second interval 
Mueller had advanced to 
first place, Podborski re¬ 
mained 2nd, and Read was 
5th. 

“I made a mistake at a 
bump on the upper section 
and nearly fell, and I did not 
take the final “S" bend well 
as I did yesterday," Read 
said. 

"I missed a good chance to 
win today, and I will have to 
win at Chamonix next week 
and Peter will have to finish 
lower than third if I am to 
realize my dream of being 
the first North American to 
win the World Cup downhill 
title." 

Podborski’s third was his 
best result of the season. 

Despite excellent training 
times since the beginning of 
the season Podborski had 
trouble making it to the fin¬ 
ish on race day. At Val 
D'lsere, Pra Loup, and Kitz- 
buehel, he recorded the fas¬ 
test first intermediate times 
before falling. 

His last fall resulted in a 
bruised ankle and back and 
this hampered his perfor¬ 
mances in training for Satur¬ 
day’s race. 

Other Canadian results 
had Dave Murray of Abbots¬ 
ford, finishing 19 th in 2:33.56. 
Robin McLeish of Kanata, 
Ont., was 42nd in 2:38.59 
while Mike Irwin of Calgary 
missed a gate and was eli¬ 
minated.

Olympic chefs 
whipping up 
miracle effort 

MONTREAL (CP) — A lemon is just a lemon 
and a leek you can gel anywhere, but Canadian 
liddloheuds and wild rice will go with the chefs on 
the plane to next fall's World Culinary Olympics. 

The four executive chefs selected for Team 
Canada emphasize that fine native ingredients will 
be a key factor in winning the favor of judges and 
the public at Frankfurt, West Germany next Octo¬ 
ber. 

f~. "Our salmon is fantastic," says team member 
Jean Saliou of Castcl de I’Estrie in Granby, Quo. 
Saiiou is a veteran of the 1976 Olympics, when 
Caagda placed second, behind the Swiss and ahead 
of France and the United States. 

"Canadian beef is what they want over there, so 
it s good business for Canada if we offer it,” says 
fellow team member Fred Zimmerman, executive 
chef of Western International Hotels and the Cal¬ 
gary Inn. 

"And our lobster is number one in the world." 
chimes in Hans-Ulrich Herzig of Toronto's Prince 
Hotel, a third team chef. 

■ The four team members recently held a top-se¬ 
cret cook-in at Hotel La Sapiniere. a Laurentian 
resort north of Montreal where team captain Marcel 
Kretz is executive chef. 

It was the first time the team had worked to¬ 
gether. Security was so tight that even hotel guests 
were unaware of the extensive planning and recipe- 
testing going on behind the kitchen doors. 

They will gel together again in May, at the 
annual convention of the Canadian Federation of 
Chefs de Cuisine in Saskatoon. If budget permits, 
they will have a third rehearsal before the moments 
of truth begin Oct. 26. 

Canada's success in the last Olympics was con¬ 
sidered something of a culinary miracle, since 
Wavy funding of European and U.S. teams permits 
many more practice sessions. 

The Canadian chefs—selected in regional com¬ 
petitions—report some qualms on two other mat¬ 
ters: Tougher judging standards and a new style 
of cuisine stressing fine ingredients, served sim¬ 
ply- 

"What was very good last time is going to be 
classed as only fair this time," says Herzig. 

Saliou, however, is optimistic. "We should do 
very well. We go with new assurance."

She has since turned into 
an international sleuth, 
travelling to the United 
States and Europe for her 
research, and has succeeded 
in authenticating most of the 
McGill window works as 
genuine Renaissance pieces, 
as well as getting her mas¬ 
ter’s degree in the process. 

Thirty-nine miniature 
scenes, including religious 
themes, illustrations of par¬ 
ables, and pictures of ordi¬ 
nary maidens and men, dat¬ 
ing from the 16th and 17th 
centuries, make up the col¬ 
lection. 

The 16 windows which In¬ 
corporated them were locat¬ 
ed in the dining room and on 
the main staircase of an im¬ 
pressive three-storey Ba¬ 
roque-style mansion, built 
high on the side of Mount 
Royal in 1901 by Charles 
Hosmer, founder of Ogilvie 
Mills Ltd. 

"This is one of the biggest, 
most ornate houses in Mon¬ 
treal,” said architecture 
professor Bruce Anderson, 
chairman of the university’s 
senate committee on the vi¬ 
sual arts. 

“It was the time of the 
super-rich. People were in¬ 
terested in art and in fur¬ 
nishing their houses with as 
much style as possible." 

The building was bought 
by McGill in 1969 and today 
houses the school of occupa¬ 
tional and physical therapy, 
but until Mrs. Isler came 
along no one realized what a 
rare treasure it contained. 

After visiting New York 
City’s Metropolitan Museum 
of Art and Europe, where 
windows dating from the 
same period and glass- 
makers’ workshop records 
could be found, Mrs. Isler 
traced the painted glass to 
Flemish, Dutch, French and 
Swiss sources. 

"It is very unusual to find 
them in Canada, let alone in 
a residential building, still 
preserved in this particular 
setting which was the fash¬ 
ion at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury," she said, adding that 
in Europe today, similar 
pieces are found primarily In 
public buildings and mu¬ 
seums, rather than in pri¬ 
vate homes. 

Anderson noted although 
similar painted glass can be 
found in museums in New 
York, Baltimore and Mon¬ 
treal. there is nothing quite 
like this collection. 

One work, dated 1691, il¬ 
lustrates the dying Jacob, 
sitting in bed, surrounded by 
his 12 sons. Another, in blue, 
green, yellow and orange, 
illustrates the three kings 
visiting Herod. Other

themes include Daniel in the 
lion’s den. Joseph explaining 
Pharaoh’s dreams and 
Tobias riding back to Ninive 
with his wife Sara and the 
archangel Raphael. 

Ranging in size from 15 
centimetres in diameter to 
about 20 by 30 centimetre 
octagonal, oval or rectangu¬ 
lar shapes, the painted 
scenes were placed singly or 
in groups of three to five in 
large, dear glass windows, 
trimmed with lead filigree. 

The leadwork in some of 
the windows is a simple geo¬ 
metric design, while others 
are done in the more ornate 
"art nouveau” style, with 
curved tulip shapes and fleur 


de lys, that was becoming 
popular at the turn of the 
century. 

Anderson speculated the 
miniatures were bought at 
an auction, perhaps in Eng¬ 
land, when the house was 
built, and incorporated into 
the windows, possibly in 
New York, where the art 
nouveau style was popular. 

He pointed out the minia¬ 
tures were not like church 
windows, with different 
pieces of colored glass lead¬ 
ed together, but the scenes 
were actually painted on the 
glass.

MONTREAL (CP) — 
"Doctor, my wife is sterile 
but we want a baby. 

"We’re ready to pay a 
woman to be fertilized, 
carry a child for nine months 
and then turn it over to 
us." 

Dr. Jacques Lorrain says 
he heard the request in the 
privacy of his office and, 
frankly, doesn't know what 
to think or how to react. 

Such transactions are 
known to have taken place in 
the United States, especially 
in California, but there have 
been none in Canada—none, 
at least, that the parties are 
willing to talk about. 

“My clients want to make 
a substantial payment to a 
woman who would be artifi¬ 
cially inseminated with the 
sperm of the husband and 
bear a child for them," ex¬ 
plained Lorrain, the gyne¬ 
cologist-obstetrician who 
heads the infertility clinic at 
Sacre-Coeur Hospital here. 

“I need help to figure all 
this out,” he admitted in a 
recent interview. "It’s the 
first time in may career 
that I’ve been confronted 
with this kind of request." 

Lorrain asked a number of 
women what they thought of 
the procedure. 

All the nurses he works 
. with said they disliked the 
thought of bearing a child for 
another couple. 

"I also mentioned it to 
three unwed mothers whose 
babies had been put up for 
adoption,” he said. “They 
all rejected the comparison, 
saying they hadn't become 
pregnant with a view to giv¬ 
ing up their children. 

“They said they didn’t 
have any choice and that the 
notion of money made the

has developed eight or 16 
cells, it is placed in the uter¬ 
us of the mother using a 
syringe equipped with a 
tube. 

In vitro fertilization is re¬ 
commended when a woman 
has lost her fallopian tubes. 
Some hereditary diseases 
can also be avoided by fertil¬ 
ization in the laboratory. 

“With the increase of ve¬ 
nereal diseases, some-of 
which irreparably damage 
the fallopian tubes, we ex¬ 
pect a growing demand for 
in vitro reproduction,” he 
says. 

He estimates that as many 
as 8,000 cases of Canadian 
couples who cannot have 
children could be solved by 
in vitro fertilization.

offer seem like selling 
human beings.” 

Lorrain continues to 
search for answers. 

“I have to say that I 
haven't yet heard enough 
psychologial arguments to 
make me accept my cli¬ 
ents’ request, which isn’t to 
say that I won’t ever do 
it . . . ” 

If resistance is strong to 
the idea of a female third- 
party taking money to bear a 
couple's child, there appear 
to be fewer objections to the 
procedure known to medi¬ 
cine as "in vitro” fertiliza¬ 
tion and to the public as test 
tube babies. 

By the end of this year, 
Lorrain predicts, there will 
be a “reproduction clinic” in 
the United States along the 
lines of the one that engi¬ 
neered the birth in England 
last year of Louise Brown, 
the world’s first test tube 
baby. 

He says he would not be 
surprised to see one open in 
Canada around the same 
time. 

The in vitro, or "inglass," 
method involves removing 
an ovum from the female 
and fertilizing it in the la¬ 
boratory with male sperm 
that has been specially col¬ 
lected and frozen. 

Fertilization must be 
synchronized with the 
woman’s hormonal develop¬ 
ment in order to avoid diffi¬ 
culties when the embryo is 
implanted. Once the embryo

Opinions on the vices and 
virtues of protective mounts 
for stamps have been batted 
about lately in the philatelic 
press, especially in Europe 
and Britain. 

In early 1978, Otto Hor- 
nung, writing in the British 
publication Stamp Maga¬ 
zine, reported on investiga¬ 
tions by the Swiss Post Of¬ 
fice which showed that 
protective mounts contain¬ 
ing softeners could discolor 
stamps, but that hard PVC 
strips or covers were safe. 
Soft PVC does not crackle 
when creased. The hard kind 
is not aspliant, and produces 
a white line when folded. 

Now, the German maga¬ 
zine Briefmarkenwelt has 
come out with the discovery 
that when fluorescent 
stamps are kept under cer¬ 
tain types of PVC foil, the 
foil accepts the fluores¬ 
cence. Much depends, of 
course, on the type of foil and 
the length of time the stamp 
has been kept under it. 

ExperimenLs by the Fed¬ 
eration of German Philate¬ 
lists revealed that when an 
affected stamp was placed 
under an ultraviolet lamp, 
the fluorescent bars or even 
the whole image of the 
stamp could be seen on the 
foil. The investigators found 
that all foil not free of sof¬ 
teners accepted the fluores¬ 
cence, and that even types of 
foil stated to be free of sof¬ 
teners showed the “offset”

effect more or less, depend¬ 
ing on the time the stamp 
had been under it. 

Besides the fluorescence 
migration, there has been an 
alarming report of a stamp 
(a Penny Black) disintegrat¬ 
ing when removed from stor¬ 
age under a plastic mount 
after 40 years, and a con¬ 
flicting report of a stamp 
that had been placed under a 
plastic mount in about 1938 
being unchanged when re¬ 
moved for the first lime last 
year. 

The subject is one of major 
interest in this Day of the 
Unhinged Mint, and it looks 
as though much research has 
yet to be done on the effect of 
chemicals in protective 
mounts of one kind and an¬ 
other. 

High humidity and heavy 
pressure have always been 
risks for stamps, but now 
there is this new storage fac¬ 
tor which should be watched 
closely. Most observers 
agree on one thing: any 
stamps now under protective 
covers should be taken out 
for an airing—given a 
chance to breath^every 
few months. It goes to show 
that the collector who made 
a habit of going through 
album pages for hours on 
end, admiring his treasures, 
lifting each stamp with the 
tongs, examining water¬ 
marks, checking color and 
condition, wasn't an archaic 
figure after all. He knew how 
to look after his stamps.

BOSTON (AP) — Cancer patients who have ice 
packs placed on their heads while undergoing chemo 
therapy can avoid hair loss, a common and distressing 
side effect of the treatment, researchers say. 

The researchers made ice packs out of plastic bags . 
and strapped them on to the patients' heads with 
turbans fashioned from bandages. 

So far, the researchers have successfully tested the 
method on patients who are receiving the type of cancer 
treatment that most often causes baldness. They say 
they believe it will also stop hair loss resulting from 
other common forms of chemotherapy. 


Your Good Health 


Dear Ur. Donohue: It is 

two-and a-half years since I 
had my radical mastectomy. 
My doctor says I’m OK, but 
how long will I need follow¬ 
up checkups? How frequent¬ 
ly? What kinds of tests will 
be needed? — N.W. 

It is difficult to answer 
specific questions about the 
kinds of tests or how long you 
will have to be followed or 
how frequent visits should 
be. These matters depend on 
the type of tumor you had 
that required the mastec¬ 
tomy (breast removal), also 
on the extent, if any, of its 
spread. I know your doctor 
will guide you well. He has 
helped you for more than two 
years. 

I should add a word here 
about a term frequently 
heard in discussions of can¬ 
cer and cures. It is "five- 
year survival rate.” It may 
be misunderstood and may 
bear on your questions.

A physician and two nurses in Arizona used the 
ice packs on 33 cancer patients who received doxoru 
biein, an antibiotic used to treat many malignancies, 
including cancer of the breast, lung, ovary, connec¬ 
tive tissue, lymph glands and blood. 

They found that 20 of the patients had good protec¬ 
tion against hair loss and all were helped to varying 
degrees. 

A report on their work, conducted at the University 
of Arizona College of Medicine and the Tucson Veter¬ 
ans Administration Medical Centre, is published in the 
New England Journal of Medicine. 

Doxorubicin, sometimes called adriamycin, fre¬ 
quently leaves patients with little or no hair. However, 
the hair grows back after drug treatment ends. 

"Most patients are really good about it and put up 
with it and wear wigs," Dr. Sydney Salmon, the physic¬ 
ian on the research teafn, said in an interview. “But 
there are patients who delay the start of treatment and 
actually refuse it because of the temporary threat of 
hair loss." 


There is nothing magical 
about the term “five-year 
survival.” It means, gen¬ 
erally speaking, that if there . 
has been no spread or 
changes for five years after 
treatment, the cancer can be 
said to have been cured 
But this does not mean that 
after treatment, either by 
surgery or medicine, ail fol¬ 
low-up testing can end after 
five years. If a pedestrian is 
hit by a car, then figed up by 
his doctors, he cannot then 
proceed to be careless in 
traffic on the theory that he 
cannot be hit again. In fact, 
he might be accident Drone. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I have 
dermatitis herpetiformis. 
For 16 years I have taken 
Diasone for it. Is there any¬ 
thing to worry about in tak¬ 
ing this medicine for so 
long? I have a blood count 
done regularly. — S.C., 
<RN) 

Dermatitis herpetiformis 
is a skin disease that causes 
recurring small, itchy blis¬ 
ters. It is usually a benign 
but annoying condition. You 
can’t predict how long it will 
persist, but, as you have 
found, it can linger for many 
years. 

The drug you are taking is 
sulfoxone. It has been quite 
effective in treating the 
problem. It is, in fact, in the 
same class with drugs used 
to treat leprosy. Sulfoxone is 
not sulfa, however, and der¬ 
matitis herpetiformis is 
NOT leprosy. I mention it to 
get to your question about 
the duration of its use. Such 
drugs are used for years in 
the treatment of leprosy. 

The major side effects, if 
any, are anemia and certain 
changes in the bone marrow, 
where the blood cells are 
made. That is why you are 
having regular blood tests. 
You should have no worry 
about side effects if you are 
faithful in having the tests. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 67 
and in good health, except 
that I ache all over and can't 
sleep. I' was told I have a 
higher level of protein than 
normal. Would this be relat¬ 
ed to my sleeplessness? — 
C.N. 

This is a tricky question. 
The two major blood pro¬ 
teins are albumin and globu¬ 
lin. An elevation of globulins 
(antibodies) can indicate an 
underlying illness. One of 
them is rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis. Another is a bone mar¬ 
row disorder, and a third is a 
symptomless condition 
called benign monoclonal 
gammopathy. 

But will elevated proteins 
by themselves cause aches 
or sleeplessness? No. Can it 
be associated with problems 
that might cause aching and 
sleeplessness? Yes. 

You would need further 
tests to see just which pro¬ 
teins are elevated and what 
that might mean. Otherwise, 
elevated protein level is a 
common and usually harm¬ 
less thing in elderly per¬ 
sons.

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Prof paints few-warts portrait of friend ‘A.Y.’ 


By Colin Graham 

THE OTHER A. V. JACKSON, by 0. J. Firestone. 
McClelland and Stewart. SI 8.95. 


A. Y. Jackson was the only 
unmarried member of that 
band of Canadian painters 
who during the 1920s called 
themselves The Group of 
Seven. Since the private 
lives of bachelors are often 
imagined to be more colorful 
than those of their domesti¬ 
cated friends, there has been 
a good deal of curiosity 
among admirers of Jack¬ 
son's art as to what he was 
really like. 

In this memoir 0. J. Fire¬ 
stone has now told us pretty 
well what we want to know. 
Himself an obviously re¬ 
markable man (he is a pro¬ 
fessor of economics at the 


University of Ottawa and ad¬ 
visor to the federal govern¬ 
ment who with his wife re¬ 
cently donated to the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation a gal¬ 
lery of some twelve hundred 
Canadian works), he knew 
Jackson during the last two 
decades of the latter’s life. 
He became first an enthusi¬ 
astic pdtron and then a 
warm friend. 

Professor Firestone wise¬ 
ly avoids esthetic analyses 
and sticks to Jackson as a 
human being. 

The portrait that emerges 
convincingly explains why 
this splendid man aroused 


both the affection and the ad¬ 
miration of literally hun¬ 
dreds of friends. 

Tough, earthy, humorous, 
gregarious and at the same 
time warmly caring, 
"A. Y.,” as many of his 
friends called him, was also 
a man of uncompromising 
principles with a passionate 
love of his native land. 

He enjoyed robust good 
health well into his eighties, 
spurning the ministrations 


of doctors until he had a 
serious seizure in 1968 in his 
87th year, in his old age, as 
one of his friends remarked, 
“He did what a man half his 
age couldn't do. I had a hard 
time keeping up with him.” 

Although he took his art 
with immense seriousness, 
he refused to do the same 
with himself. To a friend he 
once wrote, “One crazy 
thing after another is hap¬ 
pening to me, you know . . 


Monica Storrs: B.C. pioneer

Many a rural child now grown up 
will remember the Sunday School van 
"girls" in their heyday in British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

These spinsters, usually from Eng¬ 
land. were a breed all their own, lay 
missionaries devoted to introducing 
the Anglican brand of Christianity to 
the wilds. They would probably have 
became clergymen if they hadn't had 
the bad luck to have been born female. 
Even to many Canadian children of 
English parentage they were mystify¬ 
ing figures who taught Bible lessons 
and, during more welcome moments, 
devised group games, most of them 
quite alien to backwoods B.C. 

Monica Storrs was one of these 
church workers. Typically, she was a 
member of an English church family 
— a daughter of a dean of Rochester 
cathedral — and she was 41 when she 
came to the Peace River country in 
October, 1929. That, of course, was the 
precise month of the Wall Street 
crash, which affected her at the time 
Hot in the slightest, though she was to 
see the devastating effects of it all too 
clearly later on. 

The first winter she was alone in 
the field for her church, the sole mis¬ 
sionary in a big chunk of a sprawling 
diocese whose bishop lived far off on 
the opposite side of the province, in 
Prince Rupert. She set up Sunday 
schools, organized Scouts and Guides, 
flunkeyed for visiting clergy and stu¬ 
dent ministers. 

But the cheerful Monica Storrs was 
also a humanitarian. Her rounds on 
Horseback led her to remote home¬ 
steads, to farm women who never saw 
another woman for months on end. 
Some of them were widows with six or 
more children, living in a one-room log 
cabin and trying to scratch a living in 
country that made other parts of in¬ 
terior B.C. look like lotus-lands. Moni¬ 
ca Storrs cheered these lonely women, 
got help for sick people, arranged 
social gatherings. She was an unoffi¬ 
cial social worker before the day of 
tfie social worker as such, on a frontier 
just opening to mass settlement. In 
3f)-below-zero weather, deep mud, or 
scaring heat, she kept going uncom¬ 
plainingly. 

She grew to love the Peace, and she 
stayed to build a home for herself and 
companion workers, and to serve her 
church there until. 1950. 

1 The diaries she wrote from 1929 to 
1921 were really day-to-day accounts 
of her work sent back to England to 
justify — and encourage — the finan¬ 
cial backing she received from church 
worthies, and because of this she 
wrote much more explicitly than most

diarists. Her observations were keen 
and sympathic. 

As the Depression deepened, cash 
became almost non-existent for many 
families, and the barter system took 
over — farm produce for groceries. 
But by 1931 she was to report that 
“even that process is rather at a 
standstill now because everyone has 
too mueh of the same thing and the 
stores are refusing to be paid in unlim¬ 


ited eggs Instead of dollars. One poor 
man took fourteen dozen eggs and 
tried to exchange them for groceries 
but the storekeeper would not give him 
a pinch of salt for the lot. so he had to 
take them home again. There’s heaps 
of milk and cream now too (late 
spring), and people would love to ex¬ 
port it if only to Pouce Coupe, but the 
cost of getting it out sixty miles would 
be far more than it’s worth, so that’s 
no good either. I long for them to make 
cheese with it, if only for home con¬ 
sumption. But nobody seems to know 
how to and alas! I don’t either." 

The hardships of the settlers — 
Scandinavians, Russians, Americans, 
Britons, migrants from the prairie 
provinces, yes, and native Indians — 
seem incredible today. By their com¬ 
parative wealth in equipment, most of 
the back-to-the-bush crowd of today 
look like dudes. 

In other words, these diaries are 
history, which is why they have been 
published. The title, God’s Galloping 
Girl, isn’t likely to appeal to readers. 
(Who chooses such a clunker for 1980s 
readers, even it was the jocular term 
applied to Monica Storrs? Surely not 
W. L. Morton, whose editing is excel¬ 
lent.) But the content is what counts, 
and this book so accurately describes 
the Peace and the lives of its people 
during the 1930s that readers who 
haven’t already visited the area will 
want to do so, if only to see how much 
it has changed. 

This is the third in a series of edi¬ 
tions of personal writings on B.C. his¬ 
tory, following on The Reminiscences 
of Doctor John Sebastian Helmcken, 
and the recollections of Susan Allison, 
published under the title A Pioneer 
Gentlewoman in British Columbia. 



Peace River, 1930: Hardships ‘seem incredible today * 


Life is just kind of a great big 
joke ... I don’t seem to be 
able to be miserable." 

The author amusingly de¬ 
scribes how, at the age of 84, 
A. Y. at a party displayed his 
considerable powers as a ra¬ 
conteur until well past 3:00 
a.m. when the rest of the 
guest were becoming glassy 
eyed with fatigue. Next 
morning he was up at his 
usual early hour and ex¬ 
claiming “How can- I feel 
tired when I’ve had so much 
fun?” 

Although not what one 
could call an intellectual, he 
had a sharp, shrewd mind, 
read a good deal, and could 
carry on a pithy conversa¬ 
tion in several fields: eco¬ 
nomics, history, and inter¬ 
national relations as well as 
the arts. He was “a cheerful 
conversationalist, looking 
where possible on the posi¬ 
tive side and using quick 
repartee or a humorous re¬ 
mark to make his point.” 

His generosity to young 
artists as well-known, as was 
his disinclination to say any¬ 
thing about his peers that 
was not supportive. 

In spite of being rough 
hewn rather than handsome, 
Jackson easily attracted and 
fascinated women. His af¬ 
fairs, some of them platonic 
and others more lusty, seem 
to have involved most of the 
unattached prominent 
women artists of Quebec and 
Ontario, figures such as 
Yvonne Hdusser, Prudence 


Heward. Isabel McLaughlin. 
Sarah Robertson, Frances 
Loring, and Anne Savage. 
Among all these it was the 
beautiful and sensitive Anne 
Savage who meant most to 
him, a passion which she 
fully reciprocated. 

It was probably a tragedy 
for both of them that their 
love, which almost reached 
the point of marriage, was 
never fulfilled. For the sake 
of Jackson's art, on the other 
hand, it was undoubtedly a 
good thing: for much of each 
year he had to be off on those 
sketching trips to every 
cranny in Canada which, be¬ 
sides producing more than 
4,000 little oil panels, provid¬ 
ed the material from which 
he created the thousands or 
so canvases he turned out 
during his lifetime. 

Had he been able to make a 
decent living from his paint¬ 
ing in his early years, he 
would almost certainly have 
married. Professor Fire¬ 
stone reveals vividly why 
matrimony was out of the 
question for financial rea¬ 
sons until the artist was 
nearly sixty. From 1920 to 
1925 his painting was bring¬ 
ing in only abut *600 a year. 
And for Jackson the hungry 
Thirties were literally just 
that. The only decent meal 
he was apt to get in a week 
came when Toronto families 
invited him to their Sunday 
dinners. 

After the Second World 
War he became relatively 
affluent, but by then it was

too late. He would never 
admit to loneliness, yet those 
closest to him knew that 
though his friends were le¬ 
gion there was an emptiness 
when the sociable A. Y. got 
back to his cluttered lodg¬ 
ings after a party. His paint¬ 
ing and his deep relationship 
to the land had to serve as a 
substitute for the constant 
and reassuring intimacies of 
family life. 

Professor Firestone has 
set forth his tale with candor 
and modestly, attempting as 


far as possible to compen¬ 
sate for his friendship’s bias 
by remembering to put a few 
warts on the portrait. Jack 
son could be stingy with 
money, for example, and be¬ 
neath his outward modesty 
there lay (he kind of vanity 
he needed to carry hint 
through the early years of 
adversity and neglect. But 
the author has been at pains 
to make it abundantly clear 
that Jackson was an asset to 
his country as a man as well 
as an artist. 


SF role as ‘literature of ideas 
looks to be having comeback

Many years ago, someone 
termed science fiction “a lit¬ 
erature of ideas” — and. 
with good reason, the label 
stuck. 

Today, this sub-genre of 
philosophical SF is still very 
much with us: indeed, it 
seems to be undergoing 
somewhat of a resurgence. 
As w itness the three volumes 
at hand, each of which de¬ 
mands to be read and eva¬ 
luated as much on the 
strength of the abstract 
ideas It embodies as it does 
on its merits as a story plain 
and simple. 

The Jesus Incident, by 
Frank Herbert and Bill Ran¬ 
som, addresses itself, as its 
title implies, to specifically 
theological issues. And un¬ 
like co-author Herbert’s 
best-selling Dune, a novel of 
ideas which was also a rous- 
ingly good story on the side, 
it offers formidable hard 
sledding to anyone naive 
enough to pick It up hoping 
for nothing more sophisti¬ 
cated than an old-fashioned 
"good read.” 

Indeed, The Jesus Incident 
Is cut fron the some cloth 
as Herbert's previous novel, 
The Dosadi Experiment, or 
his earlier Destination: Void, 
to which it is a sequel of 
sorts. Anyone who found 
these earlier efforts hard to 
stomach should most em¬ 
phatically steer clear of this 
one! 

As the narrative is wooden 
and virtually impossible to 


follow at times, the nine 
main characters merely 
soulless ciphers, and the set¬ 
tings almost totally lacking 
in sensual veracity and veri¬ 
similitude, the book fails re¬ 
sounding as fiction. As a 400- 
page mystical parable, a 
hard-nosed meditation on 
the relationships between 
Man and God. Good and Evil, 
it fairs slightly better, how¬ 
ever. 

I 

Metaphysical 

Fortunately, George Ze- 
browski's Macrolife is rath¬ 
er more successful, both as 
fiction and as sociological 
and metaphysical specula¬ 
tion — partly because its 
concepts are clearer and 
more widely appealing, and 
partly because as a story it 
at least has the merit of 
intermittently holding the 
reader’s interest. But, once 
again, it is on the strength of 
its ideas that this novel must 
stand Or fall. 

Zebrowski’s book is a 
three-stage Cook's tour 
through the future evolution 
of humanity, built around 
the la'te Dandridge Cole’s 


challenging concept of "ma¬ 
crolife,” a new life form of 
gigantic size which has for 
its cells individual human 
beings, plants, animals and 
machines — in other words, 
entire societies and ecosys¬ 
tems apotheosized into im¬ 
mortal super-organisms, 
and functioning as such on a 
transcendently "hyper-per¬ 
sonal" level. 

The first section, set in the 
year 2021. is notably mainly 
for its conceptual content, 
which largely overshadows 
the rather contrived plot¬ 
ting. Part II, set a thousand 
yeajjs later, is also over- 
weigmed with ideas, but re¬ 
mains moderately interest 
ing as a story in its ow n right. 
The concluding section, set 
some 100,000,000.1)00 years 
hence at the far end of time, 
offers a flawed but neverthe¬ 
less breathtaking climactic 
vision, sufficiently impres¬ 
sive to vindicate the book as 
a whole. 

All in all, whatever its 
shortcomings as fiction. Ma¬ 
crolife is well worth reading 
as an essay in speculative 
ideas. 

By- contrast. Spider and 


Jeanne Robinson’s Star- 
dance has a great deal to 
offer on both the fictional 
and philosophical fronts. In 
particular, the award win¬ 
ning title novella that serves 
as the novel's first section is 
a very effective piece of SF 
indeed — the genuinely mov 
ing semi tragedy of Sltara 
Drummond, creator of w hat 
will undoubtedly some day 
become a very real rtew art- 
form, the zero-gravity 
dance. 


Felt out 

Despite some slapdash 
writing, this story really 
works, because unlike The 
Jesus Incident and .Macro- 
life it has been felt out as 
well as thought out — and 
because co author Jeanne 
Robinson is herself a dancer, 
so that the entire book is 
suffused throughout with a 
commendable sense of au¬ 
thenticity. 

The remaining two-thirds 
of the novel, built around 
Stardancers, Inc., a space- 
going choreographica! com¬ 
mune founded by Charlie 
Armstead, an embittered 
ex-dancer who narrated 
Shara's story, is rather more 
abstract and philosophical, 
culminating in a visionary 
climax similar to that of Ma¬ 
crolife. In general, this con¬ 
tinuation is rather less satis¬ 
factory than the original 
novella, but it is well worth 
reading for all that.

John Train was once at Harvard 
studying comp lit. Reading a copy of 
Collier’s one day, he came across a 
man called Mr. Katz. Meow. 

This was in a column about real 
people with odd names. The column 
went on to give the following exam¬ 
ple of odd given names for women: 
Chlorine, Dew-drop, Dinette, Fau- 
cettc, Larceny, Mecca, Twitty and 
Zippa. A methodical man, Train took 
out one of the little black note¬ 
books he always carries and wrote 
them all down. 

Later, Train met one of Harvard’s 
most distinguished figures, professor 
of humanities Howard Mumford 
Jones. He told Jones about Mr. Katz 
Meow. Jones replied that he had once 
known a Miss Magnetic Love. Train 
wrote it down in his notebook. 


postcard from an uncle in South 
Carolina, who wrote that his landlady 
was named Melissy Dalciny Cal¬ 
dony Yankee Pankee Devil-Takc- 
The-Irishman Garrison. This made 
Train slightly dizzy but he managed 
to get the notebook out and rec¬ 
ord it. 

All that happened on the same 
day. 

The following United Press Inter¬ 
national stories are among the little 
gems recorded in John Train’s book 
True Remarkable Occurrences: 

□ "PRAGUE — Vera Czermak 
jumped out of her third-story win¬ 
dow when she learned her husband 
had betrayed her. 

“Mrs. Czermak is recovering in 
hospital after landing on her hus¬ 
band, who was killed, the news¬ 
paper Vecerni Pravha reported 
today.” 

□ "TAIPEI — A young Taiwanese 
man has written 700 love letters 
to his girl friend over the past 


two years trying to get her to 
marry him. 

"His persistence finally brought 
results. 

"A newspaper reported yester¬ 
day that the girl has become 
engaged to the postman who faith- 
■ fully delivered all the letters." 

The offices of Trainer, Smith 
Counsel, the investment firm of 
which John Train is president, are on 
the 41st floor of a building on Park 
Avenue in New York. 

He has in his office now what looks 
like an abstract wooden sculpture. In 
fact, he says, it is the forcolo of a 
gondola. That is, the oarlock. He 
also has a framed photo showing the 
mayor of Florence, Italy, thanking 
President Johnson and other officials 
for American relief efforts during 
that city’s flood. "Everyone looks 
cheerful and gay and the reason Is 
that they can’t understand a word 
he’s saying,” says Train, who is also 
in the photo. 

He was acting as translator. He 


speaks six languages, or possibly 
seven. His first wife was Florentine. 
Their youngest daughter was bom 
during the flood and Train thought of 
naming her Luvia, which is flood in 
Italian. He restrained himself and 
today she is Lisa. Not one of his 
children has a remarkable name. 

Train also has on his office wall 
some framed currency. The bills are 
Hungarian and the largest denomina¬ 
tion is a trillion-pengo bill. Trillion. 
“That reminds you how life is," says 
Train. The bills were printed during 
the Hungarian hyperinflation of 1946- 
47, the worst inflation ever. Train 
once met a man who was there then 
and who said that he remembered 
having a trillion-pengo note. He used 
it to buy two pears. 

After years of filling little black 
notebooks. Train finally just decided 
the hell w ith it and got a job printer in 
Connecticut to print up his annotat¬ 
ed list of funny names as a book. He 
gave them away for Christmas pres¬ 
ents. Thi$ was 12 or 13 years ago. The 
work came to the attention of the 


publisher Clarkson N. Potter, which 
eventually brought it out under the 
title, Remarkable Names of Real 
People ” Later came True Remark¬ 
able Occurrences and Even More 
Remarkable Names. The books are 
quite small and quite funny and 
Train contemplates more. 

Train believes the free-form nutty 
name is the only indigenous Ameri¬ 
can art form. “That really Is true,” 
he says. “These astounding crazy 
names like Heidi Yum-Yum Gluck or 
T. Fud Pucker Tucker." He doesn't 
even mention Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion Finkelstein. 

Sometimes the names come alive. 
In Names I, Train gave a few unauth¬ 
enticated ones and appealed for con¬ 
firmations. After some months a 
postcard arrived, stating: "Heidi 
Yum-Yum Gluck lives.” It was from 
none other. Train listed her in Names 
II. with this explanatory footnote: 
"Mr. Gluck pere, infatuated by Gil¬ 
bert and Sullivan, named his son 
Nanka, after Nanki Poo, another 


character from The Mikado'” It 
turned out that Heidi Yum-Yum 
Gluck is an artist from Brooklyn 
who was in fact giving a show on 75th 
Street, only two blocks from where 
Train lives. 

Train writes a regular column on 
investing for Forbes magazine 
And his father. Arthur, wrote hun¬ 
dreds of Saturday Evening Post 
stories about a shrewd old Yankee , 
lawyer named Ephraim Tutt. John 
Train amuses himself climbing Alps 
and sailing off Maine. He smiles 
occasionally. 

Without any further excuse, here 
are eight more remarkable Train 
names: Positive Wassermann John¬ 
son, T. Hee, Zoda Viola Klontz Gazo- 
La, Zilpher Spittle. Zowie Bowie, 
Oofty Goofty Bowman, Magdalena 
Babblejack and Herman Sherman 
Berman. . . 

The obscene ones in the book are 
even better.

Valdy in step

It’s hard to imagine Valdy 
teaming up for an entire con¬ 
cert with Spectrum Dance Circus. 
It’s a clash of contrasts along the 
line of the granola king meets 
Saturday Night Fever Victoria- 
style. 

But that is what's happening 
when the lanky back-to-the-lander 
shares equal billing with Connie 
Darling's dance company Satur¬ 
day night at the University Centre. 
The dances are mostly Darling’s 
while the music is Valdy’s in a 
concert which has both sides creat¬ 
ing new works or adapting existing 
ones for the other. 

If it’s hard to reconcile the 
two artists together, try imagining 
the homespun Valdy signing up for 
karate lessons. That’s how the 
twice Juno-award winning singer 
• met the choreographer, with Sat¬ 
urday’s concert the end result. 

Valdy’s ‘’sweetheart,’’ 
Penny, was coming into Victoria 
weekly last year from the couple’s 
Salt Spring lakeside property to 
take dance classes at Spectrum. 
Valdy tagged along to watch, and 
ended up enrolling, along with one 
of his musicians, Doug Rhodes, in 
Darling’s martial arts program. 

According to Darling, Valdy 
was a natural at it. 

"He was great," he said, add¬ 


ing that his brand Of karate is 
neither brutal nor hard, which is 
reassuring for anyone who might 
think that beneath Valdy's beard¬ 
ed and boyish face lurked a mili¬ 
tant. 

It was at Spectrum's Christ¬ 
inas party that year when their 
performing styles melded. 

Valdy and some musicians 
were “jamming” while some com¬ 
pany members danced spontan 
eously. By spring, Valdy had 
teamed up musically with the com¬ 
pany's principal female dancer 
and choreographer, Lynda Raino, 
for a stage appearance at the com¬ 
pany’s last concert of the season. 

Valdy enjoyed it so much that 
he didn't bother with his usual fee, 
which didn’t sittoo well with his 
manager. Valdy seems a little lax 
about where he plays and for 
what fees. He’s a regular per¬ 
former at informal jams on Salt 
Spring. During a recent interview 
he kidded Penny that he would “go 
sing in the streets” to find the 
forgotten ferry fare back to Salt 
Spring. She wasn't so sure he was 
joking. 

Both Darling and Valdy are 
vague about the contractual ar¬ 
rangement for Saturday night. II 
can’t be a benefit performance by 
Valdy; his manager won't allow it. 
Darling speaks only of splitting the 
profits. 


There is, little doubt that a 
lot is riding on the concert for the 
struggling Spectrum. Clearly Dar¬ 
ling would like his young company 
to team up with Valdy for a tour. 
(Several impresarios are to be 
there Saturday night.) 

“This show is going to tell 
us how soon that will be,” said 
Darling. 

Valdy isn’t so definite: 

"I can sec it (working with 
dance) somewhere (in the fu¬ 
ture)." He won’t say whether that 
necessarily means Spectrum. 

“This thing with Spectrum 
is educating me for my writ¬

Whether his fans will accept 
Valdy if he moves away from the 
nuts and berries musical milieu 
that made him a star still isn’t 
known. 

He still heats his house with 
wood and tries “to eat right," but 
that back-to-land gestalt hasn't 
really been Valdy for almost 10 
years. Yet the "granola king" was 
useful “hype” to give city disc 
jockeys “a handle” for inter¬ 
views. 

'“It’s just hard to see hav¬ 
ing the same values as then ... I 
prefer to be a realist. That way I 
-*on’t have to appear on stage in 


my overalls but can wear what¬ 
ever I want." 

He has shifted lifestyles be¬ 
fore far more radically than now. 
A news clipping in the Victoria 
Press library from 15 years ago 
shows a smooth-faced young 
Valdy with almost Continental 
good looks. 

Noneof that was missed by the 
reviewer then, who wrote 'the 
singer or song stylist as he likes to 
lie called, is Valdy and with his 
clean cut looks ..."

It’s easy to dismiss Pacific Opera manager 

Kathrine Ixmther’s prediction of a sellout for La 
Boheme as so much pre-show puffery. 

The indomitable Lowther insists it isn’t. She has 
the figures to prove it. 

Ticket sales to date have hit 500 for the opera, 
still a month away from opening. 

Incidentally, Lowther boasts that's the first Vic¬ 
toria-produced professional opera, which makes 
one wonder how she regards UVic’s Cinderella and 
the summer festival’s two chamber operas. 

Still, there can be no denying that the draw is 
both Puccini’s music and presence of professionals 
in the lead roles. 

Karen Smith is the only local singer among the 
leads, and Lowther says she won the role in open 
auditions. The opera has also contracted Donald 
Collins of Seattle, Vancouver singer Margarita 
Noyc and New York tenor Aaron Bergell. 

Bergell is a find of music director Paul Free¬ 
man. » 

“We’ve listened to an enormous number of 
tenors, and those we thought could do the role Just 
weren’t available,” said Lowther, explaining why 
the Pacific Opera had to go to the expense of 
bringing someone in from New York. 

The principals go into rehearsal Feb. 4; the 
chorus and community singers in smaller roles have 
been hard at it for sometime. Freeman is assisted 
by Rory Hammond, and Peter Mannering takes 
care of the stage direction. 

More chit-chat. . . Conrad Boyce is moving 
right ahead with his plans for a StratfOrd-by-the-Pat 
Bay Highway with a $5,000 bank loan. A recent ad 
for an “energetic creative" person to head Boyce's 
Globe Theatre on the Maltwood property produced

Allen’s Manhattan could well be the fifth nomination, 
although the competition is fierce. 

The likeliest alternatives are The China Syndro¬ 
me and its all-too-prophetic nuclear near miss; Blake 
Edwards’ dark comedy of male midlife crisis, 10, and a 
dark horse appropriately named Black Stallion, Carroll 
Ballard’s beautifully crafted story of a shipwrecked boy 
saved by a steed, and Being There. 

An even darker horse but not to be overlooked is Ea 
Cage aux Folles, said to be the most successful foreign- 
language film ever. 

BEST DIRECTOR: It’s almost always—but not al¬ 
ways-yoked with Best Picture. Only once in the last 
decade were the honors split: in 1972, when Bob Fosse 
got Best Director for Cabaret while Coppola’s Godfa¬ 
ther took Best Picture. The two will be at it again this 
year: Fosse a likely nominee for All That Jazz. Coppola 
for Apocalypse Now. Robert Benton would seem a 
sl-ong bet to be nominated for Kramer vs. Kramer. 
Woody Allen could make it three years in a row, with a _ 
nomination for Manhattan (following Annie Hall and ' 
last year’s Interiors). Competition for the fifth spot will 


be fierce here, too. The veteran Martin Ritt could well 
have it for Norma Rae. 

The closest alternatives are probably Peter Yates 
for Breaking'Away, Blake Edwards for 10, Milos For¬ 
man (a previous winner for Cuckoo’s Nest ) for Hair, 
Mark Rydell for The Rose. John Schlesinger (also a pre¬ 
vious winner, for Midnight Cowboy) for Yanks and Hal 
Ashby for Being There. 

BEST ACTRESS: The surest bet to be nominated is 
Sally Field, for her superb portrayal of a rural Southern 
woman caught up in a union-organizing drive in Norma 
Rae. Another highly probable nominee is Bette Midler 
for her dynamic role as a rock singer in The Rose. Jane 
Fonda could well be a fifth-time nominee for her televi¬ 
sion reporter in China Syndrome. Marsha Mason is a 
strong candidate for her role as a new wife in Chapter 
Two. (I assume that Meryl Streep will be nominated for 
support, rather than in this category, for Kramer vs. 
Kramer.) Other strong contenders here are Jill Clay- 
burgh, for either Luna, or, more probably. Starting 
Over, Lee Remick for The Europeans and Diane Kea¬ 
ton for Manhattan. 
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23 applicants. Boyce now has his first two em¬ 
ployees in Brian Lightburn and Toni Blodgett, who 
are moonlighting somewhat from their presumably 
preferred roles as a novelist and singer respec¬ 
tively. Boyce said both were experienced fund¬ 
raisers. Incidentally, Boyce has a $700,000 cam¬ 
paign target to cover capital costs and first-year 
operating expenses. He has until July 31 to prove to 
Saanich’aldcrmen he can pull it all together. . . Re¬ 
member Ian J amieson who played the youngish lead 
in Allan Purdy's No Sex Please, We're British 
several seasons back? Soon after he sold most of his 
interest in the Jordan River hotel, he went off to 
Edmonton where he put his gourmet skills to use 
in a 135-episode Pots and Pans, which was distribut¬ 
ed to independent television stations throughout the 
continent. This summer Jamieson moved his family 
back to the Jordan River area, which he now uses as 
a base for his entertainment marketing company. 
He is either producing or arranging financing for 
about 45 projects as diverse as a movie script 
of a Kingsley Amis book to a gameshow. . . Impre¬ 
sario Allen Houghton passes on the word that 
Phyllis Cohen. who was Plaf in the show of 
the same name at the McPherson last week, is the 
daughter of late controversial Toronto critic Nathan 
Cohen. . . It isn’t quite a commission in the usual 
sense, but former UVic student David McIntyre has 


been invited to write a work to coincide with the 25th 
anniversary of the Duncan Symphony Society. It 
will be played next season as part of the Victoria 
Symphony’s regular series in Duncan. . . Deathtrap 
star, Douglas Rain, will remain pretty much a 
recluse until after the show opens Feb. 1. . . Former 
Bastion audience favorite Jim McQueen continues 
to get some wonderful roles at Stratford. He's 
signed for Macheath in The Beggar's Opera and Don 
Pedro in Much Ado About Nothing this sum¬ 
mer. . . Two local actresses, Sylvia llatchman and 
Ann Purdon. are really turning heads in the White 
Rock Theatre's winter production of Alan Ayck¬ 
bourn's Just Between Ourselves. Pat Armstrong, 
who was in on the early days of The Belfry, 
directs the production which is a North American • 
premiere. 

Datebook. . . There’s a hometown quality to 
this afternoon's and Monday night's symphony 
concerts at the Royal. Soloists include concert- 
mistress Derry Deane in duo with principal cellist 
Larry Skaggs. The two will repeat (heir recent 
orchestra provincial tour selection, Brahms’ Con¬ 
certo In A Minor for Violin, Cello and Orchestra. 

The other Victoria touch is Murray Adaskin’s 
Suite for Orchestra. 

The province’s only classical ballet company, 
Pacific Ballet Theatre, comes to Victoria Monday 
night, then moves up-Island with performances in 
Duncan, Tuesday, Campbell River, Wednesday and 
Nanaimo, Thursday and Friday." , 

The program consists of three works specifi¬ 
cally choreographed for the 10-dancer company.

BEST ACTOR: A well-populated category this year, 
topped. I'd have thought, by Dustin Hoffman as the 
father in Kramer vs. Kramer. Roy Scheider’s portrait 
of a death-obsessed director in All That Jazz seems 
another certain nomination. Peter Sellers’ best work lit 
years, as a sweet innocent nurtured only by television, 
in Being There, could well be nominated. Jack Lem 
mon’s work as a nuclear engineer in China Syndrome 
may well extend his Academy laurels. Displacements 
for any of the above would probably be the likes of Nick 
Nolle for North Dallas Forty. Martin Sheen for Apoca¬ 
lypse Now. Woody Allen for Manhattan. Dudley Moore 
for 10 and Al Pacino for . . .And Justice for All. 
Th^lbnger odds would be on Jon Voighl. excellent in 
The Champ, Malcolm McDowell from Time Aftcr'Time. 
Alan Alda for Joe Tynan. 


BEST SUPPORTING ACTRESS: The supporting 
categories are the hardest of all to predict because 
they’re the most heavily populated with fine work. For 
me, and for most of the voting critics this year, the 
category is dominated by Meryl Streep as the mother in 
Kramer vs. Kramer, although she w as also smashing in 
The Seduction of Joe Tynan and Manhattan. (She was 
nominated last year for The Deer Hunter.) Barbara 
Harris, as the wife in Joe Tynan, is another possible 
nominee here. Jane Alexander, first-rate as Hoffman's 
neighbor in Kramer vs. Kramer, might well be a 
nominee here, as could Barbara Barrie, wonderful as 
the sympathetic mother in Breaking Away. Shirley 
MacLaine from Being There could complete the 
choices. But also strongly in the competition are Rachel 
Roberts for Yanks; young Kathleen Beller, the dying 
teenager from Promises in the Dark; Leland Palmer 
and Ann Reinklng from All That Jazz; Candice Bergen 
from Starting Over. Season llubley from Hard Core and 
Valerie Harper, for Chapter Two. 

BEST SUPPORTING ACTOR: An impossible rich¬ 
ness this time. Most frequently honored by other 
groups is the veteran Melvyn Douglas, principally for 
his work in Being There, although he was also outstand 
ing in The Seduction of Joe Tynan. Frederic Forrest, 
Bette Midler's sometime love in The Rose, is an im¬ 
portant contender here. Mickey Rooney as the train 
er in Black Stallion is a very possible nominee. Paul 
Dooley as the harassed father in Breaking Away 
could receive a nomination, as could Robert Duvall as 
the surf-crazy CO in Apocalypse Now. And what of Mar 
Ion Brando, dying so violently amid the humidity and 
T.S. Eliot quotations in the same film ? 

George Burns, Art Carney and Lee Strasberg sup 
ported each other in Going in Style. John Forsy the w as 
uncharacteristically but excelienty villainous 
in . . .And Justice for All. 

The moppets (the Muppets. too, I suppose) really 
rate a separate category.. There was in particular 
young Justin Henry from Kramer, but also Kelly Reno 
from Black Stallion and the assured Ricky Shroder 
from The Champ. Among the other elders. Ron Lleb- 
ntan from Norma Rae, Robert Webber from 10 and 
Harry Dean Stanton in his brief moment from The Rose 
will stay in mind. Too rich a choice bv tenfold.

his youth. He has waited al¬ 
most 20 years for it to happen 
again. 

At the beginning of the 
1960s, Evans was leading a 
now-legendary group with 
drummer Paul Motlan and 
bassist Scott La Faro. 

In the turbulent hard-bop 
era, the trio created a calm, 
wave-like style that has in¬ 
fluenced many young pian¬ 
ists, notably Keith Jarrett. 

But in 1961 La Faro, then 
21, was killed in an automo¬ 
bile accident. 

“It was such a blow when 
Scott was killed,” says 
Evans. "We were ready for 
something, we had energy 
that would lead us on tor 
something new. But there 


was no way out. you couldn't 
replace a talent like that. 

"Frankly, there was not a 
helluva lot of growth be¬ 
tween that time and now.” 

After years of uncertainty, 
things have finally changed 
for the 50-year-old pianist. 
He is once again playing with 
a rhythm section—bassist 
Mare Johnson and drummer 
Joe LaBarbera—that iscon- 
sidered tops in jazz. 

”It’s growing so fast. 
There’s a real group thing 
happening, even more so 
than the first group. 

“It’s not just my develop¬ 
ment as a pianist but it's 
mainly the chemistry of the 
group. It’s really exciting,” 
he says. 


As a jazz musician, Evans 
has no illusions about 
achieving star status. 

“You don’t play with the 
prospect of getting the big 
hit. You play for 20 years and 
maybe even make a decent 
living out of it.” 

His short-term ambition is 
for Warner Brothers to pick 
up an option and record his 
trio.

Dennis de Young wrote most of 
Mile tunes, including the chart-top¬ 
ping Babe, an uplifting love song, 
and its Side Two partner First Time, 
with which Babe shares some similar 
ities in musical phrasing. 

The album starts off with Lights, 
featuring musical arrangements that 
could have been written by the Eagles, 
follows up with a heavily-orchestrated 
dirge tilled Why Me. then trumps the 
side with Babe. 


Then follows Never Say Never with 
some clever lyrics on a subject that 
has been bashed to death, and the 
surprising Boat on the River, an oldi 
worlde folksy piece with redeeming 
qualities. 

Side two kicks off with the im¬ 
pressive Borrowed Time, which de¬ 
serves more air time than it’s been 
getting, with its plea for understand¬ 
ing and fulfilment: 

Faith be with me now/I'm just a 
dreamer in dreamland 

Livin’ high, livin’ fine/Livin’ on 
borrowed time. 

Also of note on side two is Eddie, 
the tale of a bootlegger's son who 
makes the bigtime, embellished with 
some fine guitar work—Paul Ben 
nett.

Too bad, because her second album 
Sweet Surrender is alive with mild 
sensousness. Her voice is fragile,

Let's just say it's soulful, with the 
Good Times flavor of Chic. 

Romance—be it burning, scorned or 
desired—carries the theme. 

Looking at the roster, the spark 
ling Cover Me grapples with the pangs 
of loneliness while, at the other end of 
the emotional spectrum, Don’t Drop 
My Love embraces passions of ec¬ 
stasy, and its electronic effects and 
rhythms evoke Ring My Bell. She rubs' 
deepest of all in Caught Between a 
Good Thing and Good-bye, a poi¬ 
gnant love-triangle ballad. 

The flip side holds adequate, though 
unspectacular, interpretations of the 
1978 Paul Davis hit 7 Go Crazy and the 
Supremcs’ last No. I single, the 1969 
soul-burner Someday We’ll be To¬ 
gether.—Roger White.

The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission announced the formation of a com¬ 
mittee which will issue a report on how the number 
and variety of television services to northern and 
remote communities in Canada might best and most 
expeditiously be increased. It is envisaged that the 
Committee's report, which is expected bv 15 May, 
1980, will also deal with issues related to satellite 
distribution of programs and pav-television, since 
these issues are likely to arise in the context of the 
proceeding. 


The Committee, to be chaired bv Commissioner Real 
Therrien, will include Commissioners Edythe Goo- 
dridge, Rosalie Gower, Paul Klingle and Giltes 
Soucv, and Messrs. John Amagoalik, David Hobbs, 
Charles Feaver, and Allan Warrack. 


The committee will receive proposals for service, as 
well as briefs and comments from the public. The 
deadline for such submissions will be 18 February, 
1980. The Committee will conduct a public meeting In 
the National Capital Region commencing 25 March, 
1980 to discuss such proposals for service as mav 
have been submitted, as well as their implications for 
remote communities and for the Canadian broad¬ 
casting system. It is expected that the Committee will 
hold additional public meetings in one or more other 
locations in Canada, particularly In the North, in 
response to briefs and comments submitted. The 
public meetings of the committee are also expected to 
discuss the mstters raised in a letter from the Minis¬ 
ter of Communications to the commission of 22 No¬ 
vember, 1979 as well as the suggested oblectlves and 
guidelines prepared bv federal and provincial offi¬ 
cials attached to that letter. (A copy of this letter, 
which was publicly released on 29 November, 1979, Is 
available from CRTC Information Services, CRTC, 
Ottawa, Ontario, K1A 0N2). 

Following the committee's report, the Commission 
will decide upon a call tor specific licence applica¬ 
tions. This could involve pav-television (either as 
part of a "package" or separately) provided the 
commission is satisfied that pav-television can make 
a significant and positive contribution to broadcast¬ 
ing in Canada and can make effective use of Canadian 
resources. 


Complete texts of this document are published in the 
"Canada Gazette", Part I, which is generally avail¬ 
able for viewing in reference libraries; single copies 
are sold at bookstores carrying Canadian govern¬ 
ment publications.

‘Our first Danish exploration ... 


... laced with good humor, charm’ 


If) love with extraordinarily pleasant little land 


Copenhagen is declining in population—suburban flight is in 
progress here, too—one-quarter of the Danes live in or near 
Copenhagen. 

YET DENMARK HAS A 4,500-MILE coastline. The Jut¬ 
land peninsula, lying between Sweden and Germany, dwarfs 
the rest. But there are about 500 Danish islands, a hundred of 
them inhabited. Copenhagen is on the Island of Seaiand. 
Odense, the home of Hans Christian Andersen, is on the 
lovely central island of Funen. 

Rural Denmark is immaculate: Square brick farm¬ 
houses with inner courtyards, hulking barns set beside rich 
dairy fields, polite intervals of dark forest. Smaller towns 
are of stolid brick, and businesslike: There is no loitering in 
front of shops, no hubbub from pubs. 

Jutland, I had imagined, was flat like Holland. 

But as we drove south through Aalborg and Rebild, 
where Danish Americans celebrate America's July 4th 
each year, rolling country-side enveloped us. The high¬ 
est points in Denmark are only 557 feet above sea level, 
but both are in east Jutland. (Later on the island of Funen 
we visited the hills called the Funen Alps—the Danes are 
great jokers.) 

TWO SMALL TREASURES CAN BE found on the 
northeast coast of Jutland: The village of Saeby and Ebcl- 
toft. 

After my telephone call at Saeby we followed a mill- 
race down to the waterside restaurant called Siesta, 
then strolled through the restored town and central shops. 
Saeby observed its 450th anniversary in 1974. It has yielded to 
nearby Frederikshavn its once proud harbor commerce, and 
a highway has bypassed the village. What remains is a 
commuter town that draws European tourism through 
its charm and the restorations of old timbered houses. 

In the leading bookshop 1 found much in German, little 
in English. 

“WE HOPE,” THE MANAGER SAID in precise and 
pointed English, “to have a great deal more English In the fu¬ 
ture.” 

The other treasure is the even older Village of Ebel- 
toft (1301), where until recently night watchmen pa¬ 
trolled the streets and called out the hours. Its timbered 
town hall was first built in 1576. Manor houses in the 
surrounding countryside testify to former eras of vast 
landholdings. Today's Danish monarchy is a socialist 
one.

Old millrace lined channel to Kattegat in village of Saeby on Jutland Island 


SAEBY, Denmark — It had been a rainy crossing of 
the Kattegat from Sweden on a big steamer with slot ma¬ 
chines, nightclub, and below-decks lines of cars and 
trucks. 

Along with a few hundred others I’d killed time in the 
queues at an overpriced duty-free shop. 

I bought Russian vodka and Swiss bittersweet choco¬ 
late that were priced in Swedish kroner. Barely brushing her 
calculator, the clerk did as I asked: Accepted my Norwegian 
kroner and gave me change in Danish kroner. Such is 
Scandinavia. There are moments when a common market 
seems to work. 

The sun came out as we docked at Frederikshavn, at 
the north tip of the Danish island of Jutland. My wife 
Judith and I lugged our bags down a caged spiral ramp to 
the dock, and an amiable Dane agreed to go out of his 

way to lead me to the car rental office. 

_ 0 

A PRETTY GIRL THERE, who spoke four languages as 
I waited my turn, whisked me into a little red VW and 
pointed out how I could drive the wrong way along a one¬ 
way car ferry approach to retrieve Judith and our bags 
at the pier. 

Elated that all this was working so nicely, we were 
10 minutes down the highway before I remembered I 
didn’t know where I was going. A friend in Copenha¬ 
gen had offered to choose a couple of Danish country 
inns and book us in. I needed to telephone him. I pulled off 
at Saeby and found a phone booth. 

Beyond a few 0 polite “Vaer sa god’s” (Please) and 
"Tak’s” (Thank you), I can’t manage arty Danish, and the 
telephone directory offered no clue in English. I dropped 
in two 25-ore coins and dialled zero. Nothing happened. I tried 
different coins and dialled zero again, and again. 

On the third try my coins returned and a very serious 
male voice answered. Words for police and emergency 
seep through in any language. Three zeroes, I deduced, is the 
crisis number. 

BUT THIS OFFICER WAS MY BEST hope, and. for me, 
not knowing where I am going is a crisis. In slow English I 
asked how to get a Copenhagen telephone number. Then 
I eavesdropped futilely during his long conference with 
two other voices. He came back in careful English: 
"Little, little, three eight.” And hung up. 

Inside the phone booth I meditated. The littlest, I 
reasoned, might be zero. I inserted two more coins and 
dialled 00-38. An English-speaking operator promptly came 
on the line and gave me my Copenhagen number. 


Back in the car, still laughing, I announced for perhaps 
the hundredth time In my life that I love the Danes. From 
that moment our first exploration of the outer Danish islands 
was laced everywhere with good humor and charm. 

Even other Scandinavians give grudging recognition of 
the Danish capacity for cheerful fun, and their ebul¬ 
lient warmth to strangers. On this summer swing through 
Scandinavia the Norwegians impressed me wjth their open 
pro-Americanism, their tenacity and their durability. With 
the removal of Prime Minister Olaf Palme, the Swedes 
seemed anxious to patch up their American relations. 
Their Imputation for being cool and stiff seemed, this 
visit, a bit overdone. 


BUT MANY IN BOTH NATIONS AGREE about the 
Danes. When three men were shipwrecked on an island, a 
Norwegian story goes, the Norwegian sailor went off fishing. 
The Dane collected shells, opened a shop and a restaurant. 
They returned to the beach to find the Swede, still waiting to 
be introduced. 

I am not a fisherman, and seldom shy or reserved. 

If I were lo come back in another life as a Scandina¬ 
vian, it should be as a Dane. Meanwhile, Denmark ranks 
as an extraordinarily pleasant little land for the visitor, 
even the relatively rare American who ventures past 
Copenhagen into the countryside. 

Few nations are so dominated by their capital. About 
five million people live in little Denmark. Although central

MONTEREY, Calif. - 
Pss-st, don’t pass it around, 
but I've discovered a new 
inn. 

First off, it’s the only inn in 
Monterey, a private, old 
half-timbered Tudor place 
(circa 1929) with a special 
homeyness that brings to 
mind one of those British 
bed-and-breakfast affairs 
hidden away in some deep 
cleavage of the Cotswolds. 

The Old Monterey Inn is 
only a few minutes by foot 
from Fisherman’s Wharf, 
but the property seems a 
continent away. 

The result is precious 
peace dead centre of a gor¬ 
geous garden, all of which is 
fine with guests, most of 
whom came looking forquiet 
in the first place. 

The only sound one hears 
is the chirping of a blue Jay. 
Or perhaps a sparrow nest¬ 
ing in an ancient redwood 
surrounded by roses, hy¬ 
drangeas, geraniums and 
rhododendrons. 

At the Old Monterey Inn 
one has the choice of seven 
bedrooms; with or without 
bath. Rates: $50-165 a day 
double. If it’s without, the 
visitor shares an in-between 
bath with the occupants of an 
adjoining room. 

Guests snooze beneath 
goose-down comforters and 
are spoiled by proprietors 
Ann and Gene Swett; those 
who don’t show up by 9:30 
a.m. are served breakfast in 
bed. 

In the case of romantics, 
they can slip away to seclud¬ 
ed tables in the garden. 

No ordinary continental 
breakfast is this. It consists 
of banana slices floating in 
orange juice, assorted fruits 


and homemade muffins, 
pumpkin bread and Danish 
pastries. 

Part of the deal at Old 
Monterey Inn is a sherry- 
and-erackers party hosted 
by the proprietors at five 
o’clock each afternoon. 

Gene and Ann Swett 
bought their old mansion 10 
years ago as a private home 
for themselves and their six 
children. After the kids flew 
the nest, the Swells got the 
idea of converting the resi¬ 
dence to an inn. 

Touring (he state, they 
picked up impressions at a 
string of guest houses. 

The finished product is 
among the niftiest of the lot. 
In one room a swinging bed 
hangs from the ceiling by 
chains. Books line the walls 
of another and there’s a fire¬ 
place plus a sundeck and a 
king-size bed.

For the guest who 
may have forgotten some¬ 
thing, bathroom cabinets are 
stocked with toothpaste, 
shaving cream and other toi¬ 
let articles! 

Each guest gets a key to 
the front door.

Meanwhile, next door in 
Carmel, the venerable Pine 
Inn on Ocean Avenue, con¬ 
tinues to do a lively business.

Cottages surround a shady 


courtyard with ancient oaks, 
rhododendrons, camellias, 
azaleas and roses.

Rooms at the Vagabond 
are filled with wicker, an¬ 
tique clocks, books and more 
flowers. 

On sunny mornings, 
breakfast is served in the 
patio and wine is poured in 
the afternoon.

The gutsy city that wouldn’t die

WARSAW, POLAND--No one who saw Warsaw’s old 
city at the end of the Second World War ever will forget the 
eerie, terrifying view of rubble and ruin. 

Today, what the Nazis destroyed the Poles have re¬ 
built. 

The first day of the war—Sept. 1, 1939—marked for 
Poland the beginning of five terror-filled years of Nazi 
occuqarion. At dawn, the first German bombs began 
ralnirrjfover the city. 

In the summer of 1941, Adolph Hitler, enraged that 
an insurrection had erupted in Warsaw, ordered the Pol¬ 
ish capital razed. When liberation came, Jan. 17,1945, 70 per 
cent of housing, industrial establishments and health ser¬ 
vices, 95 per cent of all movie houses and theatres, and all 
bridges across the Vistula River had been blown up or set 
afire. 

TODAY THE OLD CITY STANDS exactly as it did 
before the war, one of the loveliest spots in Europe. Some of 
the engineers and architects who directed the national ef¬ 
fort of reconstruction have explained how it was done. 

The wanton bombing In the first days of the war had 
convinced the city planners that the capital might suffer 
extensive damage. There also was evidence that Ger¬ 
man demolition experts had been sent to Warsaw to study 
the swiftest way to wipe the historical part of Warsaw 
from the map. 

“Warschau—die neue deutsche Stadt,” as it later was 
learned, was a project devised by Nazi urbanists for a 
German city of 100,000 inhabitants to be erected on the 
ruins of the Polish capital. 

Suspicion turned to certainty when Hitler’s intentions 
concerning Poland became known. Germany would incorpo¬ 
rate the industrial regions of Upper Silesia'. The rest of the 
country, being Inhabited by an "inferior people," was to 
lose its national identity and become exclusively agricul¬ 
tural, to feed the Third Reich. 

IMPLICIT IN THIS DECISION was the destruction of 


whatever represented Poland’s heritage. Warsaw was to 
cease being a capital and become a relatively small provin-’ 
clal city. 

It was fortunate that thousands of documents, Includ¬ 
ing detailed house plans and photographs of the city, had 
been kept in the national archives. The material was se¬ 
cretly transferred to the caves of a church some 100 
miles from the capital. The Germans never learned of 
its existence. 

Already under the occupation, the clandestine govern¬ 
ment had debated what to do with Warsaw. Would it not be 
more rational to erect a modem city on the ruins of the 
old? The idea was quickly rejected. The Poles were in¬ 
transigent about rebuilding the national identity the Ger¬ 
mans had sought to destroy. 

On Feb. 1, 1945, a mere two weeks after liberation, the 
newly established Polish government decided that the 
capital’s historical quarters were to be re-erected exactly 
as they once stood. 

IT WAS A RASH DECISION, taken as the city lay under 
a thick cover of snow, and the full extent of the damage 
remained unknown. Poles from all over the country 
came to help clear the ruins. 

“The wave of enthusiasm that swept over Poland after 
the liberation made an impossible job possible,” said 
Prof. Stanislaw Lorentz, an architect who directed the 
work. 

"I wonder if at a later time a similar miracle would 
have been accomplished,” he added. 

The few outer walls left standing were preserved and 
original pieces of stone ornament and stucco reused 
where possible. 

The thousands of detailed plans hidden away enabled 
the architects to redraw a blueprint for each house. 

The new blueprints took five years to do. In 1950 the 
work of reconstruction began, fhcluding the building of a 


tunnel under the old quarters to reroute all traffic. This area 
was thus preserved for pedestrians only. 

THE RECONSTRUCTION OF THE OLD city was com¬ 
pleted by 1954. 

One more decision remained to be taken: Was the 
royal castle—left in a heap of rubble by Hitler—to be 
rebuilt? 

In January 1971 the decision was made to rebuild. A 
civic committee was formed with every shade of opinion 
represented. Once again the paramount consideration had 
been the Poles’ determination to cling to their history. 

“A country like ours that was so often occupied and 
destroyed understands the necessity of preserving a na¬ 
tional Identity,” an architect stated. 

Money poured in from all over the country. Poles 
abroad, mostly in the United States, have contributed $75 - 
000 so far. 

More than 4,000 fragments from the rooms were fished 
out of the ruins and set aside. All these authentic pieces 
later were incorporated where they originally had be¬ 
longed. 


NEARLY 100 ARCHITECTS WERE PUT to work. They 
drew 20,000 blueprints. Each floor, each room, was rebuilt 
according to the traditional methods; exactly the same 
material was used as in the original. 

The castle now stands as it was when first completed in 
the 18th century. 

Much work still remains to he done on the interior. But 
some 100 of the 350 rooms are ready and open to the public. 
It will take another two years to finish the job. 

Fortunately, Instead of destroying the contents of the 
castle, the Nazis had removed them to Germany, where they 
were later found and brought back to Warsaw. The castle 
stands as a museum for the preservation of some important 
works of art.

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Coast jewels not so exclusive 
as life becomes ‘affordable’

LOS ANGELES, 
CALIF.-Their names 
alone tell the image, the 
reality and the pattern. 

La Jolla. San Clemente. 
Laguna Beach. Malibu. 
Santa Barbara. Carmel. 
Mendocino. 

They are jewels on the 
California coast—cities 
that afford splendid 
views of the ocean and a 
comfortable seaside life¬ 
style for those who can 
affort it. 

While there are some 
communities where the 
average homeowner lives 
modestly, the California 
coast is for the most part 
a magnet for the wealthy 
and a nice place to visit 
for those not as fortu¬ 
nate. 

Taking authority from 
the Coastal Act of 1976 to 
“protect, encourage and 
where feasible provide 


housing opportunities” 
for low-and moderate-in- 
come wage earners, the 
California Coastal Com¬ 
mission is working to 
alter the pattern of exclu¬ 
sivity. While just surfac¬ 
ing in many communi¬ 
ties, it is an effort that is 
certain to stir heated de¬ 
bate. 

Last summer, the 
Coastal Commission 
adopted guidelines that 
specified what conditions 
must be met before build¬ 
ings within the coastal 
zone can be converted to 
condominiums. In order 
to obtain the permit to 
convert, the developer 
must make one-third of 
the units “affordable.” 
That means the price 
must be within reach of 
prospective owners who 
earn from 50 per cent to 
120 per cent of the aver¬ 


age median income in the 
state. 

To prevent owners 
from making quick 
profits, the units will be 
bought by local housing 
authorities when the 
owners move and will be 
resold at a price corre¬ 
sponding to the percent¬ 
age increase in median 
income since the original 
purchase. 

“Over time,” coastal 
planner Steve Horn said, 
“a unit that is affordable 
to a family earning 90 per 
cent of the median in¬ 
come will stay that way. 

The Coastal Commis¬ 
sion has also considered 
standards for new hous¬ 
ing. It is likely the com¬ 
mission will recommend 
that 25 per cent of the new 
housing be made avail¬ 
able to low-and moder¬ 
ate-income families. No 
such standard will be set 


for new rental construc¬ 
tion, however. 

The Coastal Commis¬ 
sion believes that the po¬ 
licies are economically 
feasible, thereby meeting 
the mandate of the Coast¬ 
al Act, since federal sub¬ 
sidies to developers who 
build the cheaper units 
will ensure the deve¬ 
loper’s profit. In many 
cases, in fact, such pro¬ 
jects are lucrative. No 
federal subsidies are in¬ 
volved in condominium 
conversion, however, and 
developers may squawk 
over those guidelines. 

The main objection is 
likely to come from those 
already living in coastal 
cities who simply want to 
close the door. 

The League of Califor¬ 
nia Cities is expected to 
work through the state 
legislature this year to 
stop the commission from 


dabbling in housing 
issues. 

Many coastal commun 
ties will insist that they are 
doing their best to protect 
the fragile coast, that public 
beaches and parks afford an 
opportunity for others to. 
visit the coast, that taxpayei 
money should not be used to. 
subsidize any such effort anu 
that the guidelines require 
more development and, 
therefore, more trouble foi 
the delicate coastal environ-.' 
ment. 

The Coastal Commission 
disagrees. “We can protect 
the environment without 
being elitist,” said Don 
Neuwirth, coastal access 
program manager at the 
commission. 

To date, the guidelines 
have produced just 300 units 
for low-and moderate-in¬ 
come owners, but the com¬ 
mission expects that figure 
to climb rapidly. Without 
such guidelines, Horn said, 
the coast will “continue to 
degenerate in the direction 
of more affluent housing.”

Curb needed 
on deficit , 
roars Crosbie 


REGINA (CP) — Finance minister John Crosbie un¬ 
leashed his Newfoundland wit on a packed chamber of 
commerce luncheon Saturday, lambasting the opposition 
parties and calling on Canadians to face economic facts. 

Sporting a red, white and blue tie with the word “vote” 
embossed on it, the St. John's MP called the Liber¬ 
als "the potluck party” because if they are elected, 
Canadians would not know what they would get for a 
government. 

To free Canadian interest rales from the influence of 
the United States, the country’s deficit must be brought 
under control, he said. If Canada will do what is re¬ 
quired now, it can be self-sufficient in energy in the 
1990s and enjoy an economic position which no other coun¬ 
try could equal. 

LIBERAL LEADER Pierre Trudeau is reminiscent of 
the old radio program The Shadow who had “the power 
to obscure men’s minds and become invisible,” Crosbie 
said. 

Trudeau’s resignation as Liberal leader and subse¬ 
quent decision to lead thO party because no one else 
could amounted to the unfit asking the fit to quit being fit 
and elect the unfit because only the unfit arc fit to gov¬ 
ern Canada. "This gives me the fits and it’s the pits," he 
to3ld the audience. 

He called the NDP a rump group which cannot govern 
and represents only chaos because it will let no one else 
govern. He referred to NDP leader Ed Broadbcnt as 
Broadbluff and the Moonbeams - “a man who would 
not have to live up tq the promises he was making and 
a party that wanted an election every full moon.” 

EARLIER SATURDAY, on a radio open line show, Cros¬ 
bie said Canadians had to be “shocked” into conserving 
gasoline with an 18-cent increase in the excise tax. He 
said the election will decide whether Canadians can ac¬ 
cept a realistic approach to economic problems. 

Crosbic’s luncheon speech rejected criticism that his 
budget was either regressive or failed to stimulate the 
economy. He pointed to an energy tax credit for lower 
income earners and a mortgage interest and property 
tax credit, both of which he said were stimulative. 

If deficit financing is so good, he asked, why had 
Canada not enjoyed full employment while the Liberals 
ran up a deficit of $46.5 billion in the last six years.

Oil spill dangers a major issue 


OTTAWA (CP) —Fears of 
oil spills in British Columbia 
waters are almost certain to 
be a major Issue In the Feb. 
18 election campaign this 
week because of renewed 
support for tankers moving 
Alaskan oil into Juan de 
Fuca Strait. 

The prospect of new tank¬ 
er traffic increased last 
week when U.S. President 
Jimmy CarteV endorsed 
plans by Northern Tier Pipe- 
ine Co. of Seattle to move 
i he oil to port facilities to be 
iocated in Washington 
across the strait from Vic¬ 
toria. 

Prime Minister Clark says 
he doubts the plan will ever 
become a reality and threw 
his support behind a compet¬ 
ing proposal from Trans 
Mountain Pipe Line Co. Ltd. 


of \ ancouver. That plan 
would see similar docking 
facilities built in Washing¬ 
ton. 

Clark and his Conserva¬ 
tive government have been 
under fire from their politi¬ 
cal opponents for months for 
not pushing hard enough for 
a third alternative from 
Foothills Oil Pipe Line Ltd. 
of Calgary. 

Foothills proposed an all¬ 
land route through Canada to 
get the oil to its ultimate 
destinations in the U.S. Mid¬ 
west. 

Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau lost little time renew¬ 
ing his criticism of the Clark 
government while cam¬ 
paigning in Vancouver Fri¬ 
day and Saturday. 

Trudeau is unlikely to let 
the Issue die. and Clark and 


New Democratic leader Ed 
Broadbent will no doubt be 
prepared to get back into the 
fray when they resume their 
campaigns this week. 

Two studies for the federal 
government—one released 
in 1972 and other last year- 
made somewhat similar pre¬ 
dictions about the possibility 
of future spills from tankers 
carrying Alaskan oil. 

The most recent study, 
done by the ship safety 
branch of the Canadian 
Coast Guard, said there was 
a 75-per-cent probability of 
an oil spill in Juan de Fuca 
Strait every 20 years if the 
U.S. proceeds with plans to 
move Alaskan oil to Wash¬ 
ington by tanker. 

The report says such spills 
could have considerable im¬ 
pacts on coastal population 


centres On Vancouver Island 
and the Lower Mainland. 

Since that report was is¬ 
sued, however, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment has insisted that 
any new tanker traffic be 
required to dock at new faci¬ 
lities proposed for near Port 
Angeles. 

Clark says this proposed 
"hookup” would reduce the 
risk of oil spills. 

Tankers already go 
through the strait to get to 
Puget Sound refinery docks. 
Under the hookup system, 
oil for those refineries as 
well as Alaskan oil destined 
for the Midwest would go 
only as far as Port Angeles 
and be moved from there by 
pipeline. 

Supporters of the hookup 
say it could make the risk of 
an oil spill less than under 
existing arrangments.

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Political fireworks will explode tonight

OTTAWA — The real cam¬ 
paign fireworks explode lo- 
nighl. 

On television screens 
across the nation, carica¬ 
tures of former Liberal cabi¬ 
net ministers will flash, one 
after another, in a haunting 
litany: John Turner, Donald 
Macdonald. Iona Campag- 
nolo, Barney Danson, Otto 
Lang, Speaker James 
Jerome—all "not running 
again.” Then the punch line: 
‘-'If you vote Liberal, you get 
Pierre Trudeau—and noth¬ 
ing else.” 

THE SKIRMISHES are 

over in campaign 1980. It’s 
brass-knuckle time. And the 
underdog Tories, battered 
by the polls, are nonetheless 
buttressed by the notion that 
these potent ads. their cabi¬ 
net team and Prime Minister 
Joe Clark's new campaign 
tactics can stem the ap 
parent voter swing toward 
the once-banished Liberals. 

In any other Canadian 
campaign, that Tory opti 
mism could be viewed as 
proverbial straw-grasping. 
They’re trailing badly in the 
polls and have a scant four 
and a half weeks to reverse 
the trend. Their leader is 
widely viewed as incompe¬ 
tent ans a» the central cam¬ 
paign issue. Their move to¬ 
ward high energy prices has 
clearly irked an inflation-ob¬ 
sessed electorate. And their 
message of temporary lough 
times on the road to recovery 
is not grabbing headlines on 
tlte national news. 

BIT THE VOTERS are 

clearly volatile this time out. 
They're unhappy with just 
about every choice. And the 
Tories have a notion that if 
they can turn the spotlight 
back on reclusive Liberal 
leader Pierre Trudeau and 
promote the image of "Clark 
and His Team,” while wag¬ 
ing a relentless local cam¬ 
paign. they can lure the way¬ 
ward switchers back to the 
fold. 

Most of their hope rests on 


the national ad campaign. 
Five ads — stage one of the 
four week package — will 
begin tomorrow night and 
will feature a full-scale at¬ 
tack on Trudeau, with a 
bleak portrait of his broken 
promises, Jhe effects of his 
reign, his arrogance and his 
lack of a team. Tory strate¬ 
gists say that these ads will 
run until the prospect of Tru¬ 
deau as prime minister ap¬ 
pears to penetrate voter 
awareness as an issue. 

“WE'VE GOT TO get the 
-focus back on Trudeau — 
turn him into an issue again 
and remind the voters why 
they threw the Liberals out 
last May,” Tory party na¬ 
tional director Paul Curley 
said in an interview. 

The Conservatives say 
their polls indicate that Ca¬ 
nadians are open to appeals 
that the Clark government 
never received a "fair 
chance” and to the idea of 
change. Naturally, that 
means that Clark will be ar¬ 
guing that 47 days of Parlia¬ 
ment was scant time to re¬ 
verse Liberal trends and 
that the defeated budget was 
barely the beginning of a 
move towards energy self- 
sufficiency and financial re¬ 
straint. 

THE POLLSTERS are 
warning the Tories, how¬ 
ever, that this grim message 
will scarcely grab headlines 
when Afghanistan is erupt¬ 
ing and other parties are 
dangling catchy new pro¬ 
grams. 

So, unlike the last cam¬ 
paign when Clark centred his 
events and his announce¬ 
ments on the national elec¬ 
tronic media, the leader will 
now be confronting his large 
crowds at night and working 
local hot-line and public af¬ 
fairs programs during the 
day The local media — 
usually brushed off with a 
friendly handshake — will be 
smothered with attention. 

"THE LIBERALS have 
nowhere to go but down,” 
Curley insists,” The Liberal

Party — not Trudeau — has 
been riding a high and that 
high continued right through 
the first week of January 
because no one was focusing 
on the election. 

“Now people are taking a 
good look. And they see Tru¬ 
deau with no platform and no 
team and they see Clark tak¬ 
ing his tase to the people — 
and he’s reaching a lot of 
people these days.” 

THE CONSERVATIVES 
hope that Clark's sessions 
with the voters will dispel the 
widespread charge that he is 
incompetent: They feel that 
if voters actually see him 
and hear him fielding ques¬ 
tions and taking strong 
stands, they will be reas¬ 
sured. 

At the same time, the Tory 
cabinet team is fanning out 
across the country. Externa) 
Affairs Minister Flora Mac¬ 
Donald, House Leader 
Walter Baker, Finance Min¬ 
ister John Crosbie, Agricul¬ 
ture Minister John Wise, Fit- 
ness Minister Steve 
Paproski, Transport Minis¬ 
ter Don Mazankowski and 
International Trade Minis¬ 
ter Michael Wilson have 
been let loose on the unsu¬ 
specting nation. Superstar 
Crosbie will actually devote 
the next three weeks to tour¬ 
ing every major city in cru¬ 
cial Ontario. 

CONSERVATIVE strate 
gists say their polls pinpoint 
Trudeau’s lack of a strong 
team as his major campaign 
weakness. And Tory minis¬ 
ters are flying across the 
nation to drive that point 
home. They are also on the 
road to explain the energy 
issue and, in particular, the 
proposed 18-cents-a-gallon 
gasoline excise tax — which 


has become the Conserva¬ 
tives’ albatross. 

The Tories say their polls 
show that the major voter 
worry is inflation and that 
when questioned, these 
voters specify their concern 
about high energy prices. 


They do not make the link 
between high prices and as¬ 
sured supplies. 

CURLEY SAYS that both 
the ministers and Clark are 
going to be selling this link, 
arguing that Canada cannot 


depend on the graciousness 
of Venezuela, Mexico and 
other OPEC nations. He says 
that Clark will argue that 
increased revenue from 
higher prices will be plunged 
into energy-related projects 
— not into general revenue. 


AND HE SAYS that Clark 
will begin to ridicule a Tru¬ 
deau pledge that oil prices 
will not climb to drastic 
heights with the argument 
that this means an incresed 
deficit. 

“We’ve got to focus that 


message—that link between 
prices and supply — where it 
will be listened to — on the 
local medid — and Clark is 
really getting out into the 
areas,” says Curley. 

“Thinks are starting to 
come our way.”

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Economy big 
for Trudeau

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
state of the Canadian econ¬ 
omy will probably determine 
how long Pierre Trudeau 
stays on as party leader if 
the Liberals win the Feb. 18 
federal election, says Allan 
MacEachen.. 

MacEachen, a former Lib¬ 
eral cabinet minister and 
party House leader in the 
last Commons, said in an 
interview taped for broad¬ 
cast today on CTV's Ques¬ 
tion Period he expects Tru¬ 
deau to lead the party for two 
or three years. 

“Time certainly would not 
be my test of how long he 
ought to stay ... It would be 
the state of the country and 
how far we’ve gone in solv¬ 
ing some of the current prob¬ 
lems.” 

Trudeau had announced 
last November he was going 
lo give up the leadership, but 
changed his mind after the 
defeat of the government 
and the election call. 

Trudeau himself had indi¬ 


cated that he would stay on 
for several years rather than 
several months if he is cho¬ 
sen to form a new govern¬ 
ment. 

MacEachen said recent 
reports that he had used the 
defeat of the Progressive 
Conservative government as 
a means of keeping Trudeau 
on as leader contained a 
good deal of fiction. 

“I’ll tell you what hap¬ 
pened insofar as I’m con¬ 
cerned. It is very uncompli¬ 
cated . . . We heard the 
budget, we didn't like It, we 
decided to oppose it and we 
reached that decision at cau¬ 
cus. 

"I assumed personally 
that if Mr. Trudeau stood up 
and led us in the vote that 
night that he—we had all- 
made a decision.” 

MacEachen said he inter¬ 
preted Trudeau’s lead in the 
vote against the government 
as a sign that he wanted to 
remain as leader.

Gallup poll asks 
of Quebec issues 


TORONTO (UPC) — Quebecers are better-informed but 
less concerned than other Canadians about Premier Rene 
Levessquc’s proposals for sovereignty-association, the la¬ 
test Gallup poll shows. 

The survey, released Saturday a week ahead of sched¬ 
ule, found that 67 per cent of Quebecers were aware of the 
Parti Quebecois’ white paper laying out the party's scheme 
for a sovereign Quebec with close financial links to Can¬ 
ada. 

By contrast, only 31 per cent from the rest of Canada said 
they had seen or heard anything about the white paper. 

But of those who were aware, a substantial 27 per cent of 
Quebec residents, compared to only seven per cent from the 
other provinces, said they were unfamiliar with the details or 
had no reaction. 

Those Quebecers with opinions on the white paper split 
fairly evenly, with 15 per cent expressing approval, 19 
per cent reacting negatively and five percent saying they 
were neutral. 

English Canadians, on the other hand, were strongly 
opposed to the scheme with 20 per cent opposed, two per cent 
in favor and two per cent saying they were neutral. 

The survey also showed a plan giving special status 
within Confederation to Quebec would be better received by 
Quebecers than when they were last asked the question in 
1977. 

The survey was based on in-home interviews with 1,012 
voting-age Canadians last December.

“A couple of 
phrases that are now abso¬ 
lute musts for any reviewer 
(of books, records, movies, 
concerts, whatever) are 
"laid back" and "off-the- 
wall.” These expressions 
are current badges of con¬ 
temporaneity, but they both¬ 
er me (aside from their over- 
use) because I really don't 
know exactly what they 




mean or where they came 
from.” 

Mitchell has also had it 
with what he calls “the feed¬ 
back OK.” “Turn on your TV 
to almost any program 
where someone is trying to 
explain a ‘concept’ and you 
will find him injecting an 
‘OK’ every few words, ap¬ 
parently to determine if the 
listener is still awake' or has 
followed him to that point. 
After a few sentences the 
listener’s attention is more 
taken up with-the expecta 
tion of those little 'OK’s than 
with the subject mat¬ 
ter . . .” 

Roberta Wagner has had it 
(and where did "had it” 
come from) with “at that 
point in time,” which she 
says she would “banish 
forthwith” if she could. 

To Virginia Booz the 
“daily horror” is what she 
calls “the I-she-he syn¬ 
drome,” whose victims say 
such things as “between he 
and I,” when they should say 
“between him and me.” This 
strange solecism has be¬ 
come a commonplace, she 
notes, especially among 
newscasters, teachers, pub 
lie speakers and politicians, 
whom we might expect to be 
fastidious in their gram¬ 
mar. 

“Last week a client looked 
me straight in the eye,” she 
recalls, “leaned “forward 
with a satisfied look of com¬ 
plete confidence and said, 
‘Will you send it to I’ ”, 

I am very sensitive to this 
daily horror, but I have no 


hope that it can be stopped. I 
wrote a plaintive piece 
against it a year or two ago; 
more recently John Simon, 
the erudite language- 
watcher for Esquire, wrote 
an entire column on “be¬ 
tween you and I" and its 
cousins, virtually demand¬ 
ing that it be wiped out, and 
urging us decent people to hit 
strangers on the head with 
our umbrellas when we hear 
them say it. Alas, neither his 
outcry nor mine, nor thme of 
the ma'ny others wi^ind 
this blunder unbearable, 
have diminished its use one 
whit (a whit being “the 
smallest part or particle 
imaginable.") 

Of course the reason for 
the proliferation of "be¬ 
tween he and I,” especially 
among newscasters and 
others who are making a 
special effort to speak cor¬ 
rectly, is that as children 
they were probably rapped 
on the knuckles for saying 
"it is me,” which is a natural 
and idiomatic usage, and 
ever since then they, have 
had a vague notion that 
"me," "him” and “us” are 
in every case illiterate. 

But who am I to complain? 
I can’t stand the use of "I" 
when ‘‘me” is correct, but I 
often say “me,” and deli¬ 
berately. when, technically 
speaking, “I" itHjbrrecl. For 
example: "It is mg.” But 
“between he and I" is a pre¬ 
tentious error. Its author has 
stepped out of his vernacular 
to use what he mistakenly 
imagines is more elegant 


speech. At least “it is me” is 
idiomatic and honest. 

An even more curious 
trend is the growing use of 
"as” when "like” would In¬ 
correct. Like the "he-she-l" 
syndrome, this is especially 
prevalent among sportscas- 
ters, and for the same rea-. 
son,! suspect. As a result of 
the protest of grammarians 
against "Winstons taste 
good like a cigarette 
should," they think "like" 
must be an illiteracy, w rong 
in every context: so. when 
they’re on the air, their 
every word going out to 80 
million people, they try*to 
play it safe by avoiding 
“like" altogether. 

“It was the Winstons- 
taste-good syndrome that 
caused Dick F.nberg to sayf in 
a recent NFL playoff game, 
i believe it was, "It looksas 
if a first down": and later. 
“It looks to be a first down." 
both times awkwardly 
avoiding the correct "like,” 
which in ordinary circum¬ 
stances he would almost cer¬ 
tainly say. 

Will any good come of all 
these protests? No way. Not 
even hopefully. Not at this 
point in time. Everyone is 
too laid back to learn gram 
mar. But surely, you know, if 
we can send a man to the 
moon we can. you know , 
eliminate “between he and 
she." 

Meanwhile, keep sending 
those letters to I. OK? Even 
if it looks as if a hopeless 
cause. 
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WASHINGTON-As more 
and more women join the ' 
work force, it follows that 
many of them are getting the 
key to the corporate wash¬ 
room.

against other beliefs. A group that cuts 
itself off from such dialogue eventual¬ 
ly becomes smug and stupid and in¬ 
capable of defending its own beliefs 
except by dogma. 

Ideas must compete in the public 
arena, just as athletes must, if they 
are to remain vital instead of inert, 
flexible and not rigid. This is what St. 
Paul meant when he enjoined us to 
“Test all things; hold fast to that 
which is good." 

You really don't know your own 
religion until you can grasp both the 
similarities and the differences be¬ 
tween it and other creeds; just as 
one does not know one’s own language 
fully until he at least has the rudi¬ 
ments of a foreign tongue. 

Every church should have a half- 
dozen "outside" speakers a year, and 
as outside as it can get, from Ad¬ 
ventists to Zen Buddhists and back 

to wake up the congregation, and 


promote some of the ecumenism we 
talk about, but you can also learn 
something at the same time. At the 
very least, you learn a new set of 
pious platitudes; at hest, you get a 
deeper dimension of the religious im¬ 
pulse and a broader sense of what tics 
us together. 

I think that even humanists, ag¬ 
nostics and atheists—if they have 
something pertinent to say—should be 
encouraged to address congregations 
and then to engage in dialogue. Often, 
they know more about religion and bib¬ 
lical history than the docile devout, 
and can serve an astringent function in 
sprinkling icy water on sleepy faces. 

The church that bars its pulpit to 
an “outsider" is closing its heart as- 
well as its mind. Freedom to speak 
means little without the comparable 
willingness to listen; and freedonvof 
religion should mean more than llic 

drummer.

The precinct caucuses 
begin about 8 p.m., when 
5,000 precinct committee 
chairmen — roughly one for 
each party in each of Iowa's 
2.531 precincts — issue calls 
to order. 

THE POSITION Iowa oc¬ 
cupies in the nominating pro 
cess, taking much of the 
spotlight New Hampshire 
has enjoyed in previous 
presidential years, has led to 
some misunderstanding of 
the caucuses. 

Delegates to the 1980 Dem¬ 
ocratic and Republican con¬ 
ventions will not be elected 
Monday night. 

The caucuses have only- 
two functions — the election 
of precinct leaders and coun¬ 
ty convention delegates. 

AT THE PRECINCT level, 
delegates are elected to the 
next phase of Iowa's four- 
part selection process — 
conventions in each of the 
state's 99 counties. At the 
county level, delegates to 
district and state conven¬ 
tions are chosen. 

It is at these conventions 
later on that national con¬ 
vention delegates will be 
elected. 

Participating in the cau¬ 
cuses is much more complex 
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than finding the way to the 
polling place, entering (he 
voting booth and pulling the 
lever for the candidate of 
one’s choice. 

IT TAKES anywhere from 
30 minutes to Three or four 
hours to take part in the 
process, without secret bal¬ 
lots to protect participants 
from occasionally bitter 
political infighting. The cau¬ 
cuses arc usually dominated 
by party activists. 

What happens Monday 
night mayor may not reflect 
the voles which Iowans will 
cast at the two national con¬ 
ventions next summer. 

BUT ANY candidate who 
does well enough to claim 
victory can grab an impor¬ 
tant psychological edge that 
can produce organizational 
momentum, increased press 
coverage and improved 
fund-raising ability weeks 
before the first major pri¬ 
mary in New Hampshire. 

Jimmy Carter’s Iowa win 
four years ago as an obscure 
former Georgia governor is 
given much of the credit for 
getting his 1976 campaign off 
the ground. 

"IS IOWA going to replace 
New Hampshire? I don't 
know'yet.” said Senator 
Howard Bakerof Tennessee, 
hoping to get a boost for his 
campaign for the Republi¬ 
can nomination. 

"But I’ll tell you, the peo¬ 
ple in Iowa have more lever¬ 
age in selecting a president 
than anyone else in the coun¬ 
try. And depending on what 
happens here Jan. 21, that 
astronomical power could be 
held for a long time.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — There is no loophole in the 
province’s $200 million mortgage scheme which could 
lead to United States lumber and plywood products being 
dumped in B.C.. Finance Minister Hugh Curtis said Satur¬ 
day. 

He denied statements by New Democratic leader David 
Barrett that the mortgage program regulations were 
changed to require that only 50 per cent of materials 
used in the new hoijies must originate and be manufac¬ 
tured in B.C.. rather than 100 pej- cent. 

BARRETT SAID THIS WOULD defeat the program’s 
purpose to stimulate housing starts and a demand for B.C. 
forest products and would lead to the dumping of U.S. prod¬ 
ucts. 

“I can’t understand what would have led Mr. Barrett 
to misunderstand this important fact,” Curtis said. “It may 
be, being as fair as possible, that he came across some early 
drafts of material sent out by the B.C. Central Credit Union 
to various credit unions around the province.” 

THE B.C. CENTRAL CREDIT Union was given respon¬ 
sibility for distributing the mortgage money which has 
an interest rate of 9 % per cent in the first year. 

“The fact of the matter is that from the inception of the 
program, from the very first moment that we started put¬ 
ting it together until still now, it’s quite clear that B.C. 
forest products must be used,” Curtis said.

TORONTO (CP) — Canada is pulling out of a 
sports exchange agreement with the Soviet Union, in¬ 
cluding the Izvestia hockey tournament, wrestling, 
swimming and gymnastic competitions. 

The announcement came Saturday in a speech by 
Steve Paproski, federal minister of fitness and ama¬ 
teur sport to a Polish-Canadian group, who cited the 
Soviet Union’s recent military activities in Afghanis¬ 
tan as the reason for the decision. 

As a prelude to the announcement, Paproski told 
his audience that “Canada is not at this time aonsider- 
ing withdrawing from the Olympic Games in Mos¬ 
cow.” 

Under the agreement, signed last Dec. 7, four 
Canadian wrestlers were to have competed in a 
freestyle tournament at Tbilisi, Jan. 25-27; six gym¬ 
nasts were to have entered meets in Moscow, March 
30-April 1, and Riga, April 3-5; five divers were to 
have travelled to Minsk for an international event 
March 15-16; and 30 per- 
solfe were authorized to 
represent Canada at the 
annual Izvestia hockey ' 
tournament ip Moscow, 

Dec. 14-23. 

In turn, 10 Soviet skaters 
were to compete in Skate 
Canada at Calgary. Russian 
hockey teams were to play 
Canadian amateur clubs 
next December, 30 swim¬ 
mers were to compete in 
Vancouver in August and 10 
entries were slated to appear 
at the Canada Cup judo 
matches in Quebec City in 
October.

No peril, Yugoslavs insist 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (UPI) - 
Speculation that Yugoslavia will fall 
under Soviet domination after the 
death of President Josip Broz Tito bas 
angered Yugoslav officials, who insist 
their country “is not another Afghan¬ 
istan.” 

The consensus among officials, 
commentators and foreign diplomats 
is that the considerations which 
prompted the Soviet Union to invade 
Hungary in 1956, Czechoslovakia in 
1968 and Afghanistan in 1979 are not 
applicable to Yugoslavia in 1980. 

“Why would the Soviets invade? 
They certainly would need a pretext of 
some kind to go in, and Tito’s death 
would not be that. If they did go in, it 
would be naked aggression, and far 
more naked than in Afghanistan,” 
said one Western diplomat stationed in 
Belgrade. 


But the fact the speculation persists 
underscores a fear that a generation of 
Yugoslavs have grown up with—a 
fear that, far from being dispelled by 
all manner of denials, gnaws deeper 
with every new medical bulletin on 
their ailing 87-year-old leader’s 
health. 

Postwar independent Yugoslavia 
has never known any leader than Tito. 
The question of transition has no 
precedent and uneasy thoughts of the 
future are clouded by uncomfortable 
memories of the past, such as when 
Russia’s Josef Stalin once boasted that 
he could “shake my little finger and 
there will be no more T-ito." 

Tito defied Stalin and broke with the 
Soviet bloc in 1948. He helped found the 
non-aligned movement in 1961, steer¬ 
ing not only Yugoslavia but other na¬ 
tions away from the Soviet orbit. 


Relations between Belgrade and 
Moscow have had their ups and downs 
and the Yugoslavs strongly denounced 
the invasions of Hungary and Czecho¬ 
slovakia. 

It was after the Czech invasion that 
Tito instituted the “all-peoples” civil 
defence mechanism which involves 
every man, woman and child and 
bases itself on the guerrilla tactics 
Tito and his partisans successfully 
used against the Nazis. 

A senior Yugoslav government 
source said, “Yugoslavia is not Afgh¬ 
anistan. It is Europe and the stockpile 
of weapons and strategic balance is 
much different." 

Still, Yugoslavs worried that the 
Kremlin still has designs on Yugosla¬ 
via, for its warm water Adriatic ports 
among the other reasons.

In Tehran, Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr, a member of the 
Iranian Revolutionary Coun¬ 
cil who last week warned of a 
potential Soviet threat to 
Iran, rejected on Saturday 
any offer of an alliance with 
the United States to repel 
it.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
William Douglas, who dur¬ 
ing a record 36 years as a 
U.S. Supreme Court justice 
maintained as his goal tak¬ 
ing “the government off the 
backs of the people,” died 
Saturday. He was 81. 

Douglas, who retired from 
the country’s highest court 
in 1975 following a paralys¬ 
ing stroke, entered hospital 
Christmas Eve with serious 
lung and kidney ailments. 

The outspoken and indi¬ 
vidualistic Dduglas consis¬ 
tently championed the rights 
of all to speak their minds. 
He was praised as a legal 
giant and attacked as a dan¬ 
gerous radical. 

His personal life also 
aroused controversy. He was 
married four times. He 
spoke out on issues—par¬ 
ticularly the environment— 
rather than retreating be¬ 
hind the solemnity of the 
court. There were three 
separate attempt to impeach 
him. 

President Carter ordered 
flags at federal institutions 
to fly at half-mast in honor of 
Douglas, saying of the for¬ 
mer justice: "Individual 
freedom in this country had 
no mightier champion.” 

Appointed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1939, Douglas had by the 
time of his retirement 
served with more than a 
third of the 99 other justices 
who ever sat on the Supreme 
Court. 

For much of his career, he 
was an articulate and pro¬ 
lific dissenter as his views 
often differed from those of 
his more" conservative 
peers. 

But in the 1960s, Douglas 
became a spiritual leader of 
the court's then liberal ma¬ 
jority—and the rights of the 
individual often won over the 
concerns of government or 
big business. 

“The purpose of the Con¬ 
stitution and the Bill of 
Rights, unlike more recent 
models promoting a welfare 
state, was to take the govern¬ 
ment off the backs of the 
people," Douglas wrote. 

In his court career, Doug¬ 
las wrote 532 dissents, 181 
during his last four years on 
the bench, when more con¬ 
servative judges had again 
been appointed to the court. 

He was the author of 21 
books, but saved his most 
fervent writing for court 
opinions on freedom of ex¬ 
pression. the right of privacy 
and the environment.

“A censor can always find 
what he’s looking for,” 
Douglas once wrote. In an¬ 
other opinion, he said: “The 
First Amendment (of the 
Constitution) says, ’Con¬ 
gress shall pass no law 
abridging freedom of speech 
or press.’ I take it to mean 
what it says.” 

A court official said funer¬ 
al services for Douglas 
would be held Wednesday in 
the National Presbyterian 
Church here. Douglas will be 
buried in Arlington National 
Cemetery, close to the grave 
of another Supreme Court 
justice, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 

Born in Minnesota in 1898, 
Douglas grew up in Yakima, 
Wash., where he overcame 
the vestiges of childhood 
polio by hiking in the Cas¬ 
cade Mountains. He taught 
school in Yakima after gra¬ 
duating from Whitman Col¬ 
lege in Walla Walla. He then 
studied law at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, practised in New 
York City and taught law at 
Columbia and Yale. 

In 1934, he became a law¬ 
yer for the U.S. Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
in Washington, and later was 
SEC chairman. 

In 1944 and 1948, Douglas 
was considered as a vice- 
presidential nominee. He re¬ 
sisted efforts to run him as a 
Democratic candidate for 
president in 1952. 

Douglas was first married 


Douglas's fourth marriage 
set off calls for an investiga¬ 
tion of his character and for 
his impeachment. There had 
also been an impeachment 
attempt in 1953, and Gerald 
Ford, then Republican lead¬ 
er of the- House of Repre¬ 
sentative, pushed unsuc¬ 
cessfully for Douglas’ 
removal in 1970.

Meanwhile, directors of 
Courtonay-Comox Chamber 
of Commerce also have reaf¬ 
firmed their support of the 
17th Street bridge crossing in 
Courtenay. 

They have also agreed to 
urge citizens to write to 
Fraser, indicating their sup¬ 
port, and directors will also 
re-emphasize the chamber 
support by letter. 

In addition, the chamber 
will be placing petition 
sheets in various downtown 
locations, which will allow 
people to sign their names. 

The chamber voted to sup¬ 
port the 17th Street crossing 
some months ago and the 
directors’ decision was sup¬ 
ported at a general meeting 
of the membership. 

The chamber has also re¬ 
ceived unanimous support 
from both Courtenay and 
Comox councils for the pro¬ 
posal to hire a full-time man¬ 
ager.

- -^Girls here want to get married a 
lot younger. New Zealand has a 
much slower, easier lifestyle,” she 
told the Colonist. 

She attended Cowichan senior 
high school during her stay, taking 
courses from woodworking to com¬ 
munity recreation. 

She said the New Zealand school 
system is much stricter than Can¬ 
ada’s, with students required to 
wear uniforms most of the time. 

School is held from February to 
December and when the summer 
vacation arrives, young people, 
unlike their Canadian counter¬ 
parts, relax at the beach rather 
than scrambling for summer 
jobs. 


“It’s our summer down there, 
and I’ll have several weeks to work 
on my tan before school com¬ 
mences later in February.” 

Kaikohe is located on New Zea¬ 
land’s North Island, with a semi- 
tropical climate and warm, sandy 
beaches. 

Kaikohe became the sister city of 
Duncan about 15 years ago, mainly 
due to the efforts of the then-Dun- 
can mayor Jack Dobson and his 
Kaikohe counterpart Pip Wil¬ 
liams. 

Williams, in common with most 
New Zealand males, was a staunch 
rugby enthusiast and donated sev¬ 
eral Maori-carved trophies to the 
Cowichan Rugby Club, as well as 
presenting the city with a beauti¬ 
fully-carved plaque. 

During a trip across Canada, 
where she got as far east as Winni¬ 
peg, Corrine was most impressed 
by the Rocky Mountains and Mt. 
Robson in particular. 

“I also managed to go skating 
and only fell down three times, the 
last time out," she said. 

Corrine said that food is much 
cheaper in New Zealand, but gas 
was about $2 a gallon. 

However, she said, New Zea¬ 
landers are not Showed to drive 
their cars on one day a week. The 
choice of which day is left up to the 
individual.

Mueller, of Switzerland was 
4th and Podborski 8th. 

“I can think of all sorts of 
places where I lost two-hun¬ 
dredths of a second," Read 
said. "In the Minschkante, ; 
which I got perfectly yester¬ 
day and did well in training, I 
was a little bit off on the 
pre-jump and really flew. I 
was way up in the air and 
really had to get on the turn 
after that. Where I think I 
lost it was at the end here 
where I made all my time 
yesterday. I came in better 
to the first turn but in the 
second turn I wasn't on it as 
much as I was yesterday. 
That’s where the two-hun¬ 
dredths went." 

On Eriday, Read was the 
best oivthe last 24 seconds of 
the 4,260-metre long course 
by four-tenths of a second. 
Saturday he was only 
twenty-six one-hundredths 
of a second faster. . 

At the first intermediate 
Podborski stood 2nd, 
Mueller 6th, and Read 11th. 
At the second interval 
Mueller had advanced to 
first place, Podborski re¬ 
mained 2nd. and Read was 
5th. 

"I made a mistake at a 
bump on the upper section 
and nearly fell, and I did not 
take the final “S” bend well 
as I did yesterday,” Read 
said. 

"I missed a good chance to 
win today, and I will have to 
win at Chamonix next week 
and Peter will have to finish 
lower than third if I am to 
realize my dream of being 
the first North American to 
win the World Cup downhill 
title." 

Podborski’s third was his 
best result of the season. 

Despite excellent training 
times since the beginning of 
the season Podborski had 
trouble making it to the fin¬ 
ish on race day. At Val 
D’lsere, Pra Loup, and Kitz- 
buehel, he recorded the fas¬ 
test first intermediate times 
before falling. 

His last fall resulted in a 
bruised ankle and back and 
this hampered his perfor¬ 
mances in training for Satur¬ 
day's race. 

Other Canadian results 
had Dave Murray of Abbots¬ 
ford, finishing 19th in 2:33.56. 
Robin McLeish of Kanata, 
Ont., was 42nd in 2:38.59 
while Mike Irwin of Calgary 
missed a gate and was eli¬ 
minated. 


In the over all World Cup 
standings Andreas Wenzel, 
of Liechtenstein is first with 
110 points. Ingemar Sten 
mark, of Sweden is second 
with 93, Mueller is third with 
87 and Read is 4th with 79. 

In the downhill standings 
Mueller leads with 96 points. 
Read is second with 81 and 
Erik Haaker, of Norway is 


third with 64. Podborski is 
10th with 23 points. 

Because skiers are only 
allowed to count their best 
five results in each disci: 
pline Read has a good 
chance of overtaking 
Mueller for the World Cup 
downhill title. 

"Next week's race at Cha 
monix is the last downhill," 


Read said. "Mathematically 
I can catch him. If I’m first 
and he’s second we tie, or if 
I'm second and he’s third we 
tie. But if he's ahead of meat 
Chamonix then it’s his.” 

Read won the last World 
Cup downhill to have been 
held at Chamonix in Febru 
ary of 1978 and Murray 
placed second.

CAMPAIGN 

Economy big 
for Trudeau 




OTTAWA (CP) — The 
stale of the Canadian econ¬ 
omy will probably determine 
how long Pierre Trudeau 
stays on as party leader if 
the Liberals win the Feb. 18 
federal election, says Allan 
MacEachen. • 

MacEachen, a former Lib¬ 
eral cabinet minister and 
party House ieader in the 
last Commons, said in an 
interview taped for broad¬ 
cast today on CTV’s Ques 
tion Period he expects Tru¬ 
deau to lead the party for two 
or three years. 

“Time certainly would not 
be my test of how long he 
ought to stay ... It would be 
the state of the country and 
how far we've gone in solv¬ 
ing some of the current prob¬ 
lems." 

Trudeau had announced 
last November he was going 
to give up the leadership, but 
changed his mind after the 
defeat of the government 
and the election call. 

Trudeau himself had indi¬ 


cated that he would stay on 
for several years rather than 
several months if he is cho¬ 
sen to form a new govern¬ 
ment. 

MacEachen said recent 
reports that he had used the 
defeat of the Progressive 
Conservative government as 
a means of keeping Trudeau 
on as leader contained a 
good deal of fiction. 

‘'I'll tell you what hap¬ 
pened insofar as I’m con¬ 
cerned. It is very uncompli- 
catcd ... We heard the 
budget, we didn't like it, we 
decided to oppose it and we 
reached that decision at cau¬ 
cus. 

"I assumed personally 
that if Mr. Trudeau stood up 
and led us in the vote that 
night that he—we had all- 
made a decision.” 

MacEachen said he inter¬ 
preted Trudeau's lead in the 
vote against the government 
as a sign that he wanted to 
remain as leader.

She moved with her parents in 1886 to live on 
the Cowichan Bay flats off Tzhouhaiem Road. 
There, except for one interval of a year and a 
half, she lived the rest of he life until her death in 
1969. 


EDIE’S MOTHER was one of those who in¬ 
spired the founding of the King’s Daughters Hospi¬ 
tal at Duncan, and her father was the first presi¬ 
dent of the Hospital Board. The hospital 
administered to the needs of the Cowichan area 
for 55 years. 

In 1900 Edie’s father built on the Cowichan Bay 
property a large, handsome house set in spacious 
gardens, the whole forming one of the show places 
of the Cowichan District for many years. The 
house still stands, a relic of the gracious living of 
the early years of this century when house parties 
and parlor games were popular and visitors from 
distant places like Victoria and Vancouver, would 
be expected to stay overnight. 


TO THIS HOUSE in the early days came a 
steady stream of visitors whose names are a 
veritable catalogue of well known families of Van¬ 
couver Island — Livingstons, Falls, Marriners, 
Corfields, Mutters, Leakeys, Tyrwhitt-Drakes, 
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McTavishes, Wilsons, Pembertons — one cannot 
list them all. 

Those from out of the district would disem¬ 
bark from the Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway at 
Duncan's Station and be met by horse and buggy 
for transport on the winding dirt road to the 
Cowichan Bay Flats. 

Ail her life, Edie talked of "Duncan’s." — the 
name early settlers used before the incorporation 
of the City in 1912. 

In 1896, at the age of 14, Edie started her Pig 
Book. Visitors to her home would be asked to 
sketch a pig on,a slip of paper and then sign their 
names. 

Although such sketches may sometimes have 
been done during parties, with visitors possibly 
blindfolded, Edie used her pigs as mementos of 
visits, for she pasted them in an indexed volume. 
When travelling, she took the Pig Book with her, as 
far afield as England and Georgia, for friends 
and relations in those places have contributed 
their pigs. 

WHAT A FASCINATING collection it is. Pigs 
fat, lean, small, large, smug, arrogant; pigs ram¬ 
pant, others passant; one smokes a pipe; one pig is 
from Texas. And how fascinating to see the 
signatures of well-known persons on their general¬ 
ly poorly drawn pigs. 

Robert Service has left his pig. He lived just 
down the road from Edie, on the farm of 
G. T. Corfield, who has also left his pig. Neither pig 
is particularly good-looking.

TWO OF THE BEST are Edie’s own pig, dated 
Feb. 7,1896, and that of E. O. S. Scholefield, later 
the Provincial Archivist and well-known historian. 

But perhaps the artistic accolade must go to the 
pigs of S. Hadwen and W. N. Musgrave. 

Amongst the pigs of the notables, however, is 
Charlotte's pig — Charlotte the companion and 
maid who served the Maitland-Dougall family for 
more than 60 years. 

But Edie gave up the pigs on her first marriage 
in 1906 when she married an American and moved 
to Wisconsin. It was an unhappy union. She missed 
Cowichan and her home on the river flats and she 
returned after 18 months. 

In 1921 she married George Share, a well-born 
Englishman of great charm and little money. They 
turned to agriculture and brought the property at 
Cowichan Bay into intensive use, becoming well- 
known for their asparagus crops before the last 
war. The marriage, an immensely successful and 
happy one, ended with George's death in 1959. 

EDIE CONTINUED to live in her old home. 
Many residents will remember her familiar figure 
on the streets of Duncan; always wearing a long 
flowing green or yellow dress with a floppy S 
broad-rimmed hat of the same color, with beads f 
and bracelets, also green or yellow, in profusion. 

She looked as if she had just come from haunts 
of coot and fern. And indeed she had a passion for 
gardening and a love of her property past which 
the Cowichan River wound where, in a quiet reach, 
she and her beloved George had moored their boat 
in which they had done so much cruising. 

HER SENSE of humor was her principal 
characteristic. She knew how to laugh. Her humor 
was not malicious, although the foibles of human 
nature always amused her, but it was simple, 
innocent, and spontaneous. 

Her Pig Book speaks to us of those seemingly 
halcyon days of the Cowichan District when the 
arrival of a train was the big event of the day; when 
people on Saturdays rowed f rom Salt Spring Island 
to play tennis at the South Cowichan Lawn Tennis 
Club; when people went to St. Peter's Church 
twice on Sundays and when the streams were full 
of fish and the woods plentiful with game.

However, the 
majority of the competitions are packed into 
summer months.

CHILDREN'S RACES are now held as part of 
the program and the age limit ranges from three to 
15. Little barrel courses and shorter races are run 
with juniors, the younger children participating 
with a parent. 

Despite the single men who turn out and 
usually bring a girlfriend, four-wheeling has be¬ 
come an inexpensive family sport, especially for 
those who like outdoor life. 

John, an oil burner mechanic, who was born in 
Holland, was the first to get hooked on four-wheel¬ 
ers. He dubbed his army Jeep, The Flying Dutch¬ 
man, equipping it with roil cage, harnesses, fire 
extinguishers and extra safety features. 

Wendy, who was born in Newfoundland, didn't 
think she was going to like the sport but went on to 


become top w oman four-wheeler of British Colum¬ 
bia. She has kept that title over the past several 
years until late in 1979 when motherhood curtailed 

her activities.

“JOHN BELIEVED it was possible to build a 
Jeep that was unbreakable,” Wendy explained, 
and that is what he has done, ensured against 
breakdown. 

His 1952 Jeep has carried him to so many 
victories that his trophies take up the better part 
of a room along with Wendy’s. John now runs a 
modified Chevy four cylinder motor in the Jeep 
and plans to put on an aluminum body.

RAISING MONEY for the Heart Fund was an 
accomplishment of one group, the Victoria Four- 
Wheelers Association, through collection of entry 
fees from a racing event. Another group took a 
number of handicapped children on a four-wheel¬ 
ing outing. Again, the Victoria Four-Wheelers 
once staged a mass cleanup of a local lagoon, 
enabling Victorians to enjoy it for walks and 
picnics. 

Rallies are especially popular with families.

Kids, dogs and adults are all 
sharing in a great outdoor adventure, getting away 
from their routine. But one thing to keep in mind, 
engines in four-wheelers run without mufflers. 
The din is a blast. 

So what is happening next in four-wheeling? 
Here is a suggestion. Why not take to the byways 
and join the Mud Race, slated soon with the Port 
Albemi group? 

Wendy and John now have a son, Vincent. At 16 
months, he won a Participant Ribbon, sitting on his 
father's lap in a rally. Freedom Four-Wheelers is 
bound to make headlines, having the youngest van 
Schaik trucking it up the side of some mountain 
one of these days.

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HORSE-EVENTING is a way of life for most Victoria horse owners ana 
one especially popular event is a Pace Ride ... a relaxing trailride, fun and 
easy for riders and their horses. 

Riders usually pair off; mothers ride with daughters or sons, fathers ride 
with sons or daughters, girlfriends ride with boyfriends, friends with friends, 
but some ride alone. To be enjoyed are easy conversation, easy riding, and the 
relaxing quality of the outdoors. 

A PACE RIDE MAY BE organized almost any time of the year and it is an 
event open to any horserider in any age group. 

A person, club, or organization Involved with horseback riding may 
organize a Pace Ride to earn money for their particular club or organization. 
Entrance fees are about $5 for a pair of riders or {2.50 for a single rider. 

Entrants ride or trailer their horses to the site selected for the Pace 
Ride. There, a food concession is set up (which includes apples for the horses) 
and a sociable day results with participants doing what they like best — 
riding.

PARTNERS LINE L'P at a starting gate and horses and riders leave for 
the trail every five minutes, timed by officials from the start of the ride 
until they come out at the end of the trail. 

There is a hidden winning time for the ride which has been pre-timed and 
pre-paced along the trail by officials. Time is about 1^ hours, and markers 
have been set up along the trail indicating when to walk, trot, or canter a 
horse. 

Winners of the event are those finishing the ride closest to the hidden 
time. And there is a prize for slowest finisher, as well. 


PRIZES VARY AND COULD BE anything from a bag of oats and apples 
to a 50-pound bag of carrots. &

Imagine, if you can, a 
2,000-mile journey, through 
unfamiliar country, on ancient 
winding roads, so narrow, that 
passing vehicles are scraping 
the hedges on both sides of the 
road. 

For Britons, this is a normal part of life, and no 
hazard at all, but for Canadians, used to spacious 
highways with wide shoulders, it is a traumatic 
experience that tests the mettle of the soul. 

ADD TO THE HAZARD, a small under¬ 
powered car hauling a trailer, and driving on the 
wrong side of a road? liberally sprinkled with 
“roundabouts,” the British sfihjtHute for traffic 
lights. 

Add also a literally endless stream of mon¬ 
strous trucks, all completely familiar with the 
terrain, and all travelling at top speed, and you 
have some idea of the fortitude required to survive 
30 days of such travel. Especially with gasoline 
more than $2.50 a gallon and sometimes hard to 
get! 

In spite of this our group of 35 vehicles had no 
serious accidents, and the few scrapes that did 
occur amounted to no more than eight English 
pounds a vehicle in group insurance costs. What 
were we doing there in the first place? 


WE WERE THE LUCKY members of the 
Travel Trailer Clubs of B.C. and Alberta, who were 
able to accept the invitation from the Camping 
Club of Great Britain and Ireland, to visit them, in 
return for the visit their club made to us in Canada 
in September, 1977, 

We represented the Dogwood Trailer Club of 
Victoria, and were the only members lucky enough 
to be able to arrange this.trip at this time. Our trip 
co-ordinator for Britain, was Les Goodwin, former 
chairman of the Camping Club of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and now business manager for the 
group, which had a membership in 1978 of 177,90*9 
members. 

Our group was so large, that several times we

camped on race courses, to avoid overcrowding 
the smaller fully utilized campgrounds. Naturally, 
since these were not designed as campgrounds, the 
facilities were minimal, but adequate, as of course • 
each trailer unit was reasonably self-sufficient. 

At the two larger fully-equipped campgrounds 
of Chertsey and Blair Atholl, we worked the 
showers and laundry overtime catching up on our 
washing needs. 

WHATEVER WE MAY have lacked in conve¬ 
nience or comfort, was more than balanced by the 
magnificent hospitality arranged everywhere for 
us by the club directors, and by the friendliness of 
all the ordinary people we came in contact with.

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Most outstanding of all was the hospitality of 
Northern Ireland atrLarne, where club members, 
returning from a weekend outing assembled their 
rigs in the town campground and gave us the use of 
them for two nights. 

Not only that, but when we arrived, at about 7 
p.m. what did we find, but a beautiful supper all 
prepared for us by the owners of the trailer we 
were borrowing. Greater love hath no camper than 
this, that he lend out his rig to another—especially 
an unknown other. 

Our particular hosts were John and Rene 
Gibson, and their son Ian. They will be our friends 
forever. When we hear about the horrors in 
Northern Ireland, we shall think about them, about 
the beauty of their country, and about the farewell 
“Hooley” they threw for us, complete with enter¬ 
tainment, folk dancing, fabulous food and fantas¬ 
tic good fun, all with not a drop to drink, and none 
needed. 

TO BEGIN OUR TRIP we arrived at Gatwick 
Airport, at 2 p.m. dog-tired after a 16-hour journey. 
We were met by Les Goodwin and his man Friday, 
Ron Tilly, who, with their wives, accompanied us 
throughout the tour, dovetailing all the arrange¬ 
ments with our own wagonmasters, Bill Cran, for 
B.C., and Don Smith, for Alberta. 

From Gatwick, only 30 miles from the metro¬ 
polis of London, we were bussed through a tunnel 
of green trees; surrounded by green fields, to 
Chertsey, our first campground, on the banks of 
the River Thames. Green trees, green fields, white 
swans, grey skies and gentle rain, in a gentle 
countryside. 

Wherever we went that is what we saw, a 
peaceful countryside, decorated in every imagin¬ 
able shade of green, with accents Of grazing sheep 
and weathered buildings, both large and small, 
half hidden in the trees, and edged with flowering 
perfumed May trees, flamboyant rhododendrons 
and carpets of bluebells. 

FROM CHERTSEY we ventured forth on our 
first day out through the cathedral town of Salis¬ 
bury, past the ancient Druid site of Stonehenge, 
and on to the city of Bath, where the Romans built 
their famous baths in the first century AD and 
which form part of the museum complex today. 

Our 35 vehicles straggled into a campsite, five 
miles west of Bath, hidden down a tiny lane, which 
could be found by “turning right at the Wheat- 
sheaf”, an equally tiny pub. 

We had all been lost a number of times, the 
drivers could be immediately spotted by hair 
standing permanently on end, and the navigators 
were bleary-eyed and incoherent, but none was 
without strenth enough to partake of the welcome 
"nice cup of tea" and delicious home-baked goo¬ 
dies that the members of that district camping 
club had provided for us. 

OUR EVENING, as guests of the Legion in the 
nearby village of Corston, was a resounding suc¬ 
cess, except that our vehicle was the first out of the 
parking lot and everybody followed us, in the 
mistaken belief that we knew our way back to 
camp. 

By the grace of St. Anthony, we arrived with no 
more than two wrong turnings. 

Next day we drove to picturesque Wales 
through the ancient city of Chester, laid out by the 
Romans, and added to, decade by decade, in a 
variety of beautiful antique styles.

Then on to Ruthin Castle and back into medie¬ 
val days, complete with food, drink and songs of 
the times. Then on through the soft and lovely Hills 
of Northern Wales to Kilkerran, in Scotland, the 
beautiful estate of Sir Charles and Lady Ferguson, 
who inherited this mansion in a run-down condi¬ 
tion, and are expending all their energies to 
restore it to its original state. Probably begun 
about 1721, this house was modified many times, 
but the ancient trees, planted in 1775, have grown 
each year bigger and more beautiful just as nature 
planned them. They were, without exception, the 
most gorgeous collection of trees we saw and that 
in a country renowned for magnificent trees. 

FROM KILKERRAN we were bussed to 
Stranrear for our trip to Ireland. Stranrear gave 
its name to the famous flying boats, so valuable as 
reconnaissance planes in the Second World War, 
and to B.C. in particular, because they played an 
important part in opening up the northern coastal 
regions of our province. 

Our trip to Ireland was superb in every way 
and on our return to Kilkerran to pick up our 
vehicles, we were invited to dinner in the mansion, 
where Sir Charles and Lady Ferguson were 
charming, friendly hosts. 

Kilkerran is one of many country estates that 
have made a part of their grounds available to the 
Camping Club of Great Britain and Ireland, and it 
was a delight to ail of us to spend a few days among 
the gorgeous gardens, the velvet lawns, the sheep- 
dotted pasture lands and the ancient outbuildings 
of a vanished lifestyle. 

From Kilkerran we drove along the shores of 
Loch Lomond to Blair Atholl, another castle estate 
near the picturesque village of Pitlochry, famed 
for its uniquely-crafted Scottish woollens, far bel¬ 
ter than any we saw elsewhere. 

AT THIS POINT, we took a little bonus, and 
drove up to Nairn on the Solway Firth to visit my 
cousin. Brigadier George Andrews of the Seaforth 
Highlanders. We were amazed to spot among his 
treasures, a picture of himself taken with our ow n 
Lieutenant-Governor Bell-Irving, who visited him 
recently. Its a small world, after all. 

We rejoined the group in Edinburgh, where we 
got so thoroughly lost that we finally arrived at the 
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campsite with a police escort, not with its sirens 
going I'm glad to say. 

SCOTLAND IS a land alone, there is no other 
liice it. It creeps into your heart and leaves a 
permanent mark. Its history intrigues you, its 
songs haunt you, its people remind you of their 
homeland, no matter in what strange comer of the 
globe you may meet them. You wave it farewell 
with regret, with tears in your eyes and the 
strains of “Will ye no come back again" in your 
ears. 

AND SO TO YORK, a city built by the Romans 
in 71 AD as a centre from which to conquer the 
stubborn North. The ancient walls, built and 
rebuilt several times, surround the city. A walk¬ 
way runs along the top at exactly the right height 
for the defenders to shoot through the slits. The 
Ouse and the Foss Rivers amble through the town, 
and York Minster, the finest Gothic cathedral in all 
England, stands in majestic splendor, just as it has 
since its completion in 1472. 

In the welcome rain-free evening we walked 
the walls, looking down on twisted streets, the 
boats and bathers in the river, and the carefully- 
guarded ruins of one of the oldest and largest 
hospitals, built in medieval times. 

We saw the sun set over the timbered 15th 
century St. Williams College, turning the orna¬ 
mental spires of the Minster to gold. 

WE THOUGHT that nothing could compare 
with York, but then we came to Worcester, in the 
Cotswolds, and to Stratford-on-Avon, the heart of 
Shakespeare country. We were surfeited with 
history and beauty. 

Each lap of the journey took us through 
country with a different character, but all of it too 
green and lush, too manicured and unpeopled to be 
believed. 

With a country only four times the size of 
Vancouver Island, how do they accommodate a 
population 50 times as large, and still manage to 
appearas if hardly anybody lived there? Except ill 
the cities. There the houses stretch away in long 
continuous rows, and yards, as we know them are 
non-existent. 

This accounts for Britain’s huge number of 
campers. To get away from the crowded city, into 
a wide open field, where green things grow and

children are free to run, is the nearest thing to 
heaven available in Britain today. 

WHICH BRINGS US back to Stratford-on- 
Avon, where our Canadian contingent was the 
guest of honor at a regional rally which drew 1,100 
rigs and 3,500 people. 

Our 35 units arrived in convoy at 3:30 p.m. to be 
given an unforgettable ceremonial welcome, com¬ 
plete with bands, speeches, dignitaries and ex¬ 
changes of gifts. 

The organization of this rally was terrific, not 
the least of it being that all the organizers were 
dressed to represent Shakespearian characters, 
including our own Les and Joan Goodwin. 

The entertainment was continuous from noon 
to night and included a disco for the young people, 
folk dancing, cabaret, mock horse racing, the 
roasting of a whole ox and a magnificent display 
by the Melton Mowbry Toy Soldiers Band, who 
marched and manoeuvred in the dark, with their 
helmets, cuff belts and shoes lit up like Christmas 
tree lights. 

IT WAS A MASTERPIECE of skill and show¬ 
manship. Not the least remarkable feature of the 
whole event, was the behavior of the hundreds of 
children. They were everywhere, taking part in 
everything, and not a push or a shout among the 
lot. They were interested in everything and cour¬ 
teous to everyone. Perhaps, in the crowded cities 
of Great Britain, considertion for others is. a 
prerequisite of survival. 

Goodbye Stratford, Hello Chertsey. Here we 
are back where we began, with four magic days, 
by bus to London before we take off again for 
Canada. 

London, as we saw it, with the most superb of 
guides and the most exciting climax of lunch in the 
House of Commons, was an adventure all in 
itself. 

TO SEE GREAT BRITAIN this way was a 
unique experience. Caravans Abroad and the 
Camping Club of Great Britain and Ireland look 
forward to further visitors from Canada. If you 
are tough enough to rough it a bit, in exchange foi 
real adventure in another world, take a camping 
trip in Great Britain and have yourself a “TRIP

The tarragon fries crispy in this sauce. (“It 
should have a very loud taste,” Meneau said. It 
does — sharp and pleasant as a contrast to the 
creamy, rather bland chicken.) 

The chicken breastjs broiled quickly, napped 
with the butter-lemon sauce and served with the 
browned Jerusalem artichokes. 

THERE’S A LOT OF GOOD technique in the 
second recipe, for cooking fish on a bed of vege¬ 
tables (called a “Mirepoix”). 

Meneau cooked together a mixture of chopped 
’carrot, leek, onion and shallot. Measurements 
aren't important, just cut up enough to form an 
inch or so deep layer in the baking pan. 

The Mirepoix protects the fish from the direct 
heat of the pan, while giving it the perfume of the 
vegetables. 

POISSON BARSILIC 
(Fish with Basil) 

Two to three pounds fish in thick fillets 

Shallots 

Butter 

Two truffles (optional) 

Whipping cream 

Fish stock (fish or chicken) 

Fresh basil 

Chopped fresh tomatoes

1 medium potato, peeled and cooked 
% cup flour 
1 Ibtp. baking powder

Rice or mash potato and set aside. In large bowl, stir together flour, baking powder and 
salt. With pastry cutter or two knives used scissor-fashion, cut in morgorme. Stir in potato, 
then milk, blending lightly with fork. Spoon in 12 mounds on non-stick cookie sheet. Bake 
at 400 degrees F for 15 to 20 minutes, or until golden brown. Mokes 12 biscuits. 


Make the Mirepoix by melting about three- 
fourths stick of butter in a saucepan. Put in enough 
diced carrot, leek, onion and shallot (fennel is 
good, too) to make about a one-inch layer in the 
fish-cooking pan, and cook until the vegetables 
release their juices. 

Layer the Mirepoix in baking dish. Place the 
fish over the top (Meneau used sea bass). Heat 
over and stove top burner until the vegetables are 
hot, then cover with oil and bake in 350-degree oven 
until the fish is puffy and supple but still moist. 
(“It should resist the touch," Meneau said.) 

Meneau prepared this velvety, but still quite 
light, sauce. 

The»sauce in essence, was two shallots, 
coarsely chopped, a tiny daub of glace of beef (you 
can find it in some gourmet shops, and there’s a 


frozen product available: it’s essentially beef 
stock, cooked until quite thick), a soup ladle of 
stock, two whole truffles, sliced (at $100 a pound in 
France — more here — you can leave them out), 
and one pint of whipping cream. 

Bring to a boil once, then lower the heat (“to 
let the cream mature," Meneau said). 

At that point put in about one cup chopped 
tomatoes and one cup chopped fresh basil. 

It simmers a few minutes, then is strained 
through a sieve. If you’ve added truffles, fish them 
out and use them on the finished dish. 

After straining the sauce, keep it hot over a 
low flame. Right before serving, stir in about one 
cup chopped tomatoes, which will just heat 
through in the sauce. 

Serve over baked fish. 

That’s enough sauce to easily serve eight. 
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The little ones learned to 
write and draw, older ones did 
homework and, during bad 
weather, it kept all of them 
entertained for hours. (Also 
their playmates.)

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If the old schoolhouse could speak what tales it might 
unfold of Quatsino's burgeoning life in the early days of this 
century. It played its part in our family's destiny for it was the 
school that prompted our move from Winter Harbor to 


Quatsino in 1905.

Quatsino's Old Schoolhouse 


Buit on a hill above 
Berg’s Bay the old Quatsino 
schoolhouse commands a view 
of almost the entire length of 
Quatsi.no Sound. Its original 
log structure, shingled over 
long ago, now with the addition 
of a small porch and bell tower, 
is Quatsino’s Anglican church 
of St. Olaf. 

In its early years the schoolhouse had many 
lives, first as school, then church, social hall and 
even courthouse. 

RECENTLY I VISITED my old schoolhouse 
and looked in vain for remains of the hollow stump 
just outside its door. Here, during recess or 
noon time, we perched on its narrow seat-like rim 
and proclaimed what we would do when we were 
grownups. 

When I was in the primer class George Nord¬ 
strom, a local resident, taught school for a short 
while. Then teachers were sent out from England, 
first Miss Maddox, then Miss Yarwood. 

At the beginning of each school day we stood 
beside our desks and repealed the Lord's 
Prayer. 

At the day’s close, Miss Yarwood taught us 
romantic little songs such as Gentle Zitella. the 
Wandering (broom selling) Bavarian, as well as 
hymns. 

When Nelson Keith from New Brunswick 
came to teach, some of the girls including myself, 
refused to take part in janitorial work we had done 
for onr women teachers. But my sister and her pal. 
Gertrude Pilling, rallied to his support and the 
dissidents accepted the inevitable. 

WHEN I OUTGREW the little desk of the 
primer class I shared a larger double desk. Soon 
scribblers, pencils, pens and ink replaced our 
slates, slate wipers and water bottles. 

I fondly remember my Rubifoam water bottle 
with sprinkler cork. Rubifoam was then a popular 
tooth-cleansing liquid. 

With the advent of scribblers the screech o 
slate pencils on slates no longer pierced our ears 
and scribblers provided silent communication be¬ 
tween my desk mate and me. 

With hasty sketches and furtive whispers we 
kept each other abreast of our weekend activi¬ 
ties. 

Now surrounding trees and bushes have re¬ 
claimed much of the yard where we played round¬ 
ers and anti-I-over, the latter while not popular 
with the school board or teachers, was a constant 
challenge for only the bigger pupils could pitch the 
ball over the roof without hitting a window. 
Everyone took part in rounders, tag, hide-and- 
seek, and run sheep run, but the boys scorned sissy 
games of London Bridge, skip to malou. oranges 
and lemons, Sally go round the sun and wallflow¬ 
ers. 


EVERYONE TRIED their skill in skipping 
double ropes. Crack the whip was more enjoyable 
for the older pupils than for its younger members 
of which I was one. We were always relegated to 
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the whip's tail and while we took some hard falls, 
we had no thought of forsaking its hazards. 

Behind the school a narrow path lead down to a 
little meandering creek. A bridge of rough-hewn 
logs spanned its placid, weed-choked surface. 
Upstream a sturdy, new plank bridge of the wagon 
road also crossed it. 

Both bridges were favorite playgrounds and at 
both the sluggish stream spread into shallow frog 
pools. In them we discovered the black specks in 
the jelly-like masses were the eyes of coming 
pollywogs. 

When I was introduced to school at five years 
old girls sat on one side of the room, boys on the 
other. Later we were segregated by class instead 
of sex and, if you were the girl wearing pigtails and 
seated in front of Dick Pilling’s desk, your pigtail 
usually wound up in Dick's inkwell. 

DID THE GHOST of the old sail maker really 
haunt the schoolhouse? We had no proof of it, but 
Jiked to scare ourselves into thinking so. 

* Going to and from school we passed the little 
white picket fence enclosing the sail maker's 
grave on the hill near the waterfall. It was 
overgrown in a few years and forgotten. We were 
told a sailing ship anchored in Berg’s Bay so that 
its crew might bury the sail maker. They laid his 
body, wrapped in sail cloth, in the hall of the school 
while they dug his grave. Whether he died by 
accident or of old age I never knew, but they said 
he was an old man. 

Even for us at school steamboat days were 
special days. The CPR Steamer Tees caljed at 
Quatsino every 10 days. We knew the day, but 
never the hour of her arrival. 

Steamboat day at school was a day of innu¬ 
merable excuses to leave the room for we all 
competed for the honor of being the first to sight 
the steamer’s smoke miles down the Sound. 

If the Tees docked at noon or recess we could, 
by short-cuts be down at the government wharf in 
minutes. 

EVEN ON NON-STEAMER days we spent 
occasional noon hours on the government wharf. 
Through the spaces between its planking we could 
watch the perch swimming among the pilings and 
at times let down make shift, lunch-baited lines. I 
think we knew we would never catch one, or if we 
did we could never haul it up between the 
planks. 

Of all my schoolhouse memories the afternoon 
of the snake stands out most clearly. 

One lunch hour when the teacher had gone as 
usual to Evenson’s hotel for lunch, the boys 
captured a snake and stuffed it into the knot-hole of 
the wood platform under the wood-burning 
stove. 

Hopes were high it would emerge during class, 
but much to my relief that fearful moment never 
happened. Somehow the teacher learned of its 
presence and had one of the boys remove it before 
it had a chance to wander. 

ALTHOUGH WE CROSSED and recrossed the 
bridge above the waterfall every school day, the 
waterfall held a compelling fascination for me. 

Here the tiny water ouzel performed its amaz¬ 
ing feat of walking under water. Here beckoned 
the unknown beyond the bank of yellow violets and 
beaver dam visible from the bridge but far up¬ 
stream. It must have been the lure of the w aterfall 
that compelled me to play hookey one sunny 
September morning. 

On that back-to-scbool morning the air was 
still warm with summer. Not a breath of wind 


disturbed the firs, cedars or maples as we passed 
by. They seemed asleep but they did not have to 
march off to school. 

When we reached the open stretch of the 
wagon road (that never knew a wagon) downy 
'white cottonweed seeds floated dreamily about us 
as if delaying their final fall to earth. 

This was the day I decided to explore the 
waterfall wonders and before we reached the 
waterfall gate my plans were made. 

I FELL BEHIND the others. I told them my 
head ached. I was sick and wanted to go home. I 
walked homeward until they were out of sight, then 
returned to the waterfall. 

I was free. The day was mine. I would eat my 
lunch on the mossy rock in the waterfall. I would 
watch for the water ouzel and explore upstream. 
By mid-afternoon I began to feel uneasily alone in 
my ill-gotten freedom. 

With the outlaw's fear of being caught I set out 
for home. Almost within sight of it I hid behind a 
large log beside the path. When my brothers and 
sister returned from school I joined them, much to 
their surprise. 

They solemnly promised they would not betray 
my truancy and as far as I know they never did. 

WE WERE AT SCHOOL when the disastrous 
wind storm of 1909, or thereabouts, leveled mostof 
the trees on Limestone Island. 

Whether we were dismissed because of the 
storm, or if it was closing time I cannot remember. 
Always I will remember, our companion, Gertrude 
Pilling, shouting above the noise of the storm: 
“Milenium!" 

For me that awful word meant nothing less 
than the end'of the world. We opened our umbrellas 
against the lashing rain only to have them instant¬ 
ly blown inside out. 

We worked our way from the school yard to 
nearby Berg’s store where a fallen tree blocked 
our way. We crouched behind it waiting for a lull in 
the wind, then scrambled over it and managed to 
reach home. Neighbors had gathered and were 
bracing the house against being blown over. 

We had not yet moved to our new home but 
were still in our temporary little shack on the hill. 
Inside the rain streaming through closed windows 
kept mother busy mopping up. 

I WAS VERY YOUNG when the school- 
house doubled as a social hall. But I remember the 
home-made desks were removed for dances and 
put into the hall or, in summer, outdoors. Upside 
down they made cozy beds for sleeping tots and 
infants. ■=> 

For the midnight suppers sandwiches and 
cakes were usually made by mother or Mrs. 
Evanson, both excellent cooks. So I know these 
repasts were delicious indeed. 

Our Edison phonograph furnished most of the 
dance music. When its red morning glory horn 
(decorated inside with purple irises) was detached 
and the machine's cover locked in place, the 
phonograph became a portable case complete with 
handle. 

My brother Guy was usually its operator and 
since the cylinder was records were of only three 
minutes playing time, record changing and re¬ 
winding the motor were necessary. 

THINLY SHAVED candle wax or talcum 
powder prepared the floor for dancing. Between 
waltzes, polkas and square dances, local or guest 
performers entertained with songs, music or reci¬ 
tations. 

My -sister. Hazel, was often called upon to 
recite Lasca or other popular poems of the day. 
Emma Evenson sang humorous songs. Jack Noot 
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By Mary L. Lee 

accompanied on the organ by his wife often sang 
The Holy City or lighter songs such as Wait Til the 
Sun Shines, Nellie. 

Mrs. Noot, daughter of one of mother's friends 
in Victoria, also taught school for a term. • 

Mr. Sherberg, one of Quatsino’s three storekeep¬ 
ers, played the violin. His son, Henry, played the 
guitar and sang in a whispering sort of voice: She’s 
my Filipino Baby. 

Mr. Ives, a dapper little man, whom I thought 
quite old. step-danced to the flourish of his cane 
and sang Negro spirituals, often the Gospel Train 
Am A-eomin! Also humorous songs reminiscent of 
a London music hall. Obviously he had been a stage 
performer but we knew little of his background. 
When asked how he was, ge generally had “a little 
•cadache.” 

AMONG THE LOCAL entertainers, Mr. Bland 
obliged at times with a step dance or at Christmas 
time, the festive old English song: Come Landlord 
Fill the Flowing Bowl. 

Guests at dances were often captain and.crew 
of the Canadian cruiser Kestrel and later the 
Malaspina. Captain Newcome and officers were 
also guests at our home and table. And the 
splendor of gold braid and brass buttons did not 
outshine the up-to-date gowns of the young 
wdmen. 

Mother who had the skill and professional 
training of a dressmaker created dresses equal to 
any in the best fashion magazines to which she 
subscribed. 

I have never forgotten the party gowns she 
made for Hazel when she was 16 or 17: One of pastel 
pink mull with all its tiny tucks, flounces and lace 
insertions threaded with velvet baby ribbon and 
kid slippers to match the color of the gown. 

I kept the slippers long after Hazel had mar¬ 
ried and left home, but regret I did not preserve 
one of those dresses. Mother also sewed most of 
our school jumpers, blouses and pinafores. 

THE FIRST COMMUNITY Christmas party 
that I can remember was in the schoolhouse. The 
ceiling-high tree, sparkling with tinsel festoons 
was aglow with the lights of little wax candles and 
under it the Christmas wrapped packages. 

At the time Guy was perhaps 18 and scornful of 
romantic attachments. His friends, aware of his 
attitude, bought a large doll, gift-wrapped it, and 
put it under the tree for him. When Guy unwrapped 
th package he took one look and left the room, 
outside he flung doll and wrappings over the hill. 

When the schoolhouse served as a church we 
had no resident minister, but church services by 
visiting ministers were fairly frequent. One visit¬ 
ing minister I remember for the vehemence of his 
farewell message which was: Repent!.Repent! 
Repent! and in the dusk of that summer’s evening 
standks out the picture of mother holding high a 
kerosene lamp so that we might read the words of 
our hymnals. 

Eveyone seemed shocked by his farewell mes¬ 
sage. He was very young and dedicated. I think he 
returned to Ireland where he had graduated from a 
Dublin college. 

THE SCHOOLHOUSE was also witness to my 
confirmation into the Anglican Church, along with 
my two sisters, the Evenson girls and Gertrude 
Pilling. The Reverend H. Bolton was then our 
minister and Bishop Roper attended that-cere¬ 
mony in 1914. 

The schoolhouse again became part of my life 
when I returned to teach there in 1924. Now that 
well-remembered teacher’s desk was mine along 
with the small hand bell. The blackboards were 
new but the glass-front cabinet housing our school 
library and the organ were old friends. 

Precious in memory is a school-closing day in 
June. 

My pupils had gathered bouquets of wild roses 
that grew along the beach below the school and we 
set them in glass jars around the room. 

After books were put away and the last pupil 
had raced joyously on to his summer freedom, the 
room so suddenly still, was steeped in the fra¬ 
grance of wild roses. After a few years the 
schoolhouse and I parted forever. I went on to 
other fields and it became a church, a fitting fate 
fora venerable old log building whose walls enford 
so much of Quatsino's early history. 
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The modern Similkameen community of Keremeos , 
population 700 (1976), is the fourth Keremeos Valley town- 
site to bear this name. For three-quarters of a century the 
agricultural centre , midway between Princeton and Osoyoos , 
has prospered. Its predecessors were not as fortunate. 

Four Keremeos Townsites 


The'first settle¬ 
ment to be so-named, 
although it is not, 
technically speaking, 
one of the townsites 
under consideration, 
dates back to the early 
1860s when the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Co. ended 
its commercial opera¬ 
tions below the 49th 
parallel. 

Upon the conclusion of its trade 
treaty with the United States, and 
its necessary withdrawal from Fort 
Colviie, W.T., the company looked 
about for a strategically placed lo¬ 
cation north of the international 
boundary. 

A LOOK AT THE MAP showed 
the natural area to be that of “Shi- 
milkameen" and, in January, 1860, 
Chief Factor William Fraser Tol- 
mie instructed Chief Trader Angus 
Macdonald, then in charge of the 
district of Fort Colviie, to have 
Francois Deschiquette find a suit¬ 
able site. 

Deschiquette was not to get car¬ 
ried away with his assignment, how¬ 
ever; he was to be content, at least 
for a start, with building one or two 
log huts and planting a few acres of 
grain, potatoes and mixed vege¬ 
tables. 

The HBC's London directors ap¬ 
proved Tolmie's decision to re-es¬ 
tablish on the British Columbia side 
of the border and asked that the 
land, once it had been selected, be 
purchased outright from the colo¬ 
nial government. 

NEVERTHELESS two and a 
half years passed before Chief Fac¬ 
tor Dugald Mactavlsh again took up 
the mattter. 

In a letter to his counterpart at 
Fort Hope, Roderick Finlayson, he 
asked that Finlayson, who was 
about to leave for Fort Colviie, call 
at ‘‘Fort Shimilkameen" and ask 
Deschiquette what he thought to be 
the most likely site in the Similka¬ 
meen for a permanent post. 

Upon his arrival at the little 
outpost (at what is now the settle¬ 
ment of Cawston, near the junction 
of Keremeos Creek and the Similka¬ 
meen River), Finlayson found Des¬ 
chiquette to be unable to help him, 
as the trader was fatally ill. He died 
in September, with the result that 
the fort was unmanned for nine 
months. 

The following year Tolmie also 
called at Fort Similkameen. Noting 
that it was positioned within 10 
miles of the border, he was general¬ 
ly pleased with the late Deschi- 
quette’s initial choice, as “in this 
direction, a practicable, though 
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rough wagon-road from the Colum¬ 
bia River already exists and (it is) 
near to one of the two most fre¬ 
quented trails leading from Wash¬ 
ington Territory to Cariboo. . . .” 

There was no question, he de¬ 
clared, that as the population of the 
region increased, Fort Shimilka¬ 
meen would “afford an important 
outlet for British goods." 

HE DID MAKE one recommen¬ 
dation, however: that the post be 
moved three miles to a location 
more convenient to the Fort Hope- 
Fort Shepherd trail. The present 
site, he added, could be used as a 
horse-breeding station, as the In¬ 
dians of the region would be eager to 
trade their furs for HBC mounts. 

A further two years elapsed be¬ 
fore Roderick McLean completed 
the move to Fort "Keremeous." For 
some time the company continued 
to use the original name, Fort Simil- 


the post's future seemed assured. 
However, this prosperity did not 
last; only two years later the his¬ 
toric fur trading company closed 
the fort, sold off most of its assets, 
transferred the balance of stock and 
goods to Kamloops, and leased the 
post to William Lowe. 

In 1872 the post was sold to 
Messrs, Barrington Price and 
Henry Nicholson. 

The Keremeos Valley has had its 
share of colorful characters over 
the years; surely the English dandy, 
Barrington Price, was among 
them. 

Although he claimed to be the 
second cousin to the Prince of 
Wales, and it was known that he had 
squandered a royal fortune on horse 
racing in the Old Country, the Bar¬ 
rington Price who found himself in 
this isolated region m the '70s was 
down to the last of his wealth.

kameen, but, gradually, the latter 
title prevailed. In 1867 McLean was 
succeeded by John Tait and the post 
prospered. 

It was here, this same year, that 
Gold Commissioner John Hanes had 
what must have been the closest call 
of a highly colored career. 

He was at Keremeos to serve in 
the capacity of magistrate in tjje 
trial of an Indian who had been 
charged with having assualted a 
Chinese. Haynes was hearing the 
evidence when another Indian en¬ 
tered the courtroom. This man was 
carrying a rifle, had a revolver 
stuck in his belt, and was decked in 
war paint. 

BEFORE ANYONE could move . 
he grabbed an ink well and threw it 
with full force at Haynes, who then 
found himself staring into the muz¬ 
zle of the warrior's rifle. 

Haynes, with courage worthy of 
Judge Begbie, grappled him. The 
magistrate succeded in wresting 
away his rifle, at which the Indian 
grabbed for his pistol. 

At that momentHayries was as¬ 
sisted by another white man and 
together they were able to disarm 
the gunman — only to look up and 
into the barel of a rifle in the hands 
of a third Indian. 

Haynes then realized that the 
prisoner had taken off, and rushed 
outside — were he found that the 
accused assailant had even more 
rifle-toting friends. At this point 
Haynes wisely let the matter drop. 

This has to be one of the very few 
occasions when British Columbia 
frontier justice prevailed over that 
of Her Majesty. 

IN 1869 THE HBC upgraded the 
Similkameen to district status and 


With what he had left he and 
Nicholson purchased part of the old 
trading post for a stock ranch and 
erected the valley’s first, and only, 
grist mill (still standing). 

BARRINGTON PRICE and Ni¬ 
cholson apparently operated the 
mill until about 1885. when John H. 
Coulthard bought the property; the 
mill continued to serve another 10 
years. According to one oldtime 
Keremeos resident the mill wit¬ 
nessed “the last duel in Canada" in 
which Charlie Rheinhart and Cow¬ 
boy Jim shot it out in front of the 
building. Fortunately for all con¬ 
cerned, both men missed and, after, 
a drink, declared a truce. 

About 1872, Lower Keremeos, the 
first of four settlements so-named 
(discounting Fort Keremeos), was 
established to the west of what is 
now Highway 3A, near the present- 
day cemetery. 

Little is recorded of this forerun¬ 
ner to the modern Keremeos despite 
the fact that it seems to have existed 
until 1899, when its residents moved, 
lock, stock and high hopes, across 
the road to a new townsite on a 
gravelly flat adjacent to the ceme¬ 
tery and between Shuttleworth and 
Keremeos Creeks. 


THE NEW TOWN, because it 
was situated at a higher elevation 
than the old, was promptly chris¬ 
tened Upper Keremeos. Today the 
historic townsite looks like a semi- 
desert; a far cry from more than 
three-quarters of a century ago, 
when Shuttleworth Creek flowed 
high, and the lahd was lush with 
trees and was somewhat swampy. 


The Boundary Creek Times 
greeted the new arrival with enthu¬ 
siasm: “It is the centre of 20,000 
acres of the richest land in the 
province and in the hills on either 
side of the rich and beautiful valley 
are some of the largest mineral 
showings in the province. 

“Keremeos is situated on the 
Smilkameen (sic) river, at the 
mouth of Keremeos creek. It is 45 
miles from Princeton and about 15 
miles from the international bound¬ 
ary line. Then it is the natural point 
to which the mine-owners of Twenty 
Mile creek, Keremeos creek, and 
Oolala (sic) creek will come to se¬ 
cure supplies and transact business. 
Considerable has already been writ¬ 
ten of the big and promsising show¬ 
ings in the locality. Development 
work has uncovered big ledges of 
copper ore. There are also ledges of 
arsenical ifon giving high gold 
values, and on Keremeos creek, 
adjacent to the town, are two or 
three free-milling properties. 


"KEREMEOS TOWNSITE con 
tains 160 acres, all level land. The 
land has been well subdivided. The 
main street is 100 feet wide and the 
lots have a 30-foot frontage. The 
townsite is owned by a syndicate, 
represented by Geo. R. Nahlen of 
Greenwood." 

For many years the most impos¬ 
ing landmark of Upper Keremeos 
was a lage apricot tree, planted at 
the turn of the century by George 
Kirby. Originally from England, the 
Kirbys moved from Fairview in 
1899, having “pre-empted the out- 
wash of Shuttleworth Creek from 
Keremeos Creek and westward into 
the hills," well-known Penticton au¬ 
thor Eric Sismey noted in 1972. 
Kirby built a house and a store. 

• “In the opening years of the pres¬ 
ent century (Upper) Keremeos was 
quite a large settlement,” Sismey 
continued; “it rated a one-room 
school. As many as two score chil¬ 
dren are said to have attended . . . 
In addition to George Kirby's house 
and store (which also served as post 
office) in the budding settlement 
there was . . . Dave Innis’ livery 
bam, Sam McCurdy's butcher 4hop, 
Peter Bromley's smithy, Bullock- 
Webster's real estate office and a 
building posing as a hotel (owned by 
Manuel Barcelo). 

“At Pritchard's bakery the first 
loaves, no doubt, to come from the 
outdoor, beehive, rock oven were 
baked from flour miiled at the 
Barrington Price grist mill ...” A 
surveyor named Stoess also operat¬ 
ed a iand office with an assistant 
here, and there was a community 
hall. 


THE GROWING settlement was 
dealt a double blow when typhoid 
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struck the Kirbys and George Jr., 
the baby of the family, burned down 
the store while playing with 
matches. His fire insurance having 
lapsed shortly before. Kirby Sr. had 
no choice but to add a second storey 
to his home and enter the hotel 
business. 

Fortunately this latest endeavor 
proved to be highly successful, 
many of those who travelled 
through this region taking advan¬ 
tage of the warm Kirby hospital- 
uity and generous fare. 

By this time the construction of 
the Great Nothern was well under¬ 
way and Kirby, with an eye to the 
future, realized that progress would 
depend upon the railway. Conse¬ 
quently he tjpught a lot in what 
was to become the fourth and final 
Keremeos. (For a time the new 
town was referred to as Lower 
Keremeos. 

For some years, wrote Sismey, 
Kirby served as postmaster of both 
Upper Keremeos and the present 
village, where he also operated the 
Keremeos Hotel. 


KIRBY’S FORESIGHT in set¬ 
ting up shop in Keremeos, and an 
unstable water supply, spelled 
doom for the upper town, as its other 
citizens followed his example in 
moving to the railway. By 1906 the 
exodus was all but completed and 
the older town was demolished for 
its lumber. Today only the cemetery 
recalls its fleeting glory. 
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Keremeos Centre, the third set¬ 
tlement of this name to blossom in 
the fertile Keremeos Valley, was 
also situated on Highway 3A, two 
miles north of the present commu¬ 
nity. 


Keremeos Centre was built on 
’ what was then an arid flatland be¬ 
tween a swamp and the road to 
Penticton, on the head} promises of 
the mining boom which swept the 
valley in the 1890s. With the continu¬ 


ing prosperity of Hedley and Fair- 
view, and the steady traffic of 
mining men to and from these 
, camps and Penticton, several entre¬ 
preneurs decided to capitalize on 
the needs of travellers and locals. 


AMONG THE BUSINESSES 
which established here were the 
Central Hotel, a dancehall, a stable 
and a general store. Operated by the 
quaintly named Halliburton Twed- 
dle, the two-storey Central Hotel 


was a popular stopover during its 
brief career. There were other bus¬ 
inesses here as well as the single- 
storey, frame dancehall with its 
Wild West front, which stood across 
the dusty main street from the Cen¬ 
tral. 

Ironically,-Keremeos Centre was 
killed by the very prosperity which 
had given it birth. Within seven 
years the coming of the Great 
Northern meant.its end. When the 
tracks bypassed the town two miles 
to the south, its merchants moved 
their businsses to what became the 
site of modern-day Keremeos. 

Poor hotelkeeper Tweddle at¬ 
tempted to stem the tide by adver¬ 
tising an appeal to commercial 
men, tourists and landseekers; he 
offered them good food, large, airy 
and comfortable rooms—and a free 
“bus” ride to and from the railway 
connection. 


IT WAS A LOST cause and Kere¬ 
meos Centre was left to its ghosts 
and memories. 

Nothing is to be seen today of this 
once-thriving little stagecoach stop. 
The townsite is now part of a farm, 
and the only surviving sign of its 
heritage, atop a grassy knoll, is the 
headstone of John Chuckuask in 
Ashinola, who died in July, 1877. 

Despite the grave’s proximity to 
the highway, it is peaceful here; on a 
warm spring afternoon the quiet is 
enhanced by a chorus of pheas¬ 
ants.

DARLING of the STAGE 


Pauline Johnson. 
Quick now, who was 
she? If you think in 
terms of poetry you 
are on the right track, 
but if the scenes 
which flick across 
your mind depict a 
women dressed in 
buckskin shouting 
verses from atop an 
empty whiskey barrel 
in some pioneer bar- 
room, you are right 
on. 

Her verse which has survived in 
libraries and schools across the 
country never paid her more than a 
few hundred dollars. Although she 
did somewhat better from her 
prose, it was her stage career which 
earned her a livelihood. 

FROM A LIFE of near-poverty, 
following her father’s death she 
became one of the outstanding plat- 
forpj, entertainers at the turn of the 
century. She crossed and recrossed 
this country from remote fishing 
villages in Newfoundland to the wil¬ 
derness of British Columbia's Cari¬ 
boo. 

It was on their return from the 
Cariboo that Pauline and Walter 
McRaye, her agent, companion and 
probable lover, arrived one day at 
the town of Lac la Hache. They were 
implored by the townsfolk to put on 
an “entertainment" though none 
had been scheduled, and few people 
were in town. 

But Pauline consented, and a 
courier was sent out on horseback to 
round up the local ranchers, farm¬ 
ers, miners and Indians. Prices for 
the “do" were set at a dollar for 
whites, 50 cents for Indians. One 
man who came to the show said: 
"Me no Indian, me half-and-half.” 
"Seventy-five cents,” barked the 
doorman. 

AS THE PERFORMANCE was 
about to begin, up rode the premier 
of the province, Richard McBride. 
He was in the district campaigning 
in a local byelection. The crow d that 
had gathered was just what the 
politician wanted. 

So a bargain was struck. Pauline 
and McRaye entertained until 10, 
and then the crowd was harangued 
by the premier until midnight. After 
the twin bill, out came the fiddles 
and the grog and everyone danced 
until dawn — Pauline clad in a pink 
London gown, and McBride in his 
tweeds — a striking pair. Of such 
stuff w'as the life of Pauline John- 


SHE BECAME the darling of the 
stage in the heyday of the railway, 
long before radio, movies and tele¬ 
vision became the popular enter¬ 
tainments. But it was a hard life; 
most of the communities where she 
gave her shows were beyond the 
reach of rail. Like others of her 
trade — musicians, comics, jug¬ 
glers, lecturers and magicians — 
she spent long, dreary hours travel¬ 
ling by buckboard over dusty wash¬ 


board roads; lodged in dingy hotels, 
slept on hard beds and ate whatever 
food was available. 

In most of the little communities 
where she performed, her recitals 
had to be given in whatever space 
was available — barns, schools, 
church halls, grain elevators and 
tents. 

IT WAS A RUGGED life for the 


the Grand River or w riting verses in 
her upstairs bedroom. 

Though economic necessity 
forced her onto the stage, she re¬ 
mained to the end of her days a 
prolific writer of both prose and 
poetry. Today it is her poetry for 
which she is best remembered. 
Flint and Feathers, her most

once-shy girl who had been bom to a 
life of comfort and daughter of 
Indian Chief George Johnson, a dis¬ 
tinguished leader of the Six Nations. 
Often, as Pauline travelled under a 
blistering prairie sun or through the 
rain-drenched mountains of British 
Columbia, her mind must have 
flown back to those idyllic childhood 
days spent paddling her canoe along 


famous volume, still outsells any 
other book of poetry in Canada. 

OF ALL OF THE PLACES she 
visited in this country and abroad, it 
was British Columbia, and Vancou¬ 
ver in particularly, which she chose 
as her adopted home. During the 
height of her career, when she was 
the pampered darling of London 
society, she once attended the opera

with a friend. During the intermis¬ 
sion, her friend turned and asked 
where she would mqst like to be at 
that particular moment. Without 
hesitation, Pauline turned to the 
back of her program and wrote the 
first draft of The Trail to Lillooet. 
Sob of fall, and song of forest, 
come you here on haunting 
quest, 

Calling through the seas and 
silence, from God’s country of 
the west. 

Where the mountain pass is 
narrow, and the torrent white 
and strong, 

Down its rocky-throated can¬ 
yon, sings its golden throated 
song. 

Very little will ever be known 
about Pauline’s personal life be¬ 
cause her sister Evelyn and Walter 
McRaye burned all personal refer¬ 
ences in Pauline's notes and letters 
after she died. 

PAULINE JOHNSON was born 
on the Six Nations Indian Reserve, 
near Brantford, Ontario, March 10, 
1861. Her father, contrary to legend, 
was qpt a full-blooded Indian, but he 
did receive his title of chief from his 
maternal clan. Paulirie’s mother, 
Emily Howells, was an English 
woman of refined tastes. Both Pau¬ 
line's parents were well-read, cul¬ 
tured people. 

Chief Johnson’s wedding present 
to his bride was a delightful, colo¬ 
nial-style house set in a grove of 
walnut trees. Both the front and the 
back door of the house were identi¬ 
cal in design. Symbolically, one 
front faced the white man’s road, 
the other overlooked the winding. 
Grand River — "the Indian's high 

PAULINE’S MOTHER was de- 
termined to bring up her children 
with a strong pride in their Indian 
ancestory, something that in¬ 
fluenced Pauline all her life. 

Pauline's Indian name, Teka¬ 
hionwake, means the smokey haze 
of an Indian summer, and in fact, 
her childhood was one long Indian 
summer. 

Though she received little for¬ 
mal education — that was for her 
brothers — she was brought up on a 
diet of Keats and Byron which her 
mother read to her as a child. At an 
early age Pauline became an avid 
reader and by the time she was 12, 
she is quoted as saying that she had 
read every line of Scott, every¬ 
thing of Longfellow and much of 
Byron, Shakespeare and Emerson. 

Biit it was curled up at the 
feet of her paternal grandfather. 
Smoke Johnson, that Pauline learn¬ 
ed the legends and stories of her 
Indian ancestors. B$- means of 
threaded beads, the old man was 
able to spin out his tales and trace 
the family lineage back to the an 
cient times of Hiawatha. Old Smoke 
Johnson had a reputation as an 
orator of considerable talent and 
because of his musical speech was 
known as the Mohawk Warbler. 

PERHAPS FROM HIM, Pauline 
developed her sensitivity for 
rhythm and drama. 

At 18, Pauline completed her 
schooling and spent most of the 
next five years doing much as 
she pleased interspersed with sum¬ 
mer juants to the Muskoka area or 
Ontario. Then tragedy struck. The

peaceful family life on the banks of 
the Grand River came to an end. 
Chief Johnson's death meant that 
the family no longer had an in¬ 
come. 

Pauline, with her sister and 
mother, moved to nearby Brant¬ 
ford. Evelyn found work in the In¬ 
dian Office, but Pauline stayed 
home and for the first time in her 
life seriously tried to make an in¬ 
come from writing. Her first pub¬ 
lished poem appeared in a Toronto 
magazine, The Week, edited by 
Charles G. D. Roberts, later to be 
Sir Charles G. D. Roberts. 

Then in 1889, two of her poems 
were included in a Canadian anthol¬ 
ogy. A leading English critic, Theo¬ 
dore Watts-Dunton hailed Pauline 
as the North American Wordsworth. 

Of her work he wrote . . an 
idealist who fused the inner and 
outer world, and -revelled in the 
unification of scenery and mind." 
Such praise brought Pauline inter¬ 
national status, but no money. Even 
her most famous poem that was 
shortly to be published brought her 
a mere three dollars. 

ONE CAN ONLY speculate, but 
probably much of the friction that 
was to become apparent in later 
years between Pauline and her sis¬ 
ter, dates back to those days of 
poverty in Brantford when one 
daughter was providing the family 
with an income and the other was 
"wasting" her time composing 
verse. In later years, Evelyn was to 
refer to Pauline with derision as a 
"trouper”, and even at the time of 
Pauline's death the two sisters 
never became reconciled.

Pauline's stage debut came on 
the night of Jan. 16, 1892, when she 
was already 31 years old. She had 
been invited to join a number of 
leading poets in Toronto for a night 
of verse reading. The following is an 
account of that night: 

The evening was dragging a 
little, and interest was w aning when 
the Indian poet-princess was intro¬ 
duced. She glided rather than 
walked ta the platform, her dark 
eyes flashing nervously and her 
sinuous form the essence of grace¬ 
fulness, representing the acme of 
physical rhythm and motion. Then 
she gave her first rendition, her Cry 
From an Indian Wife ... a tense 
stillness followed, but only for a 
moment. Then there broke unre¬ 
strained expressions of approval in 
tumultuous applause. Rarely does 
an audience so rapidly change its 
mood, and rarely does a reciter so 
capture hdr hearers. 

THE NEXT MORNING the To¬ 
ronto newspapers demanded to 
know why this fresh talent had not 
previously come to the attention of 
the public. So, during the season 
1892-93, Pauline began her platform 
career. During that season she 
made 125 appearances throughout 
eastern Canada. 

Everything about her perfor¬ 
mances was carefully stage-man¬ 
aged. She became known to the- 
public as "the Indian princess" and 
advanced notices billed her as: the 
Indian author and entertainer, 
bringing laughter and humor and 
stirring patriotism."

Of course the idea that she was a 
princess was pure fiction, invented 
by a Toronto newspaper reporter. 
To catch her audiences off guard, 
Pauline would often swoop onto the 
stage with a wild war whoop that 
would startle her listeners. But once 
the act backfired. One woman in an 
Edmonton audience let out such a 
horrorfied shriek in return that even 
Pauline was speechless. 

HUMOR SHE HAD. At a perfor¬ 
mance in Cornwall, Ontario, a 
bunch of rowdies up in the gallery 
heckled her as she came onto the 
stage. Undaunted, Pauline ad¬ 
dressed them: "When I see a crowd 
of boys up in the balcony having a 
good time, I am always sorry . . .” 
loud boos and groans “. . . yes, 
I am always sorry I am not up 
there with them." 

For the first part of her re¬ 
citals she would dress in buck¬ 
skin, trimmed with ermine and 
silver brooches. Two human scalps 
hung from her waist and she sported 
a necklace of bear claws. The fik-st 
half of her show, she played the 
outraged Indian, acting out such 
dramatic poems as As Red Men Die 
and A Cry From An Indian Wife. 
After one recital in Medicine Hat, 
she overheard a man exclaim: 
"She's a wild 'un all right. Sure 
wouldn't want her for a wife.” 

But for the second half of her 
act, she would appear on the stage 
dressed in the height of London 
fashion wearing an expensive bro¬ 
cade gown. 

Most lady-like, she would re¬ 
cite some <n her more delicate 
poems like In The Shadows. As 
McRaye said of Pauline, she loved 
the stage and the whole world of 
make-believe. 

During her 1$ years as a stage 
performer, she travelled to every 
province of Canada, was enthusias¬ 
tically received in the United States 
and became the darling of elegant 
ladies in the drawing rooms of Lon¬ 
don. 

FROM HER FIRST TOUR of 

eastern Canada, she earned enough 
money to make her first trip to 
London. There, with the help of 
influential friends she was able to 
arrange publication of her first book 
of verse. The White Wampum ap¬ 
peared in 1895 and although the book 
was a literary success, it did little 
for her finances. In fact, during 
her lifetime, she earned less than 
$500 from her poetry. 

In 1898, two events occurred 
which must have profoundly af¬ 
fected her life. Her mother died 
that year, which meant she could 
have given up her career, as she 
had been her mother's main sup¬ 
port. And her engagement was an¬ 
nounced in the Brantford Expositor. 
But later that year, without expla¬ 
nation, the engagement was termin¬ 
ated. 

The following year, in company 
with Walter McRaye, she began a 
10-year tour of North America. In 
1909, failing health finally con¬ 
vinced Pauline to leave the stage. 
Vancouver, which she had played a 
dozen times, became her adopted 
home. 

DURING ONE of her trips to 
London, while she was still on the 
stage, she happened to meet Chief 
Joe Capilano, of the Squamish mis¬ 
sion who was seeking a hearing with 
Edward VII to protest a recent B.C. 


Games Act which was threatening 
the Indian's fishing rights. Capilano 
was understandably nervous about 
the meeting and Pauline was asked 
if she would visit the old chief. When 
she did, she greeted him in his 
native language with the salutation, 
"Klahoya Tillicum Scookum”. 

That meeting lead to a friendship 
that was renewed years after in 
Vancouver, when Chief Capilano re¬ 
lated to her many of the ancient 
legends of the coastal Indians. 
Using her vivid imagination, she 
wrote down the stories and made a 
little income selling them to the 
Province newspaper. Hers was one 
of the first attempts to record the 
tribal mythology of the west coast 
natives. 

BUT HER REMAINING years 
were short. Cancer of the breast 
forced her from her west end board¬ 
ing home into a private hospital on 
Bute Street. When she learned of 
her imminent death, she wrote a 
poem, Fight On, which is similar in 
spirit to that famous poem of Dylan 
Thomas, Do Not Go Gentle Into That 
Good Night. 

As her health grew worse, the 
stories she had written for the Prov¬ 
ince were collected into book form 
and became The Legends of Van¬ 
couver. This was done by a number 
of friends mostly as a charitable 
act, but the book proved financially 
successful, enabling Pauline to pay 
her own way right to the end. 

Death came in March, 1913. Let¬ 
ters of condolence poured in from 
Canadians from all walks of life, 
including the Prime Minister of 
Canada. In Vancouver, flags were 
flown at half mast, and on the day of 
her burial, a throng of thousands 
lined the route of the funeral pro¬ 
cession which led to Stanley Park. 

BEFORE HER DEATH she ex¬ 
pressed her wish to have her ashes 
buried nearSiwash Rock. However, 
in her will, which has recently come 
to light, Pauline requested: “. . . 
that no tombstone or monument be 
raised in my memory, as I prefer to 
be remembered In the hearts of my 
people and public." In 1922, a stone 
cairn was erected over her ashes 
and dedicated with these words: 
“. . . in memory of one whose life 
and writings were an uplift and a 
blessing to our nation.” 

Pauline Johnson may not rank as 
one of the great Canadian poets, and 
certainly she has been debunked by 
many, not only for her poetry, but 
also for the way she "used" her 
Indian heritage for commercial 
purposes. Whatever the truth, as 
one observer put it: "Let him who 
can barnstorm a continent, write 
prose as well as poetry (sans help 
from the Canada Council) cast the 
first stone."

If you have not yet attended a traditional 
Burns Supper on Jan. 25 or thereabouts, your 
score card is minus one — that is, if you can claim 
a smidgen of Scots blood from way back ances¬ 
try.

As the years go on, reports the 
Bums Federation, Bums Suppers 
are becoming snore and more popu¬ 
lar — even in Russia, China ahd 
Japan — and for every Supp\r 
staged by official Burns Clubs 
throughout the world there are 
countless others arranged by simi¬ 
lar groups and organizations every- 
where. 

AS THE JANUARY date ap¬ 
proaches, moth balls are shaken out 
of clan tartan kilts, skirts and 
trews; bagpipes are tuned in readi¬ 
ness and vast quantities of tradi¬ 
tional fare accumulate in many 
kitchens. This includes haggis, 
steak pies, dressed bubbly Jock 
(turkey) with all the trimmings, 
neeps (turnips), tatties (potatoes), 
kebbuk (cheese) and Scotch trifle, 
to say nothing of lashings of aqua 
vitae (whisky) or lemonade or or¬ 
ange juice if preferred and in B.C. 
its often apple juice. 

Ahead for assembled revellers 
lie several hours of lively ongauns 
(happenings) with windy dinner 
table oratory, numerous toasts and 
responses to toasts and recitation of 
Burns poems and Bums songs ren¬ 
dered by guest artistes — culminat¬ 
ing later on in an orgy of spirited 
dancing by young and old of Scottish 
reels (foursomes and eightsomes) 
until the crack of dawn. 

IN ORDERLY PROCESSION, 
distinguished head table guests are 
piped in to the festive board. Grace 
is said — usually the one composed 
by Bums himself — and soup or an 
equivalent starter course is 
served. 

An eagerly-awaited ceremony 
follows— the piplng-tn of the famed 
haggis by an appointed Haggis 
Bearer, accompanied by piper and 
chef and borne aloft to the head 
table, guests rising to applaud the 
advent of the national dish. 
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Retiring piper and chef receive a 
traditional dram of whisky for their 
services and Address to the Haggis 
(composed by Bums himself) is 
rendered. Dinner resumes, a couple 
of Burns songs are sung and then 
comes the main toast of the evening 
— to The Immortal Memory. 

THIS ADDRESS is usually given 
by a local celebrity who has been 
tactfully briefed that 25 minutes is 
usually allotted for such impressive 
oratory. Less time than this is con¬ 
sidered sketchy and only the most 
gifted speakers can command the 
interest of a company beyond this 
time when feet are beginning to itch 
under the tables in anticipation of 
the homing dancing on a well- 
powered dance floor. 


Doon and the imported The Star of 
Rabb/e Burns without which no 
Bums Supper would be adequate. 
Then, terminating the program, 
comes Auld Lang Syne (pronounced 
Sine not Zine), guests clasping each 
others' hands in warm and some¬ 
times tearful fellowship. 

BURNS ONCE CONFIDED to an 
intimate friend his deep desire to 
collect and record for posterity the 
simple folksongs of Scotland — the 
songs sung at the cradles of the 
bairns; at the fireside ingles in coun¬ 
try farmhouses where young and 
old gathered for an hour of social 
merriment after tjie day’s work was 
done; the songs sung lustily in way- 
side taverns and alehouses and at 
weddings and christenings and at 
harvest festivals after the all-im¬

Toasts and Responses such as to 
The Lassies; to The Land of Our 
Adoption, usually rate six minutes 
each, the toast To the Lassies being 
provocative and humorously re¬ 
sponded to. 

BUT IT IS THE SONGS of 
Robert Bums that mist the eyes of 
guests long exiled from their home¬ 
land — There Was a Lad (the na¬ 
tional anthem of millions of Bums 
admirers); Gae Bring to Me a Pint 
of Wine; Ae Fond Kiss; Flow Gently 
Sweet Afton; Scots Wha Hae; Ran¬ 
tin' Rovin' Robin'; Annie Laurie; 
Cornin' Thru the Rye; Bonnie Wee 
Thing; Banks and Braes of Bonnie 


portant harvest was safely gathered 
in. 

Some of these songs were char¬ 
acteristically crude and offensive to 
polite cars. They were couched, 
however, in the robust idiom of 
Burns’ day and in the circles he 
frequented; and they were often 
sung by men and women who had 
indulged too freely in the barley brie 
and called a spade a spade, country 
style. 

Burns refined many of these 
songs, adding new verses of his own 
that might bo sung before the aus¬ 
tere parish Minister and the socially 
elite in the fashionable Edinburgh 
salons. 


BURN’S SONGS fall chiefly into 
well-defined categories: love songs 
and songs of courtship and mar¬ 
riage; political, patriotic and auto¬ 
biographical songs and drinking 
songs that raised the roof in taverns 
and alehouses and called for yet an¬ 
other round of the enlivening barley 
brie. And, as was to be expected of a 
romantic-minded Bums, many of 
his songs fall into the category of 
love songs. He never made any 
apology for this, reminding his pub¬ 
lisher that an early songwriter had 
declared that “love and wine are the 
exclusive themes for song-writ¬ 
ing!” 

To James Johnson's Collection of 
Songs called the Scottish Musical 
Mu seum he contributed at least 185 
songs; and to George Thomson's 
Select Melodies of Scotland he con¬ 
tributed more than 120 pieces — 
refusing payment for his work even 
though he was a poor man with a 
needy family and the financial re¬ 
ward offered would have been' a 
godsend. But he did not want his 
cherished work to be tainted by 
what he considered gross commer¬ 
cialism. 

KENNETH McKELLAR, well 
known singer of Bums songs paid 
tribute to the poet in the following 
terms: 

“It is more than 200 years since 
Robert Bums’ first sounds of self- 
expression echoed round the cottage 
bedrooms in Ayr — awakening, 
perhaps, a Robin Redbreast shelter¬ 
ing from the Cauld blast o’ Januar 
wind under the thatched roof. And 
during subsequent years the voice 
of Burns has reached out to all 
comers of the earth and the self-ex¬ 
pression he sought and perfected in 
his comings and goings with his 
fellow man awakened everywhere 
responsive hearts and appreciative 
tongues whatever language they 
speak. Bums belongs to us ALL — 
he is a BARD OF ALL NATIONS." 
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
